The three types of fire 
extinguishers observed were 
pressurized water, carbon 
dioxide, and dry powder. 
Pressurized water is only for 
use on class A fires. If used on 
other types of fires it will only 
worsen the situation.

VA Mortgage 
Interest Rate 
Lowered 5% 


To adjust to current market 
conditions, the Veterans 
Administration has lowered its 
maximum home loan interest 
rate from 10.5% to 10%, effec- 
tive Novemter 1, 1988. 

“The market conditions 
permitting the drop reflect a 
continuing move from the high 
interest rates of the early 
1980s,"’ said Administrator of 
Veterans Affairs Thomas K. 
Turnage. The maximum rate 
for loan guaranties in recent 
years has been on a general de- 
cline, from a high of 17.5% in 
September 1981 to a low of 8.5%, 
by January 1987 

The latest change is the 
fourth in 1988. The rate dropped 
from 10.5% to 9.5% on February 
1, then moved up to 10% on 
April 4 and 10.5% on May 23. 


In the federal fiscal year that 
ended September 30, 1988, the 
VA guaranteed 232,638 loans 
amounting to a total of $17.3 bil- 
lion. Because of a large number 
of guranties for refinancing 
loans, the previous year saw 
474,400 home loans guaranteed 
for a record one-year amount of 
$34.8 billion 

Also effective November 1, 
the VA will decrease by one-half 
percentage point the maximum

Among Topics At Tillage Conference 


Earlier this year, the Mon- 
santo Agricultural Company of 
St. Louis, Mo., announced 
greenhouse breakthroughs in 
producing genetically engi- 
neered strains of soybeans and 
cotton with tolerance to 
Roundup, a nonselective herbi- 
cide used to control tough weeds 
like johnsongrass.

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October Crop Weather 
Summary Reported 


The month of October was 
cool with below normal pre- 
cipitation. Temperatures for 
the month averaged 51.7 
degrees. This was 4.8 degrees 
below the normal 56.5 degrees 
for October. The first frost for 
this fall was recorded during 
the week ending October 7, but 
was not very widespread. How- 
ever, by the end of the next 
week almost all areas has 
experienced temperatures 
below freezing. 

Precipitation for the month 
totaled 1.9 inches, 1.28 inches 
below the 3.18 inches normally 
received during October. Pre- 
cipitation was very light during 
the first two weeks of the 
month. Precipitation received 
during the last two weeks of the 
month brought soil moisture 
levels in most areas to adequate 
by the month’s end. 

Corn for grain had been har- 
vested on 85 percent of the 
acreage by October 31. This 
progress was 10 percent behind 
last year’s pace but equal to the 
average schedule. 

The soybean harvest was 50 
percent completed by the end of 
the month. This harvest 
progress was 10 percent behind 
last year, but equal to the five- 
year average. 

Small grains were in good 
condition in most areas as rains 
late in the month heiped signi- 
ficantly. 

Winter wheat seeding was 75 
percent completed, equal to last 
year at this time and the five 
year average. 

Farmers had seeded 95 per- 
cent of the barley slightly ahead 
of last year’s pace, 

Rye seeding was 80 percent 
complete, compared to 85 per- 
cent seeded last year at this 
same time and historically,

Cost Of Thanksgiving Feast Rises, 


But Remains A Bargain 


A traditional Thanksgiving 
meal for 10 will cost $26.61 this 
year, according to a survey con- 
ducted by the American Farm 
Bureau Federation. Led by 
higher prices for turkey and 
sweet potatoes, the nationwide 
survey reveals the holiday feast 
will cost 8.5 percent more than 
last year. 

Among the items included on 
the menu were: turkey and 
dressing, sweet potatoes, peas, 
rolls, cranberries, pumpkin pie 
with whipped cream, a relish 
dish and beverages. The price 
for a comparable meal in 1987 
was $24.51. In 1986, a com- 
parable meal cost $29.75. 

The cost of the Thanksgiving 
meal was based on a Farm 
Bureau survey of markets in 
Arizona, California, Colorado, 
Georgia, Idaho, Illinois, 
Kansas, Kentucky, Minnesota, 
Missouri, New York, North 
Carolina, Texas and Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

“The survey shows that 
despite a widespread drought, 
food prices have remained rela- 
tively stable over the past 
year,’ said Marsha Purcell, 
spokeswoman for AFBF. 

The survey, said Purcell, also 
showed that stores are doing 
more each year to attract holi- 


day meal shoppers with promo- 
tional prices covering more 


items. ‘‘For years stores have 
been running special promo- 
tions on turkeys. But the promo- 
tions have been extended to 
more items and the discounts on 
turkeys increasingly are tied to 
the amount of total purchases in 
the store, with reports of 
turkeys priced at 29 or 39 cents 
per pound or even free with 
extra large purchases,’’ she 
added 

‘As a sign of the times, more 
stores, caterers and restau- 
rants are offering complete 
meal carryout service for at- 
home functions,”’ she noted. 

The wholesale price for 
frozen turkeys has ranged from 
70 to 80 cents per pound, with 
fresh turkeys selling for an 
additional five to 10 cents per 
pound. 

The widespread drought 
didn’t have much of an effect on 
the number of turkeys produced 
in 1988. Turkey production in- 
creased by 2 percent in 1988. 
This compares with an 18 per- 
cent jump in 1987. U.S. cran- 
berry production climbed 12 
percent from 1987, while sweet 
potato acreage declined by 3 
percent. 

‘We have a lot to be thankful 
for,’ said Purcell. “Most coun- 
tries lack the resources needed 


to cope with a serious drought.

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Ag Conference Considered 


First Step is 


“A good first step." That's 
how many of those attending 
described the Governor's 
Conference on the Future of 
Maryland Agriculture held 
earlier this month at 
Baltimore’s Omni Hotel 

Keynote speaker, Dr. 
Raymond J. Miller, vice 
chancellor for agricultural 
affairs, University of Maryland 
System, presented many of the 
problems facing Maryland agri- 
culture today. He stressed that 
agriculture — the production, 
processing and distribution of 
food and fiber — is not only the 
largest industry in the United 
States but also the most import- 
ant. He explained that it is our 
largest industry because it pro- 
vides employment for about 20 
percent of the U.S. work force, 
and is our most important be- 
cause it lies at the root of the 
hierarchy of basic human needs 
— all people must eat to sustain 
themselves and everyone needs 
clothing and shelter 

Targeting in on the state, 
Miller said, ‘Agriculture is also 
the largest industry in Mary- 
land, employing approximately 
17 percent of the state's 
workers. Because of its size, its 
importance economically, and 
its relationship to the use of our 
natural resources, it is imper- 
ative that we examine issues 
related to agriculture’s future 
in this state.”’ 

Miller reminded those attend- 
ing that Maryland agriculture 
is changing dramatically. He 
asked, ‘‘what are some of the 
factors involved in Maryland's 
changing agriculture, and what 
short- and long-term agendas 
should we be working on to in- 
sure its continued viability?” 

Miller then listed four pri- 
mary factors impacting upon 
agriculture and natural re- 
sources which set the stage for 
the first-ever Governor's Con- 
ference on the Future of Mary- 
land Agriculture. 

1. Economics — the ability of 
agricultural businesses to be 
economically viable. 


“4 Good 


To Future Discussion 


2. Environmental quality — 
sustaining our natural resource 
base of land and water. 

3. Population population 
growth in Maryland. 

4. Land use — the intelligent 
use of land so that we may 
sustain agriculture, protect our 
natural resources, and continue 
to have the standard of living 
we desire. 

“All four of these factors 
impact upon agriculture indivi- 
dually; all are interacting with 
one another; all are changing in 
dramatic ways,” he said. 

Following Miller’s keynote 
address and a welcome by 
Louis Goldstein, state comp- 
troller, the workshops began. 
The workshops covered the 
topics of ‘Agricultural Produc- 
tion,’ ‘Agriculture, Natural 
Resources and the Environ- 
ment,’ and “Agriculture, Land 
and Development.” 

At an evening banquet, Mary- 
land Secretary of Agriculture 
Wayne Cawley made a special 
presentation to Governor 
William Donald Schaefer, 
recognizing his commitment 
and contribution to Maryland 
agriculture. Additional 
presenters were Robert Wilson, 
president, Maryland Farm 
Bureau, and Alan Brauer, 
master, Maryland State 
Grange. Gov. Schaefer then 
gave a brief address. 

As a wrap-up the following 
morning, a conference sum- 
mary and recommendations 
were given by Dr. Bernard 
Stanton, professor, Cornell 
University, assisted by the 
cochairmen of the three work- 
shops, Henry Holloway, 
farmer; Earl Brown, professor, 
UMCP; Donald Spickler, 
farmer; Alan Taylor, Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, 
UMCP; Wayne McGinnis, 
farmer; and Edward Thompson 

r., Montgomery County Agri- 
cultural Preservation Board. 

Attending from Garrett 
County, and representing the 
Garrett National Bank, was J 
Robert Frazee, vice president. 
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Frazee said that on the positive 
side, ‘‘the conference was a 
good first step. It’s the first 
time I can remember any 
governor paying this much 
attention to agriculture. Mary- 
land has a chance to be an (ag 
policy) innovator.” 

Frazee said that with the 
population encroaching on rural 
agricultural areas of the state, 
there is a need to deal with the 
issues of odor, noise and pesti- 
cide use. ‘‘We must learn how to 
make agriculture peacefully 
coexist with its neighbors. It 
will be challenging for Mary- 
land to find a way to make the 
two enhance each other,” 
Frazee, who grew up on a beef 
cattle farm near Friendsville, 
said. 

Frazee added that he thinks 
it’s important for Garrett 
Countians to attend and become 
involved in conferences such as 
this to show, “‘one, that we exist 
out here, and two, that there are 
needs to be addressed here as 
well as in the east."’ He said that 
just as urban areas are en- 
croaching on rural areas in the 
east, recreation is encroaching 
on rural areas here in Garrett 
County. ‘‘We must learn how to 
control this growth without kill- 
ing tourism which lays our 
golden egg,” Frazee said. 

“The conference provided 
more questions than answers,”’ 
Frazee added, ‘‘and it will be 
interesting to see what happens 
from here. I hope it doesn’t end 
here, but is used to develop 
legislative issues to deal with 
the problems farmers are 
facing.” 

Also attending from Garrett 
County was Commissioner John 
G. Braskey, representing the 
National Association of Coun- 
ties’ Agriculture and Rural 
Affairs Steering Committee. In 
referring to the conference, 
Comm. Braskey said, ‘‘There is 
real potential here to accomp- 
lish something.’’ Braskey, who 
was just recently appointed to 
NACO’s steering committee, 
said he looks forward to being 
on the committee because of the 
importance of agriculture to 
Garrett County. One reason he 
attended the conference, he 
said, was to learn more about 
agriculture and the problems it 
faces now and in the future. ‘‘I 
would like to sit down with 
farmers and farm groups and 
listen to them expressing their 
views, to continue this learning 
process,’’ Braskey said. 

Braskey concluded by saying, 
“I'm hoping that if anything 
comes out of the conference, a 
priority will be that some of the 
problems that were addressed 
— get addressed.” 

Another Garrett County resi- 
dent, Criss Kepple, attended the 
conference representing the 
University of Maryland's 
School of Agriculture, and 
although representing 
academe, one of her comments 
was that, perhaps, the 
academic side of the conference 
was given too much promi- 
nence. She stated that not 
enough time, in some cases 
none, was allowed for 
comments, discussion and

recommendations from the 
audience — that many farmers 
and farm group representatives 
attended to offer their thoughts, 
suggestions and possible 
solutions, and were very 
disappointed that such an 
opportunity did not occur. 

This same comment was 
heard from others involved in 
the production end of agri- 
culture. J. Hanson Hoffman, 
Maryland Farm Bureau, said it 
was a shame the program did 
not specifically allow for all to 
comment, that there was not a 
great deal of time for any 
presentation or dialogue. The 
answer, he said, may be 
smaller groups next time. 

Hoffman said that Maryland 
Farm Bureau President Robert 
Wilson was very pleased with 
the conference turnout that 
150 of the 400 registrants were 
farmers, most of them Farm 
Bureau members. Hoffman 
said President Wilson felt it was 
a “‘broad mix.” 

Hoffman said that Farm 
Bureau is anxiously awaiting 
the printed copies of the 
presentations before making 
recommendations or comments 
on policy issues. 

“I think the conference will 
prove worthwhile and success- 
ful in the long run,” Hoffman 
said. ‘The conference was kind 
of like an appetizer — a salad - 
the real meat of the thing is 
what comes out of it, and that 
remains to be seen. Only time 
will tell. We have both interest- 
ing and challenging times 
ahead of us, and it will have to 
be a joint effort down the line to 
solve agriculture’s problems 
Given good common sense, we 
will find those solutions to the 
problems.” 

Deputy Secretary of Agri- 
culture Robert L. Walker also 
saw a need for more audience 
participation. ‘‘The conference 
didn’t allow the ‘give and take’ 
we would have preferred,"’ he 
said in a recent phone conversa- 
tion. ‘From the onset, we 
wanted to stress comments and 
participation from the floor, but 
there was no time to get into it. 
If I have any misgivings (about 
the conference), it’s that we 
couldn't structure it to have 
more dialogue. If we under- 
stand how people are thinking, 
we can find some common 
ground. 

“This is the first time the 
state has undertaken such a 
conference,”’ Walker said, ‘‘and 
there are so many issues that 
impact agriculture local, 
national and state.” 

He went on to say that for 
some, the issues were not new 
— they're the same issues that 
have been heard in the past 
but this conference brought to- 
gether a larger, more diverse 
group at the same ‘“‘table’’ to 
discuss the issues. And most 
beneficial of all, he said, it 
brought together people from 
different aspects of agriculture 
and agri-business who don't 
normally talk to each other. 

Some other benefits Walker 
feels may come out of the con- 
ference are getting state leader- 
ship involved, as well as 
achieving some interagency 
cooperation. In terms of long- 
range benefits, Walker said the 
precedings of the conference 
will be published and 
distributed in February to 
policy and opinion makers in 
the state. 

The plans of his department, 
Walker said, are to follow up the 
conference in 1989 with focus 
groups on specific issues — land 
development and ag-land 
preservation, and how to keep 
farmers and make farming 
profitable, for instance. He said 
it is premature to say whether 
or not there should be another 
conference in 1989. Walker 
thinks that it might be best to 
spend the next year ‘‘dissecting 
these major issues.” 


In 1990, after public comment 
from ag, non-ag, and others 
comes back in, Walker stated 
that another conference may be 
planned to hear and react to 
those comments. From there, 
the digested information will be 
used to propose specific legis- 
lation and programs 

“Clearly, it’s in the greater 
interest of agriculture if we 
work together cooperatively, 
maximize all this effort and 
resources 
able success. The most import- 
ant thing, however, is that we 
treat farmers with respect. 

“Governor Schaefer has said 
that this information will not sit 
on a shelf, that it will result in

new activities, education, but, it 
will not happen over night,” 
Walker concluded 

More questions than answers 
Many believe that's exactly 
what the conference intended to 
happen. Most importantly, 
though, is the fact that, through 
the conference, agriculture was 
“brought home" to many who 
knew a lot less about the 
problems of those actually ‘‘on 
the land’’ than they thought 
they knew. It was ‘brought 
home” to many who thought 
they have no involvement in 
agriculture at all, but as farmer 
and former Maryland Farm 
Bureau President Henry Hollo- 
way said, “If you eat, you're in- 
volved in agriculture.” 


Maryland Farmers 
Plan Agenda For 
Future Action 


On February 5, 1979, an esti- 
mated 3,000 farmers from 
around the nation tried to in- 
fluence government policy by 
tying up traffic in the Wash- 
ington, D.C., area with their 
tractors. The effect on govern- 
ment policy was dubious. 

By contrast, some 150 Mary- 
land farmers left their tractors 
at home earlier this month and 
joined 320 other persons with a 
stake in agriculture for a lively 
policy-planning meeting 
November 10 and 11 at the Omni 
Hotel in Baltimore. The event 
was labeled as the first-ever 
Governor’s Conference on the 
Future of Maryland Agri- 
culture 

At its conclusion, most 
agreed, the conference held 
promise of preserving the 
state’s food production ability 
in the face of mounting pres- 
sures from urban development 
And the Maryland state 
Government — with cooper- 
ation from U.S. Department of 
Agriculture agencies 
appears likely to play a key 
role. 

The University of Maryland 
Agricultural Programs staff 
and fellow professionals from 
the Maryland Department of 
Agriculture spearheaded the 
event, with cooperation from 
three other state agencies 
Department of the Environ- 
ment, Department of Natural 
Resources and Department of 
State Planning. 

After a day of speechmaking 
and workshop discussions, con- 
ference program: leaders came 


forth on the second day of the 
conference with lists of recom 
mendations and points to 
consider in three areas affect- 
ing Maryland agriculture. Here 
are the lists

Henry Holloway, a farmer in 
Harford County, 
raised the question, ‘‘what good 
is a farm without a farmer?” 
Holloway helped to chair the 
workshop on agricultural 
production 

He challenged the state 
government to encourage aqua- 
culture by allowing Maryland 
farmers to sell hybrid striped 
bass now being raised in farm 
ponds at several locations 
around the state 

Donald L. Spickler, a Wash- 
ington County farmer, observed 
that ‘Maryland farmers were 
the first group in the state to 
admit that they are part of the 
problem in polluting the Chesa- 
peake Bay and are doing some- 
thing about it.”’ 

He declared that environ- 
mental issues are compounded 
by urban sprawl, with farmers 
trying to farm what's left. 

Dr. Ear! H. Brown, a profes- 
sor of agricultural and resource 
economics at the University of 
Maryland, served as co-chair- 
man of the conference program 
committee. He thought pro- 
gram speakers generally 
agreed that Maryland agri- 
culture is a viable industry, and 
it will continue generally profit- 


was 
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able for the foreseeable future. 

However, Dr. Brown said, 
farmers must face these facts: 
Farming may not be profit- 
able in Maryland as in some 
other states because of high 
land costs; with the presence of 
the Chesapeake Bay, environ- 
mental problems for Maryland 
agriculture may be more 
severe than elsewhere; farms 
in the path of urban develop- 
ment face two alternatives. To 
survive in the short run, they 
must switch to high-value 
crops. In the long run, they 
can’t compete with real estate 
developers 

An overall conference 
summary was given by Dr 
Bernard F. Stanton, professor 
of agricultural economics at 
Cornell University. 

Dr. Stanton noted that 
“farmers are part of the 
environmental community. As 
the number of farmers gets 
smaller, it’s more important to 
educate non-farmers.” 

Stanton will write a formal 
conference summary to 
accompany printed versions of 
talks presented at the con- 
ference. The proceedings will 
be made available to state 
government leaders and to all 
persons who registered for the 
conference 

In a banquet talk at the end of 
the first day’s session, Mary- 
land’s governor, William 
Donald Schaefer, declared that 
“agriculture is the number one 
business in this state We can’t 
live without you.”’

Action Necessary To Assure 
Maryland’s Agriculture 


Dr. Raymond J. Miller, vice chancellor for agricultural 
affairs, University of Maryland System, in his keynote address at 
the recent Governor’s Conference on the Future of Maryland 
Agriculture, offered his suggestions on the action necessary to 
assure Maryland's agriculture. The following are Miller's 
suggestions. 

1, Image — Agriculture is much more than production 
Individuals must associate the total food and fiber system with 
agriculture. We must talk more to others about this issue — not 
only to ourselves. 

2. Food production is not risk free — Our society must 
understand that, like life, the food system is not risk free. We 
cannot produce, process, and distribute food and fiber without an 
impact on our environment. 

3. High technology — Agriculture is a high technology 
industry and it will become more so. We must be at the cutting 
edge of relevant technology development so that the state may 
capture the financial benefit of being first adopters. 

4. Interest groups — Today’s society is made up of many 
different interest groups. These groups must learn to 
communicate with each other, realize that in many cases they 
have common goals, and work together 

5. Changing our point of view — 

a. We must recognize that the way we are currently doing 
things may not be optimal and be willing to change current 
practices, products, etc. 

b. We need to assume more of a marketing orientation — 
the products we produce and deliver must be tailored to the 
market. This may be a new market niche due to changing 
population patterns or changing desires, or it may be a new 
foreign market 

c. We need to be more proactive let’s take the lead in 
making these changes by developing and adapting the best 
practices or products and then informing people. A good example 
of this is IPM (integrated pest management). How many people 
know that IPM was developed by agriculture to increase 
efficiency and reduce pesticide use and that it now is being 
increasingly applied in urban settings? 

d. We must recognize that a ‘‘good neighbor policy” will be 
critical in the years to come. We must be ‘‘good neighbors’’ to 
individuals in both production and non-production. This will take 
patience, and compromise. 

6. Investment — We must all be willing to invest the time, 
energy, and resources to help bring about these changes. 

POSSIBLE CONFERENCE RESULTS 

Action groups — The image of agriculture is a problem. 
Perhaps we could form action groups by county or community, 
and identify key people who need to expand their knowledge about 
the food and fiber system. Key decision-makers could be taken to 
farms, plants, or nurseries and shown how that particular aspect 
of agriculture relates to the total food system 

Planning Do we need more specific planning to protect 
agriculture, such as buffer zones, designated urban districts, or 
others? What actions should be taken now? 

Name — Do we need to change our name? Perhaps our name 
should more accurately reflect the total picture of what we do. 
Should we have a Department of Food and Fiber, or a College of

It's obvious to most Mary- 
landers that the state’s popu- 
lation is undergoing a period of 
rapid growth with a resulting 
loss of agricultural and forest 
land. And many of them wonder 
how Maryland will accom- 
modate this growth without 
damaging agriculture, its larg- 
est industry. 

Farmers, developers, and 
county government officials 
grappled with that question at 
last week’s Governor's Con- 
ference on the Future of Mary- 
land Agriculture at Baltimore's 
Omni Hotel. 

‘Between 1973 and 1985, 
Maryland lost 110,000 acres of 
agricultural and forest land — 
at a yearly rate of about 10,000 
acres,’’ noted Roland English, 
director of the Office of Com- 
prehensive State Planning 
English cited low-density resi- 
dential sprawl as the primary 
cause of this loss 

“The average lot size in resi- 
dential subdivisions being built 
in Maryland today is three- 
quarters of an acre,” he said. 
“If this trend continues, nearly 
700,000 acres will be lost to 
development in the next 30 
years. But if we encouraged 
higher density development and 
built more residential units on 
every acre, only about 250,000 
acres would be required.” 

Dr. John Hutchinson, with the 
Carley Capital Group, agreed. 
“Houses sell on development 
unit right, not lot size,’’ he said, 
“so developers would rather 
build several residences on an 
acre.” 

Such high-density develop- 
ment does not have to mean the 
loss of quality of life, he

stressed. With good design and 
proper landscaping, the quality 
of life can be maintained with 
five, six or more dwellings on 
an acre 

“If we can house people in 
denser groups, we can create a 
win-win situation,’ Hutchinson 
told the audience. “You can’t 
prevent development and the 
loss of agricultural land, but 
you can control it. 

Both English and Hutchinson 
agreed on the need to redirect 
growth in existing urban areas, 
a practice called in-fill develop- 
ment. Additional population 
could then be absorbed in 
places where an adequate pub- 
lic infrastructure — schools, 
sewer systems, roads, etc. — 
already exists. 

English also recommended 
strengthening land-use plan- 
ning programs, establishing 
agricultural zones, and co- 
ordinating programs for con- 
servation and growth manage- 
ment. ‘They're two sides of the 
same coin,”’ he said 

Developers and decision- 
makers must consider more 
than financial gain, according 
to Wayne McGinnis, a fourth- 
generation farmer from Balti- 
more County. ‘‘If they only con- 
sider the dollar, we'll end up 
with New York City. And I for 
one don’t want to live in a New 
York City.” 

He emphasized that if farms 
and open spaces are worth pro- 
tecting, we must be willing to 
pay a price. We must make it 
worthwhile for the farmer to re- 
main on the land. Taxation and 
easement assessments must be 
fair and reasonable 

“Property taxes should be 
based on the farm's value as a 
farm, not on the value of de- 
veloped subdivision land five 
miles away,’’ he emphasized. 

McGinnis also stressed that 
farmers and agricultural inter- 
ests must educate the general 
public about the food and fiber 
system, beginning with ele- 
mentary school programs and 
continuing beyond college 
education. 

“Perhaps we even need to 
post signs on roads that cut 
through farmland telling com- 
muters that they are traveling 
through an agricultural district 
where farmers work hard to 
produce food and fiber for their 
benefit.”’ 

An example of a successful 
county effort to control growth 
and protect agricultural land 
was discussed by Bob Sheesley, 
director of Environmental Pro- 
tection and Resource Manage- 
ment for Baltimore County. 

“Agriculture is important to 
Baltimore County,”’ Sheesley 
said. “It employs more than 20 
percent of the county population 
and contributes $37 million to 
the county economy.”’ 

So the county made agri- 
culture a priority in its master 
plan and created agricultural 
zones in 1975 to protect agri- 
cultural land based on the 
quality of the soil. Of the 390,000

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Southern States Volume Sets 
Record; Refinery Sale Causes Loss 


Southern States Cooperative, 
the farmer-owned manufactur- 
ing and distribution company 
headquartered in Richmond, 
Va., reported record sales at its 
65th annual stockholders meet- 
ing November 16 and 17 at the 
Mosque Theatre in Richmond. 

Total sales for the firm's 
fiscal year ending June 30 were 

747.6 million — exceeding the 
1981 record of $714 million. The 
mark is an increase of nearly 
$102 million overd 1987. 

“It is encouraging to note that 
the cooperative’s excellent per- 
formance resulted not from a 
strong surge in a single state or 
division or product line, but 
from all across our operating 
territory and from each of our 
purchasing divisions,’’ said 
Gene A James, the 
association's president and 
chief executive officer. 

As a result of the previously 
announced sale of the principal 
assets of Texas City Refining, 
Inc., jointly owned by Southern 
States and Agway, another 
regional cooperative in the 
northeast, Southern States in- 
curred a one-time, non-recur- 


ring charge to operating earn- 
ings which resulted in a $35.5 
million net loss after taxes 
“Over the years, this owner- 
ship has been good for our 
members,"’ James reported to 
some 1,200 delegates, retail 
representatives, staff members 
and guests. ‘‘But in the past six 
to eight years, worldwide 
petroleum market changes re- 
sulted in an industry volatility 
that led both cooperatives to 
conclude that their needs could 
best be met through supply con- 
tracts and market purchases.” 
James reported that ‘despite 
the significant write-offs from 
the sale, Southern States con- 
tinues to be well capitalized. 
“It is important to under- 
stand,” he added, ‘‘that the 
cooperative has absorbed in 
this one year the maximum ef- 
fect of the liquidation of a major 
asset and there is no on-going 
exposure to additional related 
losses. In fact, recovery of a 
significant amount of the loss is 
a possibilty, depending upon 
future events in the petroleum 
refining industry.”’

*Expect a mature beef cow to consume 20-25 Ibs. of dry 
roughage per day. 

*On a dry energy basis, 1 lb. of hay equals about 2.5 lbs. corn 
silage; 1 lb. of grain equals 2-3 lbs. hay.

New Funding Given 
To Maryland Agent 
Orange Commission 


On the heels of an American 
Legion survey which contra- 
dicted federal research and 
found that Vietnam-era 
veterans who were exposed to 
Agent Orange have had signifi- 
cantly more postwar physical 
and emotional problems than 
those who were not, the Mary- 
land Agent Orange Commission 
announced that it had been 
given $62,000 to continue its 
operations. 

The commission is to build a 
registry of Maryland Vietnam 
veterans who were possibly ex- 
posed to Agent Orange, develop 
a report to Governor William 
Donald Schaefer on Agent 
Orange exposure and how it 
could affect the future health of 
Marylanders, and make recom- 
mendations 

Initial funding for the Mary- 
land Agent Orange Commission 
($36,000) was mostly used by 
last January when a request for 
further funds was made 

‘The new money the 
Governor has found for us puts 
us back into full operation,” 
said Thomas Shaner, who 
serves as the executive coordi- 
nator for the Commission. 

“We are already getting the 
word out about how Mary- 
landers can apply for part of a 
$170 million class action settle- 
ment,"’ Shaner said, ‘‘and we've 
started plans for several public 
forums around the state in 
which we can gather and con- 
vey information.” 

Shaner has also distributed a 
letter and Maryland Agent 
Orange Registry form to every 
Marylander who had registered 
with the Veterans Administra- 
tion’s Agent Orange program. 
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‘Nearly 3,000 have been distri- 
buted, but many are being re- 
turned due to old addresses 
Still, we have already received 
an additional 200 registrations 
to the near 1,000 we already had 
on file,"’ he said 

William McCartin of the 
Noxell Corporation is chairman 
of the Commission. He is await- 
ing the Governor's appointment 
of several new commissioners 

The law creating the Mary- 
land Agent Orange Commis- 
sion, introduced by Baltimore 
City Delegate Clarence Davis, 
required that there be at least 
four Vietnam veterans on the 
commission. Presently there is 
only one. 

“The most difficult part of the 
Agent Orange report,"’ said 
McCartin, ‘‘has been the 
tremendous differences in find- 
ings among scientific studies 
Whatever the ultimate 


scientific answer, the veterans 
believe they had poisons 
dumped on them, and we owe 
them a fair and honest 
answer.”

ed the farm in all of its natural 
beauty. The sisters point out 
features of particular pride, in- 
cluding the old springhouse, 
built of stone, which has been 
restored to its former rough 
charm 

A natural spring flows in to 
the building, filling three 
troughs icy cold water, 
then meanders down to a little 
stream planted with wild 
flowers, watercress and water 
iris and finally into the pond 
Even with the drought of the 
past summer, the spring still 
ran with icy cold water 

In the back of the springhouse 
is the old smoke house, with an 
open fireplace, where meat was 
smoked to be stored for the 
winter. Now used as a summer 
room, it is filled with old anti- 
ques and country charm 

There are many different 
kinds of plants, an herb and 
garden and a 
well as a 
garden. Their 
special pride is a row of box- 
wood in the front of the house, 
grown from cuttings from the 
Cathedral in Washington 

If you know’ where 
something grows, you try to 
protect it. We encourage 
wildflowers and hope they will 
spread to other areas. We've 
planted bloodroot, trillium, col- 
umbine, red mobilia and but- 
terfly weed,” said Alverta 

We tried to have waterlilies 
but the deer eat 
We have planted to at- 
birds, with plants like 
dogwood and deciduous holly 
We plant things that have disap- 
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vegetable 
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therm 
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peared in this county, like bit- 
tersweet and wild azaleas, hop- 
ing they will spread,”’ Alverta 
continued with Louise nodding 
her head in agreement 

There are numerous bird 
houses and feeders throughout 
the grounds. Louise built many 
of them from spare materials 
The women also take some food 
out for animals in the winter- 
time. Louise goes to the lower 
woods with food and Alverta 
goes to the upper 

Bluebird houses have been 
placed in strategic spots. To at- 
tract bluebirds, which are very 
scarce, the opening of the house 
must be a certain size, about 2 
inches in diameter, and the 
shape should be round and 
should be facing southeast. The 
house should be near a tree and 
about four feet from the ground. 

One of Alverta’s pet projects 
is to encourage bats. She joined 
the International Bat Society 
and has bought an official bat 
house from the society 

‘Since there are bats near the 
pond, we placed the house near 
the pond. We've had it about 
two years and it still isn't oc- 
cupied. I was pleased to find 
that there is another man in the 
county who is also interested in 
bats,”’ said Alverta 

In 1984, they placed a 
perpetual conservation ease- 
ment on their property through 
the Maryland Environmental 
Trust 

The property includes 151 
acres of woods, pasture and and 
farmland. There is a pond fed 
by a natural spring, a beautiful 
home built in 1928, a 
smokehouse and springhouse, 
built around 1800, as well as a 
barn. 

“Everything is being 
developed and we didn’t want 
this land to be developed,”’ said 
Alverta. ‘‘Easements attached 
to the land protect it in certain 
ways. A builder couldn't come 
in and build a condo or fill the 
fields with houses or make a 
shopping center.” 

The deciduous forest land is 
protected from being cut down. 
The next owner of the land will 
not be able to sell the trees for 
lumber 

“The only trees that may be 
removed are ones that have 
died,” Alverta explained, ‘‘or 
trees for immediate use, such 
as for firewood or to build 

Louise likes to refinish fur- 
niture. She has taken classes 
and has some beautiful pieces 
throughout the house. 

“We had some walnut trees 
which were dying, and unfor- 
tunately they had to be cut 
down,”’ Louise tells of another 
way they have been able to con- 
serve. They decided to use the 
wood from the trees to build a 
new kitchen floor. The wood 
that was left was used to build a 
corner cupboard for the dining 
room 

The sisters travel extensive- 
ly, but never together. One 
must always stay home to look 
after the farm and take care of 
Jodie. Each takes a turn going 
someplace every other year 

Alverta took one of her first 
trips to Europe. She had a 
fellowship to study and 
photograph Alpine wildflowers 
She went with two friends and 
drove through the valleys of 
Germany and Austria 

Louise took her first trip to 
Guatemala and that first trip 
sparked her interested in 
traveling. She likes to take trips 
through Smithsonian Tours. She 
took a sailing trip on the ‘Sea 
Cloud” through the islands of 
Greece. She has also been to

Europe, the Orient, Peru, Mex- 
ico and Alaska. 

Last fall she took an Experi- 
ment in International Living to 
Germany. the trip was 
centered around Berlin. Her 
group stayed in a small hotel in 
Rerlin one week, receiving lec- 
tures on the language and the 
culture. 

The second week, each 
member was assigned to a 
home for one week. Louise was 
assigned a home in Meppin, 
close to the Holland border. She 
stayed with a widow lady, 
Helene Raupp 

Louise was Helene’s first 
guest in the experiment. Helene 
took Louise around on her daily 
errands 

‘Helene was very active. She 
took an English class. The 
teacher was from Berlin and 
was very good. She also belong- 


ed to a bicycle and photo club,”’ 
Louise said. “‘We were about 
equal in each other's language, 
which really helped. We went to 
the Netherlands one day and 
also toured around Meppin.”’ 

“The third week, we went 
back to Berlin. We stayed very 
close to the wall (between East 
and West Germany). You could 
go up and watch guards patroll- 
ing,”’ Louise said 

Alverta has hiked in Peru and 
Guatemala, and has been to 
Mexico and Alaska. Next sum- 
mer is Alverta’s turn to travel 

I would like to take a bit of a 

luxury trip this time, to either 
England, Ireland or Scotland 
But it depends on whether there 
is a drought again next sum- 
mer,’ Alverta showing 
her innate desire to conserve

Firewood Buyers 
Given Advice By 
DNR Forester 


As temperatures drop, the 
demand for firewood rises and 
Garrett County Project 
Forester Ernie Metz cautions 
firewood buyers to be aware of 
what they are buying. 


According to Maryland law, 
firewood must be sold on the 
basis of a standard cord, or a 
portion of a cord, “the amount 
of wood which is contained in a 
space of 128 cubic feet, when the 
wood is ranked and well 
stowed." A cord is a volume 
measure arrived at by 
multiplying the height times the 
length of the stack, times the 
length of the sticks, all 
measurements in_ feet. 
Commonly, a standard cord is 
thought to be four feet high, by 
four feet wide, by eight feet 
long. 


The law was designed as a 
consumer protection measure, 
to protect the fuel-wood buyer 
from measurements such as 
“face cord’’, or “truck load” 
which vary in volume. 


A firewood seller should also 
identify the wood by species 
group and say if the wood is 
unseasoned (green) or dry. A 
representation of two or more 
species groups shall indicate 
within five percent accuracy 
the percentages of each group. 

The Weights and Measures 
Section of the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is respon- 
sible for enforcing the method 
sale of commodities regula- 
tions. The Forest, Park and 
Wildlife Service, Department of 
Natural Resources, works 
cooperatively with them to get 
consumer information to the 
using public.

Of Mon Valley 
Network At GCC 


lhe first annual membership 
meeting of the Mon Valley Net- 
work (MVN) is being held 
today, December 1, at Garrett 
Community College, McHenry. 
The MVN is a volunteer leader- 
ship network formed to promote 
cooperative economic, resource 
and community development in 
the Monongahela River Valley 
area of West Virginia, Penn- 
sylvania and Maryland. 

Former West Virginia gover- 
nor Cecil Underwood and Frank 
Irey Jr. of Monongahela, Pa., 
are co-chairing the quarterly 
board and membership 
meetings while the hosts for the 
day are Ralph Burnett, chair- 
man of the Garrett County 
Economic Development 
Corporation, and Dr. Stephen 
Herman, president of Garrett 
Community College. 

The day-long program began 
with a 9 a.m. meeting of the 
Transportation Action Commit- 
tee. It was followed by the 
quarterly board of directors 
meeting at 10 a.m. and the 
membership meeting was to 
commence at 2 p.m. 

The board of directors and 
membership meetings are 
focusing on committee reports, 
amendments to the by-laws, 
election of officers, plans for the 
Third Mon Valley Network 
Summit conference to be held in 
the spring in Pittsburgh, and 
are also exploring the 
possibility of an organizational 
name modification. 

“The board and membership 
will consider the possibility of 
adding the words ‘Tri-State’ to 
the name Mon Valley 
Network,’’ Irey explained.

During the 11:45 a.m. lunch 
break, a special program 
focused upon Western Mary- 
land’s needs and opportunities, 
as well as that state’s per- 
spective on how the tri-state 
region can achieye its fullest 
potential via the MVN coopera- 
tive initiatives.

Dock Regulations 
Voted By Deep 
Creek Management 


The Lake Management Office 
for Deep Creek Lake noted this 
week that all persons maintain- 
ing docks upon the lake must 
remove them for the winter 
months. 

Current regulations for the 
lake require that from De- 
cember 1 through April 1, all 
docks, boating and swimming 
structures, and mooring buoys 
shall be removed from the lake 
and shall be secured to or re- 
moved from the buffer strip. 
Failure to adhere to the current 
regulations can result in issu- 
ance of a citation carrying a $50 
fine, or revocation or suspen- 
sion of privileges permitting 
use of the buffer strip. 

According to Eric Schwaab, 
lake manager, ‘“‘The main 
reason for the required removal 
of dock facilities during the 
winter months is to avoid hav- 
ing docks damaged by the ice 
which forms on the lake during 
the winter. Each year in the 
past there have been a number 
of docks which have not been re- 
moved from the lake and have 
subsequently become frozen in 
the ice. As the ice freezes and 
thaws, or is moved by wind, 
these docks are twisted, 
crushed and broken apart. The 
associated debris, consisting of 
wood, metal, or flotation 
material, is then scattered 
around the lake creating both 
an eyesore and potential safety 
hazard.” 

In cases where certain docks 
cannot be removed from the 
lake, nonconforming use per- 
mits have been issued to allow 
the docks to remain on the lake 
bottom. However, individuals 
must apply to the Lake Manage- 
ment Office for such permits. 
Under the permits, landowners 
must pull their dock into shore 
as close as possible, and must 
take adequate measures to in- 
sure that the dock will be 
secured and monitored to mini- 
mize the potential for damage 
to the structure

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Attacking The Deficit... 


The media and a number of our elected officials 
are acting as if the huge federal deficit is something 
that just popped up during the past few months, and 
they are really laying the pressure on president- 
elect George Bush to do something about it. 
Granted, it is a problem, and even Ronald Reagan, 
one of the most effective presidents in our nation’s 
history, has had little success in dealing with the 
deficit. Yet, despite the growing deficit, we have had 
eight years of strength and vitality in our economy. 

This leads us to believe that the deficit may not 
be the great crisis that it’s cracked up to be. 
Nonetheless, George Bush will have to act and, more 
importantly, Congress will have to cooperate if we 
hope to begin a successful attack on the deficit. 

Obviously, the only two realistic ways of 
reducing the deficit are by cutting spending and 
increasing taxes. Mr. Bush vowed ‘“‘no new taxes”’ 
and we believe he can at least technically stick to 
that promise by simply raising certain taxes that we 
already have. One that has been suggested lately, 
and suggested by us months ago, is a hike in the 
vasoline tax. Other possibilities that we would 
support even more strongly are increases in the 
taxes on tobacco products and alcoholic beverages. 
A one-percent national sales tax is another idea that 
deserves consideration. Nobody likes new taxes, but 
frankly, it is the price one must pay after the federal 
government has, for so many years, spent far more 
money than it has had to spend. 

The two largest categories of spending on the 
federal budget are defense and domestic programs; 
thus, it seems logical that those are the areas where 
the major culs must be made. 

While we support a strong defense, there is no 
doubt in our minds that there is great waste in the 
defense budget. We all know about the $200 
hammers and $400 toilet seats that have been 
‘purchased’ by the Pentagon. We also know that, 
when the Pentagon abandons a particular project, 
all of the brand new technical parts and equipment 
purchased for that project are simply thrown away. 
The examples mentioned probably do not amount to 
much, relative to the overall defense budget, but 
they indicate that far more expensive, unnecessary 
waste probably exists in other areas. 

We have written on several occasions our 
feelings about certain domestic programs, such as 
welfare, that need drastic overhauls. The great 
failure of our many give-away programs is that they 
encourage dependency and take away all incentive 
for persons to at least attempt to become productive 
citizens. Many of the programs designed to assist 
the poor actually promote more poverty. 

The closing of tax loopholes currently available 
to the extremely wealthy is still another suggestion 
to President-elect Bush and the members of 
Congress, although we fear most elected officials 
would be most hesitant to take such an initiative 
since re-election usually depends heavily on 
financial backing from the wealthy. 

“Again, we’re just not sure yét how big the 
problem of the deficit really is, and what the 
consequences will be if we just ignore it. But if the 
powers-that-be are convinced it must be tackled

Amid the extensive coverage of this year’s presidential 
election, let's not forget that November 8th provided many 
Marylanders with the opportunity to elect school board members. 
These school board races may not have received as much 
attention as the presidential race, but the outcome may have 
more of an effect on school age children than will the next 
President. This is because local school boards are the chief 
educational authority in the United States. 

The concept of lay control of schools is a uniquely American 
idea, originated by the Pilgrims in early New England 
settlements. The colonists sought direct control over the schools 
and the method of instruction. Out of this principle grew school 
boards, consisting of community lay persons and entrusted with 
the power of running the schools. The practice of lay control, 
through school boards, spread universally as our nation grew. 
Even as our population and governments expanded, school 
boards and their decentralized power structure enabled 
community members to exercise direct control over their school. 
Over 350 years later, Americans have retained and reinforced the 
colonial idea of keeping schools close to the people and the people 
close to the schools. 

Lay control of schools still exists in Maryland through the 
community composed school board. The county board of 
education — and in the case of Baltimore City the Board of School 
Commissioners — is the governing body, administering and 
managing the school’s broad fiscal, curriculum, and operational 
responsibilities. In the role of policy-maker for the school system, 
the board of education selects the school superintendent, 
establishes the school budget, bargains with employee unions, 
sets the curricula and courses of study, and determines such 
other items as the school calender 

And educations is a big enterprise in Maryland. Statewide, 
school boards manage 3 billion dollars in funding for 683,797 
students in 1,190 public schools with 73,715 employees. School 
board budgets range from $9.5 million dollars to $485.2 million 
dollars, and enrollments range from 2,334 students to 110,189 
pupils 

Local control also means that school boards assume a variety of 
structures, even within our State. All school board members must 
be residents of the county they serve. Members are either elected 
by the county residents or appointed. Appointments are made by 
the governor, except in Baltimore City where they 
are made by the Mayor. Ten counties in Maryland elect their 
school board members: Allegany, Carroll, Charles, Garrett, 
Howard, Kent, Montgomery, Prince George's, Somerset, and 
Washington. One of these, Prince George’s, elects their board 
members by subdistricts within the County. The other counties 
elect their board members on a county-wide basis. Some counties 
are subdivided into several school districts, and require the 
school board to be evenly composed of residents from each school 
district. The counties that divide their school board into districts 
and have district residency requirements are Garrett, 
Montgomery, Prince George's, Somerset, and Baltimore. County 
school boards have between five and nine members, who serve 
terms varying from four to six years. Eight counties have non- 
voting student members, and Anne Arundel has a voting student 
member on its board. Except for Charles and Somerset, all the 
county boards stagger the terms of their members. These 
procedural differences reflect county preferences, and further 
demonstrate the variety among school boards in Maryland 

Overshadowing the distinctions among Maryland's school 
boards, however, is the selfless commitment to our schools and to 
our children by all board members. School board members are all 
devoted to bettering our educational programs. Of course, honest 
differences of opinion exist on the best policies, and financial 
and practical constraints often reveal different priorities among 
board members. Naturally, our educational concerns and 
approaches have become more complex since colonial times 
Among the educational issues facing boards of education today 
are teacher and student performance, anti-drug measures, pass 
or play policies, curriculum requirements, programs for students 

at risk,’ mandatory school uniforms, special education 
assistance, dropout prevention programs, and opportunities for 
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But beneath the variety of programs and policies lies a 
fundamental duty shared by all boards, a duty on which our entire 
notion of government rests. Crystallized by Thomas Jefferson 
over 200 years ago, it is the central obligation of the people to 
produce an educated citizenry in order that self-government 
might work

As Rams Hammered By Knights, 31-0 


A Maryland football cham- 
pionship once again slipped 
through the fingers of Southern 
High School Coach Tom Woods 
and his team Saturday after- 
noon as the Rams were whipped 
by the Forestville Knights, 31-0, 
in the state Class AA semi-final 
game at Forestville 

It was the second consecutive 
season that the Rams posted a 
10-0 regular season record, plus 
a victory in the quarterfinals to 
include them among the final 
four top teams in the state 
Unlike last season's close loss in 
the semi-finals to Fairmont 
Heights, however, this year the 
Rams found themselves against 
a team that Coach Woods 
described — before and after 
the game — as the most 
talented football team ever fac- 
ed by Southern High School 

The Rams were not only out- 
sized by the Knights, but more 
importantly, they were also 
vastly out-numbered, as 
Forestville Coach Eric Knight 
had the luxury of substituting 
freely throughout the contest, 
while most of the Rams were on 
the field for nearly every play of

the continued freshness of the 
Forestville players throughout 
the fourth period took a major 
toll on the Rams and sealed the 
Knights’ victory. 

The Knights took the opening 
kickoff and methodically mar- 
ched 56 yards for a touchdown, 
scored by quarterback Marquis 
Harper on a 16-yard run down 
the sideline at the 7:15 mark of 
the first quarter. The kick for 
the extra point was no good, but 
a Ram offsides penalty put the 
ball at the one and one-half yard 
line and allowed Marlo Butler to 
crash through for a two-point 
conversion. 

The Rams were successful in 
moving the ball just as effec- 
tively on their first possession, 
as they began a drive on their 
own 31 and moved to the 
Forestville eight on 11 plays. 
Brent Sanders, who had already 
shattered the Southern High 
School single season rushing 
record the week before, had 
gains of 13 and 12 yards on the 
drive 

However, on a fourth-and- 
eight from the nine, Coach 
Woods decided to go for the 
touchdown rather than send 
John Milligan into the game for 
a field goai attempt.

The Southern defense was 
again unable to stop the 
Knights, as they moved 8 
yards on nine plays, including a 
17-yard touchdown run by 
Ernest Boyd. The kick for the 
extra point was*blocked, leav- 
ing the score at 14-0. 

Late in the fourth quarter, the 
Rams again moved quickly and 
successfully against the Knight 
defense, and were’ on the 


‘12-yard line before Gibson was 


again sacked back at the 21 
With 12 seconds remaining in 
the half, Gibson was chased out 
of the pocket and his pass was 
incomplete and the half ended. 

Southern’s reception of the 
ball to open the second half 
quickly turned into disaster, as 
Gibson fielded the ball at the 20 
and then passed across the field 
to Sanders. Sanders gained 
another 14 yards on the play, 
but fumbled the ball when he 
was tackled. Delshone Jones 
recovered for the Knights. 

Forestville moved the ball to 
the Southern one, but the Ram 
defense rose to the occasion and 
recorded a goal-line stand to 
take over possession. Gibson 
was shaken up on the third 
down play of the stand, 
however, and Marshall Pike 
was called upon to quarterback 
for the Rams. On second down, 
Pike was tackled in his own end 
zone by Corey Joyner and 
Eustice Jones, giving the 
Knights a safety with 6:53 re- 
maining in the third quarter.

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nell Vincent capped the drive 
with a two-yard run and Harry 
Robins’ conversion kick made it 
23-0 with 11:20 remaining in the 
game. 

The straw that really broke 
the Rams back came on the 
next play from scrimmage, 
when another Southern fumble 
was recovered by Eukali Mc- 
Cain on the Rams’ 26-yard line 
Anthony Mayo got the call on 
the next play and raced all 26 
yards for the final touchdown of 
the game. A pass from Harper 
to Donnell Vinson for the two- 
point conversion concluded the 
scoring with 10:36 remaining in 
the contest. 

Sanders led the Rams' 
rushing with 97 yards on 18 car- 
ries. 

“I really can’t fault anyone 
for this loss,"’ Coach Woods 
said. ‘‘I believe everyone of our 
kids played as hard as they 
could play. We just didn't ex- 
ecute well and our turnovers 
killed us, especially the one ear- 
ly in the fourth quarter. We 
were down only 164 at that 
point and still thought we had a 
chance. But I also give a lot of 
credit to Forestville’s talent 
and abilities, which no doubt 
forced some of our mistakes." 

Woods said that the Rams’ 
failure to score on their first 
drive was the first major set- 
back. 

“We could have sent John 
Milligan into the game and pro- 
bably scored the three points,” 
he said, ‘‘but Forestville had 
already scored a touchdown 
and we really felt strongly that 
we had to match them. If we 
had been able to score a 
touchdown on that drive, it 
would have established in our 
minds that we could score 
against them and would have 
really done a lot for our con- 
fidence. 

“On our drive right before 
halftime, we probably would 
have sent Milligan into the 
game, but we ran out of time,” 
he said. ‘‘We had hoped to still 
have time for one more play, 
but when Zack got flushed out of 
the pocket, it used up all of the 
time." 

Woods said that he could see 
his team begin to tire in the 
fourth quarter as the depth of 
Forestville allowed most of the 
Knights to conserve their 
energy throughout the game 

“We thought we stayed with 
them pretty well physically 
throughout the first three 
quarters,” he said. ‘But after 
they scored early in the quarter 
and then we immediately turn- 
ed the ball over, that ended it 
for us.” 

Woods also said that the Ram 
defense was on the field too 
long, noting that the Southern 
offense ran only three plays in 
the entire third quarter 

“Unfortunately, there can be 
only one happy team in the divi- 
sion when it's all over,’’ Woods 
said, ‘‘and the players whose 
teams were in the running for 
the championship tend to forget 
about all the good things that 
happened to get them to the 
playoffs. It takes a while to 
overcome a loss like this, but I 
am still really proud of our 
regular season ac- 
complishments over the past 
two years. It takes a lot of deter- 
mination and desire to be able 
to finish even one regular 
season undefeated.” 

Woods said it will be difficult 
for him to ‘give up" the many 
seniors on his team, many of 
whom have seen action for the 
Rams for four years 

“These kids have worked 
hard and paid their dues for 
four years,’ he said. ‘There 
will be a lot of new faces next 
vear" 

Woods noted the four-year 
performance of quarterback 
Zack Gibson, who started as a 
freshman for the Rams and 
guided them to an overall 
record of 36-8 

He also pointed out that Brent 


Sanders now holds the Western 
Maryland single-season rushing 
and all-purpose running 
records. He finished this season 
with 1,938 yards of rushing and 
2,540 all-purpose yards. 

“It will be a long timé before 
Brent’s records are broken,” 
Woods said, adding that 
Sanders’ record is even more 
impressive since he was sidelin- 
ed during the second half of 
many of the games after the 
Rams built a comfortable lead 
over their opponents 

When asked if he were glad 
that the season is finally over, 
Woods said, ‘‘You are relieved

Our bodies are a battleground 
for disease. Every day our 
immune system wages war 
against a barrage of viral and 
bacterial infections and other 
foreign invaders 

Although the immune system 
has the ability to recognize and 
fight off a vast range of 
diseases, in transplant cases it 
can do harm by attacking the 
cells of the newly transplanted 
organ. 

James M. Sheil, West Vir- 
ginia University assistant pro- 
fessor of microbiology and 
immunology, has been studying 
how these fighting cells, called 
killer T cells, distinguish be- 
tween a normal cell and a 
foreign cell, virus-infected cell 
or tumor cell. 

Dr. Sheil hopes his research 
will enable physicians to make 
more precise matches at the 
cellular level between donor 
organs and organ transplant 
recipients, improving the 
success rate for transplants.

Sheil recently reported his 
findings at a two-day cancer 
research seminar in New York 
City on “Pattern Recognition 

y T Cells,"’ sponsored by the 
Cancer Research Institute 

The immune response begins 
when a white blood cell, called a 
macrophage, encounters 
foreign or ‘‘non-self"’ 
bacterium or virus 

The macrophage engulfs the 
invader, digests it and then 
displays certain pieces of it, 
called antigens, on its surface 

These antigens are actually 
fragments of protein molecules 
which are able to stimulate 
various parts of the bodies’ 
immune system, enabling us to 
fight off various types of 
infections 

In order to be recognized as 
“‘non-self"’ by killer T cells, the 
antigens must be displayed on 
the cell surface in association 
with certain ‘‘self’’ marker 
proteins, called histocom- 
patibilty antigens 

Using mice, Sheil has been 
studying the biochemical 
structure of histocompatibility 
antigens to further define the 
properties that enable killer T 
cells to identify foreign 
organisms and invaders 

The killer T cells become 
activated during this process 
and are mobilized to fight off 
the infection or to attack the 
foreign donor organ 

“In a heart or kidney trans- 
plant, if the tssues aren't 
matched perfectly, the body's 
immune system will likely 
reject the new organ,” said 
Sheil. 

“A large part of that process 
can be attributed to killer T 
cells that don’t recognize the 
histocompatibility antigens on 
the cells of the donor organ and 
begin the process of ridding the 
body of this foreign object.” 

Today, physicians suppress 
the immune system to stop the 
rejection process in transplant 
cases. But this process isn't 
always successful and 
leave the transplant patient vul- 
nerable to infections and

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Fire Marshal 
Sets Policy On 
Christmas Trees 


Maryland State Fire Marshal 
Rocco J Gabriele has 
announced a statewide policy 
pertaining to the use of live, cut 
and artificial Christmas trees 
for public buildings 

Based upon safety standards 
prescribed by the National Fire 
Protection Association's Life 
Safety Code, the State Fire 
Marshal will not allow natural 
cut trees to be permitted in 
certain buildings or 
occupancies throughout Mary- 
land during the Christmas 
holiday period. These buildings 
and occupancies include places 
of public assembly, such as 
restaurants, theaters and 
churches; educational 
facilities; health care facilities, 
such as nursing homes and 
hospitals; and residential 
facilities, such as hotels, motels 
and dormitories 

Living trees in ‘‘balled”’ 
condition with roots protected 
by soil may be permitted in 
these facilities provided that 
they are maintained in a fresh 
condition and do not become 
extremely dry

occupanies be artificial trees 
which are identified by a manu- 
facturer as being ‘‘flame 
retardant"’ or ‘flame 
resistive.”’ 

Additionally, no Christmas 
trees will be allowed to obstruct 
exits or anyway be located in 
corridors, exit ways or means 
of egress. Also, only U.L. listed 
electrical lights and wiring will 
be allowed for use on Christmas 
trees. Electrical lights are 
prohibited on metal artificial 
trees due to potential fire 
and/or electric shock hazard. 
The Fire Marshal recommends 
that spotlights be used for the 
illumination of these metal-type 
trees 


Open flames from candles, 
lanterns or heating appliances 
shall not be located on or near 
Christmas trees of any type or 
similar combustible decoration. 

The State Fire Marshal's 
Office has issued these require- 
ments and guidelines for Christ- 
mas trees for public facilities so 
as to reduce the possibility of a 
fire incident from occurring 
during the holidays.

Aleohol. Tobacco 
Tax Revenues 
Remain Lower 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louts “L.~ Goldstein says the 
alcohol and tobacco tax revenue 
collected by his office continues 
to reflect national downward 
trends. ‘‘For the first three 
months of fiscal year 1988, our 
office collected $17,137,124 in 
alcohol and tobacco tax 
revenue, or 5.6 percent less than 
the $18,160,840 collected during 
the same period of the previous 
fiscal year,’’ Goldstein said 
“This trend also affects the 
revenue shared with the 23 
counties and Baltimore City.” 

Each of the four taxes shows 
declines, with distilled spirits 
tax revenue totalling $2.2 
million, off 3.9 percent; wine 
tax receipts amounting to 
$667 704, down 8.9 percent; beer 
tax collections totalling $1.8 
million, off nearly one percent; 
and cigarette tax revenue 
amounting to $12.4 million, off 
6.9 percent 

The comptroller noted that 
the distilled spirits, beer and 
cigarette taxes his office col- 
lected during the first quarter 
of fiscal year 1989 (July, August 
and September) will provide 
Baltimore City and the 23 
counties with $5,961,769 in 
shared revenue, 6.4 percent less 
than the amount they received 
for the same period last year 

The beer tax yielded 
$1,263,818 to the subdivisions, or 
3.7 percent less than the amount 
shared in the same quarter of 
fiscal year 1988. One-half of the 
nine cents per gallon beer tax is 
returned to the subdivisions, 
based on deliveries to 
retailers. Garrett County 
receive $8,771.42 

The distilled spirits tax pro 
vided $1,043,905 to the localities, 
or 14.5 percent less than during 
the corresponding quarter of 
last year. The local subdivisions 
receive one-third of the $1.50 
per gallon distilled spirits tax 
for each gallon of liquor 
delivered to retail licensees 
within their jurisdiction. Gar 
rett County will receive 
$7 824,72

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Deliquency Notices Mailed To 


83,000 American Farmers 


An estimated 83,000 Ameri- 
can farmers have been sent 
deliquency notices by the 
Farmers Home Administration 
for past-due loans that total $8.8 
billion, according to Joseph 
O'Neill, FmHA spokesman in 
Washington, D.C. O'Neill stated 
that this figure is approx- 
imately 36 percent of all the 
loans being handled by FmHA, 
with over half of the deliquent 
borrowers more than three 
years behind in their payments 

The Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration, a branch of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, is con- 
sidered to be the ‘‘lender of last 
resort’ to farmers who cannot 
obtain loans elsewhere. The 
approximate 200,000 American 
farmers who borrow from the 
agency tend to be the poorest of 
the nation’s 2.1 million farmers 

O'Neill reported that over 
6,000 notices were mailed to 
farmers in Texas; 5,000 
Mississippi farmers received 
notices; 4,000 notices were re- 
ceived by farmers in 
Minnesota; and 3,000 Arkansas 
farmers were notified that they 
were delinquent, those four 
states being the highest 
recipients in the nation 

Maryland, in comparison, 
was much lower with 255 
farmers notified, according to 
William chief of 
Farmer Programs for Mary- 
land and Delaware. Delaware 
was extremely low, with only 56 
notices being mailed 
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Walmsley said that of the 255 
notices received by Maryland 
farmers, 158 of those are 
expected to be able to reconcile 
their problems by simple loan 
rescheduling; while the other 97 
are those who have terminated 
their operations, but still have 
balances on the book placing 
them in the “collection only”’ 
status. 

Local FmHA Administrator 
Tim Taylor says that a very low 
number of notices have been 
mailed in Garrett and Allegany 
counties, all to people who have 
ceased farming but still owe 
balances. Taylor said that, in 
fact, Garrett County has the 
lowest number of delinquencies 
in the state of Maryland. ‘Far 
Western Maryland is in pretty 
good shape,” he said. 

These deliquency notices, 
called ‘‘farm_ borrower 
servicing options letters,"’ do 
just that — inform the farmer 
what his options are. The 
notices contain forms on which 
farmers can apply for refi- 
nancing, lower interest rates or 
other relief. Other forms, which 
may not apply to all borrowers, 
include a balance sheet, credit 
references, and agreement 
forms stating that the farmer 
will comply with the sod- 
buster/swampbuster provisions 
of the Food and Security Act of 
1985, and that he understands 
the ‘‘right-of-privacy act.”

These deliquent loans have 
been virtually ‘‘on hold” for the 
last three years, since a 1985 
injunction — Coleman versus 
Block. Coleman, a North 
Dakota farmer, charged FmHA 
for foreclosing without giving 
proper notification, and the 
court ruled in his favor. As a 
result, Congress ordered FMHA 
to revise its lending practices in 
the Agricultural Credit Act of 
1987. 

One of the most important 
parts of the 1987 law is the debt 
write-down, or forgiveness 
provision. It allows FmHA to 
reduce a farmer's delinquent 
debt to the recovery value of the 
collateral, which is usually land 
or farm equipment, depending 
on cash flow and other factors 

Under the new law, FmHA 
must restucture a farmer's loan 
if a mediator determines that it 
would be cheaper to give the 
farmer relief than to go through 
foreclosure proceedings. For a 
farmer to obtain relief, he must 
show that his failure to make 
loan payments was because of 
circumstances beyond his con- 
trol. 

“Those circumstances might 
include a lot of things,”’ said 
O'Neill, ‘‘a drop in land prices, 
illness or death in the family, 
even low commodity prices 
Mismanagement is not one, 
though,” he said 

O'Neill stressed the impor- 
tance of farmers sending in 
replies. ‘If we don't hear from 
them in 45 days, saying, ‘Yes, I 
want to be reconsidered,’ they 
are leaving themselves open to 
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Bernice Kepple, Farm Editor 
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ing it out — are greater if they 
answer,”’ he added. ‘These 
deliquency notices are our 
effort to comply with the law 
and keep as many farmers in 
business as we can." 


Acreage Reduction 
Ils 10% For Corn, 


Sorghum, Barley 


The acreage reduction 
requirement for 1989 corn, 
sorghum and barley is 10 per- 
cent, one-half of the amount for 
this year’s feed grain crops, 
according to the Garrett County 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service, a five 
percent reduction is in effect for 
1989 oats, the same as in 1988. 

William DeWitt, chairperson 
of the service, says local 
farmers enrolled in the 1989 
feed grain program will be 
eligible for target price pro- 
tection at $2.84 per bushel for 
corn, and $1.50 for oats 

Feed grain producers who 
meet the acreage reduction 
requirements will also be 
eligible for price support loans 
at the national average prices 
per bushel of $1.65 for corn, and 
$.85 for oats. 

DeWitt says the 1989 program 
does not contain land diversion 
or marketing loan provisions.

Corn Harvest 
Nears Completion 


During the week ending 
November 21, the 1988 corn har- 
vest continued to progress and 
was nearing completion by the 
week's end. Topsoil moisture 
averaged 20 percent surplus, 75 
percent adequate and five per- 
cent short, according to the 
Maryland Agriculture Statistics 
Service. Subsoil moisture was 
80 percent adequate and 20 per- 
cent short. There was an 
average of 4.6 days suitable for 
field work during the week. 
Pastures were in good condition 
in 80 percent of the state and 20 
percent were in fair condition 
Currently, hay supplies were 
adequate in 85 percent of the 
state. Ten percent of the state 
was short of hay 

Corn for grain had been har- 
vested on 97 percent of the acre- 
age. This progress is equal to 
last year’s pace and to the 
average schedule. The soybean 
harvest was 85 percent 
completed by the end of the 
week. This harvest progress is 
equal to last year, but 10 per- 
cent ahead of the five-year 
average 

Small Grains were in good 
condition in all areas at week's 
end. Winter Wheat and rye 
seeding was 97 percent 
completed, slightly ahead of 
last year at this time and the 
five-year average. Farmers 
had seeded 97 percent of the 
barley, slightly ahead of last 
year's pace and the average.

Forage Conference 


Scheduled At Two 
Mad. 


With the corn and soybean 
harvest season winding down, 
it’s time for livestock farmers 
and commercial alfalfa 
producers to start sharpening 
their management skills for 
1989 

To that end, the Maryland- 
Delaware Forage Council has 
again scheduled identical one- 
day educational programs on 
two consecutive days in Mary- 
land fire halls east and west of 
the Chesapeake Bay. 

The first one is set for Dec. 7 
at Sudlersville (Queen Annes 
County); the second meeting 
follows on Dec. 8 at Urbana 
(Frederick County). 

Most of the speakers are Ex- 
tension specialists or agri- 
cultural research workers at 
land-grant colleges in the two 
states. Topics of special interest 
include 
Coping With the Drought by 
Maximizing Spring Forage 
Production; 

«Management Practices for the 
Production of Good Quality For- 
ages; 

«Interpreting Forage Test Anal- 
yses and Simple Ration Ba- 
lancing 

Two types of forage analysis 
will be explained by nonaca- 
demic speakers at the con- 
ference. Dr. Richard E. Card of 
Feagaville, a Frederick County 
dairy cattle veterinarian and 
nutritionist, will speak on wet 
chemistry forage analysis 
testing as done by Jefferson 
Laboratories at Jefferson, 
which he owns. 

Dr. James B. Reeves III of 
Hillmeade (Prince Georges 
County) will speak on the pros 
and cons of NIR, or near-infra- 
red radiation — a rapid method 
for determining the nutrient 
content of forage. Dr. Reeves is 
a research chemist for the 
ruminant nutrition laboratory 
at the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture’s Agricultural Research 
Center in Beltsville. 

Hay judging competition 
during the noon lunch break will 
be a new feature of this year's 
forage conference at both loca- 
tions, Contest supervisor is Dr. 
Lester R. Vough of Brookeville 
Knolls (Montgomery County), 
forage crop specialist at the 
University of Maryland for the 
Cooperative Extension Service. 
Both alfalfa and grass hay will 
be judged. 

Dr. Vough was elected last 
month as president of the 
Grazing Lands Forum, a con- 
sortium of independent national 
organizations interested in the 
impacts of grazing manage-

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WVU Professor And Students Study 


Food Production In Nigeria

Picture lush green 
blowing in scorching 
against a dramatic backdrop of 
heavy blue storm clouds 

Visualize this and you'll have 
some idea of the sights a seven 
member group of West Virginia 
University agriculture students 
and their professor experienced 
during a trip to Nigeria this past 
summer 

The purpose of the six-week 
excursion, funded by a WVU 
Foundation grant, was to study 
food production in the small 
African country, said assistant 
professor of resource manage- 
ment and trip coordinator 
Kerry Odell 

Nigeria is about the size of 
Texas but has more than 100 
million inhabitants, primarily 
farmers, he noted 

Adequate food production has 
become increasingly difficult in 
Nigeria because of overpopu- 
lation, lack of technology and 
climatic changes 

Unfortunately, there seems to 
be few, if any, solutions to the 
problem 

“In essence, the people of 
Nigeria are caught between a 
rock and a hard place 

“The country’s dense popu- 
lation requires that food pro- 
duction be high,”’ he explained 
‘However, they can't afford the 
technology to produce 
voluminous crops, nor can they 
afford to displace workers that 
would be laid off because of 
mechanization." 

The climate and seasons also

News From National Cattlemen's Association 

Eighteen months of hard work by the National Cattlemen's 
Association members, state cattlemen's association and breed 
associations has resulted in the repeal of the ‘heifer tax," an 
unfair tax burden that has cost the cattle industry as much as $250 
million 1987 and 1988. NCA President Dale Humphrey 
announced 

Repeal of the law was included in the 1988 technical tax 
corrections bill passed by Congress. It allows cattlemen to deduct 
the expenses of raising a replacement heifer, before she has a 
calf. Humphrey said that the heifer tax was an infringement on 
the use of cash accounting, which is vitally important to cow-calf 
producers 

The repeal, which takes effect January 1, 1989 
everyone in agriculture a clean slate to use cash according, and 
it removes a tax burden on cow-calf producers, which were hurt 
Humphrey said 
NCA members targeted repeal of the heifer tax as a top 

priority at our 1988 convention 
grassroots effort to convince Congress that this fallout of the 1986 
tax reform law must be corrected,’’ Humphrey said. ‘‘Election 
year politics allowed a tax package to be completed this year 
which will encourage cattle business decisions to be based on 
economics and not on tax laws, which was a goal of the 1986 tax

Humphrey said the 1986 law required producers to capitalize 
costs of raising a replacement breeding heifer instead of 
deducting expenses as incurred. Or, if producers elected to keep

Producers would have lost interest income, not to mention 
out-of-pocket expenses for tax expenditures during the 3-year 
preproductive period before the heifer dropped her first calf,”

producer elected to capitalize expenses or because of a slower

Accidental Oil 
Spill Reported 
In Oakland 


An accidental spill of approxi 
mately 350 gallons of fuel oil 
into the Little Youghiogheny 
River in Oakland will not 
present any health hazards 
according to the Maryland 
Department of the Environ- 
ment 

H.J. Moyer, supervisor of 
Oakland's Waste-Water Man- 
agement, said oil slicks were 
observed on the surface of the 
river on Saturday, and the leak 
was traced to a fuel oil tank ina 
building at the corner of Third 
and Alder Streets on Tuesday 

According to reports, the over 
500-gallon tank was filled 
December 1. When it was 
emptied on Tuesday, approxi 
mately 150 gallons remained in 
the tank. A distinct fuel odor 
was reported throughout the 
downtown area 

The oil reportedly 
from the tank into storm 
sewers, then ran into Wilson 
Creek and into the Little Yough- 
iogheny River behind the Oak-

McRobie offered a sizable 
reward to Bill for returning his wallet, but Bill 
refused to accept the money. ‘‘You shouldn’t be paid 
just for doing what's right’’ was his response.

Now that the quadrennial 
debacle that we call a 
presidential election is finished, 
maybe our elected representa- 
tives can begin addressing the 
problems we as a nation are 
facing. One of these problems, 
education, was discussed by Dr. 
Stephen Herman in his 
excellent column in ‘The 
Republican” recently. On a 
larger scale, Paul Kennedy in 
his book, ‘‘The Rise and Fall of 
the Great Powers,’ explains 
very clearly the challenges that 
confront the current world 
powers in their struggle to 
maintain or improve their 
economies. The premise of 
Kennedy's book is that long- 
term military strength is 
impossible without 
corresponding economic 
strength. Beginning with the 
Hapsburg dynasty in the early 
sixteenth century, he explains 
the rise and fall of all 
contenders for great power 
status. This is one of the best 
written, most informative 
books I have ever read. His 
treatment of past events is 
succinct and insightful. His one 
paragraph explanation of why 
the Japanese felt it necessary to 
attack the United States is a 
model of efficiency that many 
writers would do well to 
emulate. If you aren't 
interested in or don’t have time 
to read the _ historical 
background, you can skip the 
first three hundred and fifty 
pages and just read his 
assessment of the current 
balance of power and the trends 
which he feels will continue 
until the next century. If you 
have time to read just one book 
a year, I would recommend this 
one. 

On a lighter note, 
Edgerton’s new book, “The 
Floatplane Notebooks, is just 
as witty as his previous work. 
One section in particular where 
one of the characters falls down 
a well is hilarious.

Editor’s Note: On October 27, Anna Maria Rescott, of 
Baltimore, was arrested in Grantsville for the murders of her two 
sons in Cumberland. At her preliminary hearing, she pleaded not 
guilty by reason of insanity. Her trial is scheduled for February 15 
in Cumberland. 

The editor was calling with an urgent assignment. Police 
were holding a murder suspect at the Grantsville Holiday Inn. I 
grabbed my camera and was at the hotel within minutes 

The suspect was still in interrogation behind closed doors, 
and for two hours I could only wonder about a mother who 
reportedly killed her two children 

Finally, police finished questioning. As the door opened out 
into the adjacent hotel lobby, the suspect walked out 

I was told earlier that Anna Maria Rescott had blood on her 
clothing, but I was so overwhelmed by my impressions of her, I 
forgot to look for blood. 

Anna seemed to be the most timid woman on earth; not at all 
violent or hostile, I thought, definitely not homicidal. Perhaps 
that’s why the handcuffs seemed inconsistent with her drooping 
frame, her carriage of despair 

I was particularly struck by Anna's peculiar passivity or 
absence of will — something alarmingly aberrant about the way 
she followed, robot-like, the police guiding her; much like a 
spiritless animal being led by a chain. It was not difficult to 
believe she wanted someone to take charge for her, to think for 
her — to help her 

She also appeared bewildered or disoriented: What should I 
do now? Did you have anymore questions? Where should I go 
next? 

The questions seemed written on her haggard face as she 
glanced meekly — apologetically — at her police woman escort, 
like a toddler looking up to its mother for reassurance 

Another observation requires that I give some background 
about myself. Like all hearing impaired people fluent in sign 
language, I frequently derive communication nuance from a 
person's face when my severe hearing loss makes it difficult to 
catch every spoken word. That is, | am more dependent upon a 
speaker's eyes and face than the average person with normal 
hearing 

To me, Anna's eyes spoke volumes of extraordinary 
emotional pain. On television you find some of the most gifted 
actresses anywhere portraying the whole spectrum of emotions. 
Yet not one of them could convincingly mimic, in her face, the 
overwhelming surrender in Anna’s. In the moments I observed 
Anna, her suffering was palpable 

Still another surprise came after Anna entered the unmarked 
police car with the female officer. Although I couldn't hear their

PLEA BARGAINING 
During the recent debate over Maryland’s handgun 
legislation the issue of ‘plea bargains’’ was raised again and 
again in the context of leniency as an inappropriate judicial 
response to the enforcement of criminal law when the criminal is 
armed with a handgun. This was generated, perhaps, by a mis- 

understanding of the ‘plea bargain"’ concept 
Initially, plea bargaining is not a judicial function at all, but 
occurs between the State’s Attorney and defense lawyer. It 
consists of an agreement between counsel and the accused that 
where there is more than a single criminal charge involved the 
accused will plead guilty to less than all of the charges in return 
for a dismissal by the State of the remaining charges. For 
example, a police search of John Flue’s house reveals the 
presence of two ounces of marijuana. John is charged with 
possession of a controlled dangerous substance in sufficient 
quantity ” indicate an intent to etre me drug ane ene the 


substance. The more serious c ‘charge isa bene and would ates t 
John to a possible maximum sentence of five years’ incarceration 
and $15,000.00 fine; the penalty for the lesser offense is a 
maximum of one year’s incarceration and a fine of $1,000.00 
Because the quantity of marijuana discovered in the search is not 
so large as to require an inference of an intent to disbribute and 
certainly would not indicate that John is a major drug dealer, a 
plea agreement for John to plead guilty to the lesser charge may 
be appropriate, depending on the circumstances and John’s prior 
experience with the drug scene, if any. In any event, John is 
subject to an appropriate penalty for his violation of the law 
Even if there is only a single charge involved, it sometimes 
involves a recommendation to the judge of the length of sentence 
to be imposed. This agreement may be rejected by the judge to 
whom it is presented. The nature, extent and frequency of plea 
bargains is wholly within the discretion of the State's Attorneys 

Secondly, even though the concept of the plea bargaining is 
generally unpopular with the public, it is useful when reasonably 
applied. Full-scale, formal trial of criminal cases is costly and 
time consuming. For instance, in Baltimore City nearly 16,000 
criminal cases were filed last year in Circuit Court. Only 1100 
were actually tried, however. To have provided full trial for all 
the criminal cases in Baltimore City would have required adding 
more than 100 judges and courtrooms to the city bench which now 
has twenty-three judges. It is difficult to estimate the additional 
cost which would be involved. Plea bargaining in Baltimore City 
and in all urban areas is essential to the viability of the system of 
criminal justice 

Even in Garrett County, where the pressure of a criminal 
case filing is far less intense than in Baltimore City, formal, full- 
scale trial of every case would be very expensive. About 100 
criminal cases are filed annually in the Circuit Court here in 
Garrett County, of which approximately 25 are actually tried 
This is nearly three times the number of trials-to-plea dispositions 
as occur in the City. Nonetheless, full trial of all the criminal 
cases here would require the addition of another Circuit judge, 
courtroom and staff and the addition of several additional 
prosecutors and staff 

Judges are free to impose appropriate sentences in most of 
the plea bargained cases which are presented to them. Only 
occasionally is the plea bargain of such nature that the accused 
should be punished more severely than the available statutorially 
mandated sé srovidee Thue the utility of olea hargains 
outweighs the imprepriaty inherent in the public's perception of 

“copping a plea,” and although plea bargaining smacks of 

favoritism or prosecutorial sloth or undue leniency, our system of 
criminal justice would founder without the availability of plea 
bargaining as a tool for prosecutors to use wisely

Nelson explained that the 
DNR prepared a proposal for 
the Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission (FERC) which 
was approved by both the coun- 
ty and Penelec. However, 
FERC turned down the pro- 
posal. Nelson noted that the 
reason FERC is still resisting is 
that they had two sites for addi- 
tional access to the lake, and 
the DNR had problems with 


ho hn iis 
both. 

Nelson noted that the DNR 
signed an agreement with 
Penelec in 1980 that included 
both sites, but later decided 
they were not at a good location. 
Penelec then asked the DNR to 
submit a plan of where to use 
the money. The plan was sub- 
mitted, and was rejected by 
FERC 

Commissioner John Braskey 
noted that it is “irritating” to 
have the decision made by so- 
meone who probably has never 
been to Deep Creek Lake or to 
Garrett County.

Dr. Lillian Mitchell, dean of 
instruction and student services 
at Garrett Community College, 
highlighted the recent 
developments at the college. 

Mitchell noted that the cur- 
rent enrollment is 635, 
representing a 35 percent in- 
crease.

2 cups vanilla wafers, finely crushed 
1 cup ground toasted almonds 
'» cup butter, melted

Crust: In large bowl, combine vanilla wafer 
crumbs, almonds, butter and sugar, mix well.

Cake: Melt over hot (not boiling) water, milk 
hocolate morsels, stir until smooth. Set aside. Pour 
milk into small saucepan, sprinkle gelatin on top.

Heat oven to 350°F. Lightly spoon flour into 
measuring cup, level off.

Press remaining 
mixture in bottom of ungreased 13x9-inch pan. Bake 
at 350°F. for 15 to 20 minutes or until golden brown 
Cool completely. In small saucepan, sprinkle gelatin 
over water, let stand 1 minute. Over low heat, cook 
mixture until gelatin is dissolved, stirring 
constantly, set aside. In large bowl, beat cream 
cheese until fluffy. Gradually beat in sweetened 
condensed milk until smooth. Stir in lemon juice, 
lemon peel, vanilla and gelatin mixture.

1/8 teaspoon salt 
1 cup dairy sour cream 
Filling and Topping 
1's cups firmly packed brown sugar

Heat oven to 350°F. Grease and lightly flour

powder, baking soda and salt. Add flour mixture and 
sour cream alternately to sugar mixture, beginning 
and ending with flour mixture.

Spread half of batter in prepared pan, sprinkle with 
half of the brown sugar mixture. Repeat with 
remaining batter and brown sugar mixture. Bake at 
350°F. for 35 to 40 minutes or until toothpick inserted 
in center comes out clean. Cool upright in pan 15 
minutes. Invert onto large plate or cookie sheet, then 
invert again onto serving plate.

CHOCOLATE HAZELNUT TRUFFLE LOG 

One 6-ounce package (1 cup) semi-sweet chocolate 
morsels 

‘4 cup butter, softened 
2 egg yolks 
2 tablespoons heavy cream 
2 tablespoons hazelnut flavored liqueur 
'» cup chopped toasted hazelnuts 

Melt over hot (not boiling) water, semi-sweet 
chocolate morsels, stir until smooth. Remove from 
heat but keep over hot water. Add butter, egg yolks 
and heavy cream, beat with wire whisk or fork until 
smooth. Stir in hazelnut flavored liqueur. Transfer 
to small bowl. Set bowl over larger bow! filled with 
ice cubes. Chill, stirring occasionally, until fudgelike 
in consistency yet smooth and creamy (about 30 
minutes). Shape into 8-inch log. Roll in hazelnuts. 
Wrap in waxed paper, chill until ready to serve. 


CHOCOLATE BAVARIAN CREAM 
1 12-ounce package (2 cups) semi-sweet chocolate 
morsels 

'y cup milk 
1 envelope unflavored gelatin 
1 tablespoon water 
2 eggs, separated 
2 tablespoons brandy (optional) 
1/8 teaspoon salt 
4, cup sugar, divided 
2 cups heavy cream, divided 

Line 1‘2-quart bowl with plastic wrap, set aside. 
In small heavy gauge saucepan, combine semi- 
sweet chocolate morsels and milk. Stir over low heat 
until morsels are melted and mixture is smooth. 
Remove from heat. In cup, sprinkle gelatin over 
water, set aside 5 minutes. In 1e-quart bowl, beat 
egg yolks.

Dr. P. Daniel Miller 
ber of the Garrett Medical 
Oakland, has been re- 
certified as a diplomate of the 
American Board of Family 
Practice (ABFP) as a result of 
passing a re-certification 
examination offered by the 
ABFP. The physician thus 
maintains a specialist status in 
the medical specialty of family 
practice. 

ABFP diplomates must con- 
tinue to show proof of com- 
petence in the field of compre- 
hensive, continuing care of the 
family by being re-certified 
every six years. The family 
practice specialty was the first 
to require diplomates to be re- 
certified on a continuing basis 

The written examination is 
designed to prove the 
candidate's continuing com- 
petence in the basic com- 
ponents of family practice 
internal medicine, surgery, 
obstetrics and gynecology pedi- 
atics, psychiatry and 
neurology, and community 
medicine. 

To qualify for certification 
initially, a physician must have 
successfully completed three 
years of residency training in 
family practice and passed an 
intensive certification exami- 
nation. There are some 380 
residencey training programs

in teaching hospitals 
university medical 
across the United States 

Nearly 37,000 family 
physicians have now been 
certified in the specialty. Most 
are members of the American 
Academy of Family Phy 
sicians, the national association 
of family doctors. The Academy 
was the first national medical 
group to require members to 
take continuing study, and was 
chiefly responsible for securing 
specialty status for family 
practice

The Maryland State Police 
K-9 Unit is getting ready to un- 
leash the “Twelve Dogs of 
Christmas” on Maryland high- 
ways as part of the statewide 
drunk and drugged driving holi- 
day enforcement effort. These 
specially trained dogs will 
patrol the interstate highway 
system and will assist troopers 
on traffic stops whenever drug 
use or drug trafficking is sus- 
pected.

These canines are being

Governor William Donald 
Schaefer has announced the 
availability of $1 million in 
loans through the State Action 
Loans to Targeted Areas 
(SALT) program This 
program, enacted by the legis- 
lature in the 1988 session, was 
designed to promote the 
revitalization of traditional 
downtown and main street 
areas. 

Governor Schaefer com- 
mented, ‘‘Maryland has 
many older commercial areas 
which can be made attractive 
for commercial reinvestment. 
This program seeks to promote 
state, local and private partner- 
ships to achieve revitalization 
goals 1% 

The SALT program is a key 
community development 
initiative of the governor, 
according to Jacqueline 
Rogers, Secretary of Housing 
and Community Development 
(DHCD), the agency designated 
to administer the program. 

She added, “The legislature 
has given us a tool to help 
finance revitalization in those 
communities that have not 
benefited from economic 
growth that has occurred in 


other parts of the state. This 
program is unique in that it pro- 
vides matching loan assistance 
for mixed commercial and 
residential projects which 
otherwise would not be 
feasible.” 

The SALT program requires 
that local government make a 
contribution in support of these 
projects either through direct 
financial participation, by 
making related public improve- 
ments, or through other means 
of support. In order to encour- 
age projects in smaller com- 
munities, a minimum of 20 per- 
cent of the funds have been 
reserved for towns of under 
10,000 persons.

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DHMH Reports 
First Case Of 
Type-A Influenza 


he cold and flu season is just 
around the corner and as 
evidence, the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene (DHMH) has 
announced the first confirmed 
case of Type-A influenza in the 
State 

A throat culture obtained 
November 7 from a 27-year-old 
Montgomery County man 
complaining of fever, sore 
throat and malaise tested 
positive for Type-A flu at the 
federal Centers for Disease 
Control (CDC) in Atlanta 

Influenza is an acute viral ill- 
ness of the respiratory tract 
that is also characterized by 
headache, cough and muscle 
ache 

“There are no outbreaks in 
the state as of yet,"’ said Sam 
Shekar, M.D., a CDC health 
officer based at DHMH, “but 
this first case means influenza 
season is approaching!"’ 

Dr. Shekar urges Mary- 
landers, especially the elderly 
and those with underlying 
health problems such as 
chronic lung and heart disease, 
to visit their physician to be 
vaccinated against the Type-A 


flu 

It is vitally important for the 
elderly and people with chronic 
lung and heart diseases to 
protect themselves with the 
vaccine because influenza has 
the potential to cause 
pneumonia or even death in 
those people,”’ said Dr. Shekar 

For those Marylanders who 
may already have the flu, Dr 
Shekar recommends a visit to 
their physician, who may 
prescribe the anti-viral agent 
Amantadine which can reduce 
some of the more significant 
effects of Type-A influenza. 


Additionally, aspirin or 
aspirin-containing products 
should not be used to treat 
individuals below 18 years of 
age with influenza. The use of 
such products in that age group 
can cause Reye's Syndrome 
which often results in severe 
brain damage or death.

numbers of individuals. All 
results are submitted to the 
National Audubon Society, 
which supervises the event and 
publishes all counts in its 
journal, ‘American Birds.” 

The Oakland area count will 
be one of 1,500 similar counts in 
the United States, Canada, 
Central and South America, the 
Caribbean and the Pacific 
Islands. This will be the 89th 
count since the original count 
was taken in 1900. Last year, 
41,920 participants counted 
193.4 million individual birds. 
Freeport, Texas, held the prize 
for highest number of species 
(215), while Prudhoe Bay, 
A aska, came in last with only 
one specie, the raven. 

People are needed to bird in 
the field, as well as to count at 
feeders. A $5.00 fee is required

Dr. Thompson To 
Spearhead Needs 
Survey At GCC 


Dr. Ken Thompson, interim 
director of Institutional 
Research at Garrett Com- 
munity College, has recently 
launched a Community Needs 
Assessment Survey to deter- 
mine how well the college is ser- 
ving the educational needs of 
residents in this area, and what 
changes or improvements need 
to be made. 

Results of the survey will pro- 
vide the basis for the strategic 
planning effort that will 
ultimately result in a long range 
plan for the college. 

According to Thompson, 
there are three components to 
the survey being conducted: a 
random telephone survey of 
about 500 residents conducted 
by student volunteers; a survey 
of all high school seniors in Gar- 
rett County and nearby West 
Virginia counties; and a mailed 
survey to a sampling of com- 
munity leaders. 

Questions being asked are 
designed to elicit responses 
about the college concerning its 
perceived strong and weak 
points, kinds of courses that 
should be offered, different 
time frames for these courses,

Increase In Income Standards For 


Prescription Drug Assistance Noted 


The Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 
(DHMH) has announced an 
across-the-board increase of 
approximately $300 in 
maximum income standards 
for the Maryland Pharmacy 
Assistance Program, enabling 
more people to take advantage 
of the program. 

If a single person has a gross 
annual income of $6,700 or less, 
assets less than $3,750, and is 
not receiving Medical 
Assistance (Medicaid), that 
person may be eligible to obtain 
prescription drugs and certain 
other covered prescription 
items at a cost of one dollar, 
with the state paying the

For each additional eligible 
person in the family, the income 
limit increases by approxi- 
mately $600, and the assets 
limit increases by $150

Bay State Farmers Exultant About 
Animal Rights Referendum Defeat 


Editor's Note: The following 
article is reprinted, with 
permission, from the November 
14 issue of “Farm Bureau 
News.”" 

Massachusetts farmers 
savored a sweet victory in the 
November election, following 
defeat of the animal rights 
referendum by a resounding 
71-29 percent margin. 

“We're very happy and re- 
lieved,’’ said Jay Slattery, 
administrator of the Massa- 
chusetts Farm Bureau Feder- 


ation. The state Farm Bureau 
spearheaded the campaign 
referendum that 
would have placed major 
restrictions on animal produc- 
tion and slaughtering practices 
within the state and would 
likely have served as a model 
for animal rights legislation in 
many other states 

The vote margin provided 
farmers in the Bay State with a 
double win, according to 
Slattery. ‘‘Because the pro- 
ponents failed to receive a 30

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percent ‘yes’ vote, the measure 
cannot come back on the ballot 
for another six years,’’ he said 

Slattery said the financial and 
moral support of farmers 
nationwide helped defeat the 
ballot question. Nearly $1 mil- 
lion was spent to defeat the 
measure. The American Farm 
Bureau and several state Farm 
Bureaus contributed to the 
campaign. 

The coalition put together by 
the Massachusetts Farm 
Bureau, called ‘‘Save the 
Family Farm," received edi- 
torial support from all the 
Sstate’s major newspapers, 
radio and television stations. In 
addition, the coalition launched 
a major advertising campaign 
in major newspapers and on 
radio and television during the 
week before the election 

Slattery credited the efforts 
of local farmers who passed out 
literature at Boston's com- 
muter stops and major business 
centers as critical in helping to 
turn the tide. ‘‘When the 
citizens and the media realized 
that the referendum deeply con- 
cerned the state’s farmers, it 
helped to re-enforce the ‘save 
the family farm’ message 
When the voters were asked to 
make a choice, they showed 
their concern over the potential 
loss of farmers and farmland,” 
Slattery added. Only one-tenth 
of one percent of the state's 
residents live on farms. 

“In the final outcome, it very 
definitely came down to a credi- 
bility issue between the animal 
rights proponents and the 
state’s farmers and we won,” 
Slattery said

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Africanized Bees 
Continue Their 
Flight To U.S. 


The Entomological barriers 
erected in Mexico to stop the 
advance of the ‘“‘Africanized”’ 
bees aren't working. Asa result 
the U.S. must start planning 
strategies to cope with the un- 
wanted pests once they arrive 
in this country, according to 
Don Rawlins, director of the 
American Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation’s natural and environ- 
mental resources division. 

“The bees are moving 
through the barriers intended to 
stop their spread through 
Mexico and into the United 
States,”’ said Rawlins. ‘At this 
time, we must assume the bees 
will arrive here sometime in 
1989. 

We must develop strategies 
to handle the bees once they 
reach our border. This includes 
re-queening contaminated 
hives, breeding to dilute the un- 
wanted characteristics of the 
Africanized bee, and controlling 
the spread of the Africanized 
species within the United 
States,”’ he added. 

The American Farm Bureau 
Research Foundation has 
helped fund research underway 
at the University of Kansas 
aimed at providing a quick 
classification of queen bees to

determine whether there has 
béen a contamination of the 
breeding stock. The university 
is also studying the flight and 
mating patterns of Africanized 
bees as part of the control 
strategy. 

According to Dr. Orley Taylor 
of the University of Kansas, the 
current strain of Africanized 
bees is not developing any of the 
‘“‘Europeanized”’ traits, despite 
encounters with large numbers 
of European honey bees. Right 
now, said Taylor, ‘‘These bees 
are going to reach us essentially 
unchanged.” 

It is thought the Africanized 
bees are much more aggressive 
in their flight and mating prac- 
tices, overwhelming ‘the Tnore 
docile European strain. iney 
abandon their hives much more 
readily and are more easily pro- 
voked, making handling much 
more difficult. 

Rawlins said separate USDA 
studies underway in Mexico will 
help to distinguish the swarm- 
ing practices of European bees 
from the Africanized strain, 
which could ultimately provide 
clues to the dominance of the 
unwanted pests.

evaluate three different soil 
sites for their characteristics 
and limiting factors. The soil 
profile is examined to determ- 
ine texture, color, permeability, 
depth, erosion, drainage, and 
slope.

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A Chestnut Tree Thrives 


For Garrett County Family 


by Bernice Kepple 

At the turn of the 20th 
Century, the American chestnut 
tree was an integral part of the 
heritage of the eastern United 
States. Chestnut wood was a 
part of almost everyone's life 
from the time they were rocked 
in chestnut cradles until they 
were buried in chestnut coffins. 

The destruction of the Ameri- 
can chestnut — the greatest 
natural disaster in the annals of 
forest biology — is thought to 
have begun in 1904, when a 
chestnut bark disease was 
found in the Bronx Zoological 
Park in New York City. 

The tragedy of the chestnut 
blight has become a distant 
piece of history. The stumps of 
the fallen trees continue to send 
up sprouts, which are sub- 
sequently infected with fungus 
and die before reaching 
maturity. The towering chest- 
nut has been reduced to a sickly 
shrub by a microscopic 
parasite. 

With the passing of time, 
fewer and fewer people can 
remember the chestnut tree. 
But one local family, that of 
Larry and Janet Tichnell on 
Route 560 south of Oakland, has 
become fascinated with the 
growth and production of their 
own American chestnut tree. 

Janet, who remembers pick- 
ing chestnuts, hickory nuts, 
walnuts and grapes each year 
as a child on her home place, 
Nice’s Knob in Salt Lick, near 
Rowlesburg, W.Va., brought 
some chestnuts home from the 
farm in the fall of 1967. She kept 
the nuts (three or four of them) 
sealed in an empty canning jar 
that winter and they sprouted. 
That spring, she planted the 
three sprouts in the same hole, 
put the jar on top, and marked 
the site. One year later the tree

finally broke through the 
ground and grew, reaching the 
height of one-or-one-and-a-half 
feet 

The tree stayed at that stage 
of growth until 1972, when the 
Tichnell's five-year-old son, 
Mike, while playing in the yard, 
began to beat on the little tree 
with one of his toys. ‘'I hollered 
at him to stop. I thought he was 
going to kill it,’’ Janet remem- 
bers, but adds she later found 
out that just such a stress is 
sometimes necessary before 
true growth will begin 

And after that, the tree did 
begin to grow. About five or six 
years later, the seedling was 
moved with the tractor high-lift 
bucket to a safer spot in the 
family’s yard. Then, it really 
took off and grew, although 
very slowly, and at the age of 
20, the small tree started to pro- 
duce chestnuts 

This year the tree produced 
its largest crop, about half a 
peck of nuts. This year’s chest- 
nuts were smaller, though, and 
the Tichnells think that was 
probably the 
drought. Janet says that be- 
sides the nuts they collected, 
some dropped to the ground and 
the family intends to keep 
checking the area to see if they 
will sprout and grow. Janet has 
also placed a few nuts for seed 
in a jar and plans to plant them 
in the spring. ‘This has become 
a real challenge for our family 
— to learn more about this tree 
and the chestnut blight — and to 
see if we can do anything to pre- 
vent our tree from getting it,” 
she said. ‘‘We keep wondering 
will it survive and how well will 
it do?” 

In a report by William F 
MacDonald and Dale F. Hindal, 
of the West Virginia Agri- 
cultural and Forestry Experi- 
ment Station, they say that the 
disease is caused by the fungus 
Endothia parasitica. This 
fungus besieged the species so 
rapidly that in less than 50 
years, more than 80 percent of 
the American chestnuts in east- 
ern North America were dead 
or dying 

Early scientists were 
frustrated as they saw the 
American chestnut die. West 
Virginia botanist, A.B. Brooks, 
wrote in 1915: “Thousands of 
pages have been written on 
every phase of the subject 
Large appropriations of money 
have been made and expended 
to stop the advance of infection, 
but at the present time it is pro- 
ceeding at its former rate, 
undisturbed and unchecked into 
our most valuable chestnut 
forests in West Virginia.” 

Only 10 years had passed 
since the discovery of the 
disease, and already it was 
obvious that little could be done 
to slow the progress of the kill- 
ing fungus. Experiences in New

Congress Approves Repeal of Heifer and Diesel Taxes 

Congress passed the tax bill repealing the preproductive 
heifer tax and ended the collection of taxes on diesel fuel used in 
farming and other off-road uses. Beginning in 1989 farmers will 
once again be able to deduct the expenses for raising the heifer in 
the year the costs are incurred, without losing accelerated 
depreciation on their farm assets. 

The repeal of the diesel tax will again (1989) allow farmers to 
purchase diesel fuel for farm uses without paying the 15 cents per 
gallon highway use tax. You will have to file for refund of the 
diesel taxes collected in 1988.

Toys, Holiday 
Safety Tips 


“Tis the season to be jolly,” 
but the Maryland Department 
of Health and Mental Hygiene 
(DHMH) reminds that the 
holiday season should be safe as 
well. Last year 117,000 people 
nationwide suffered injuries 
related to toys. Skateboards 
alone were responsible for 
91,000 additional injuries 

“There are some very 
important things to keep in 
mind when buying toys for 
children,”’ said David L. Resh, 
director of the DHMH Office of 
Food Protection and Consumer 
Health Services. ‘These guide- 
lines will help ensure a safe and 
happy holiday for everyone.”’ 


1. Follow the manufacturers’ 
age recommendations as 
labeled on the toys. Instruct 
older children to store certain 


toys (chemistry sets, 
electrically operated toys) 
away from younger brothers 
and sisters 


2. Before buying, make sure 
toys don’t have sharp parts and 
edges or small pieces that could 
be inhaled or swallowed 

3. Children should be super- 
vised and taught the correct 
way to use and play with toys 

4. Children can play rough 
make sure toys are made of 
durable materials. It is very 
important to emphasize to 
children that they should never 
shoot or throw objects at any- 
one’s eyes

DNR Receives Public Comment On 
Issues Relating To Lake Management 


A public meeting was held 
Saturday morning at Garrett 
Community College by the 
Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources to receive 
comments on several issues 
relating to the management of 
Deep Creek Lake 

Topics included the recrea- 
tional carrying capacity study 
for the lake, public access 
enhancement plans, and fee in- 
creases which were proposed in 
June of this year. 

The Department is currently 
preparing plans to be submitted 
to the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission 
(FERC) by Penelec to address 
the recreational aspects of 
Penelec’s license requirements 
with FERC.

Comment was accepted on

Reciprocity Agreement Is Reached 
Between West Virginia And GCC 


A new reciprocity agreement 
between Garrett Community 
College and the West Virginia 
Board of Regents was an- 
nounced today by Dr. Stephen 
Herman, GCC president. In 
accordance with this agree- 
ment, West Virginia residents 
may attend Garrett Community 
College in any of GCC’s occu- 
pational programs and pay

The agreement was recently

Loan For Garrett

Governor William Donald 
Schaefer has announced Board 
of Public Works approval of a 
$108,000 loan to the Garrett 
County Board of Com- 
missioners for the expansion of 
the Garrett Mine Service 

Chaired by Governor 
Schaefer, the Board of Public 
Works also is comprised of 
Comptroller Louis L. Goldstein 
and Treasurer’ Lucille 
Maurer.The board is authorized 
by the General Assembly to 
approve major construction 
and consultant contracts, equip- 
ment purchases, property 
transactions and other procure- 
ment actions 

‘‘Western Maryland has seen 
a great deal of hardship in 
terms of economic growth in 
recent years. It is great to know 
that, despite their struggle, a 
company in that area has grown 
so rapidly that now they are in 
need of larger space and the 
state is able to help make that 
expansion possible,"’ stated 
Governor Schaefer 

The Garrett County Board of 
Commissioners is receiving the 
loan to permit Garrett Mine 
Service to acquire land, con- 
struct a building and purchase 
equipment in the Southern Gar- 
rett Industrial Park which has 
been designated by the state as 
an enterprise zone. The loan is 
being made available by the 
Maryland Department of 
Economic and Employment 
Development (DEED) through 
its Maryland Industrial and 
Commercial Redevelopment 
Fund (MICRF ) 

The five-year-old Garrett 
Mine Service provides manu- 
facturing and supply services to 
coal mining and industrial 
firms in Western Maryland, 
north central West Virginia and 
southwestern Pennsylvania 
With the MICRF loan, the 
company will build an 
8,000-square-foot industrial 
facilty in the Oakland area 
enabling them to create six new 
jobs and retain 10 
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dations yet, but are waiting un- 
til the public comment period is 
over 

Several persons commented 
that they feel it would be better 
if the lake left 
unregulated. One lake property 
owner noted, ‘'I think the lake is 
better left alone.

Several concerns were also 
expressed about a proposal to 
require a Deep Creek Lake 
Operator's license for every 
power boat operator. One per- 
son noted that, while he was in 
favor of a boating license re- 
quirement, he felt it should be 
state-wide rather than just in 
Garrett County 

Another comment was, ‘I 
feel the recommendation is an 
ideal, but it would be very im- 
practical to implement in this 
area. I would like to see an ex- 
pansion of the boater satety pro- 
gram.” 

Written or phone-in com- 
ments on the proposals will be 
accepted at the Deep Creek 
Lake Management Office until 
Saturday, December 17. DNR 
staff members will meet next 
week to study the comments 
and develop a plan of action to 
submit to FERC

A special election will be held 
for residents of Third Street

Residents of Third Street 
south are being asked to vote in 
the referendum election to 
annex the southern portion of 
Third Street. Registered voters 
located in Districts 14 and 7 are 
also able to vote in the election 

Oakland Mayor Asa McCain 
explained that if annexation of 
Third Street south occurs, the 
residents will enjoy the benefits 
of residency within the city 

‘Some of the benefits include 
more personal police protection 
with more regular patrols, road 
maintenance and snow removal 
by the city, bulk trash removal 
every Friday as well as weekly 
trash service,’’ said McCain 

“Other benefits will include 
the city paying for street light 
service, being able to deduct 
real estate tax from itemized 
income tax records, and a voice 
in and taking part in town 
politics,’’ McCain explained 

Residents already served by 
town water will receive lower 
water rates, based on a charge 
of $3.00 per thousand gallons 
used rather than $5.50 per 
thousand gallons. Property 
within a hundred feet of the 
sewer system line but not 
currently hooked up will be 
charged $300 rather than the 
$550 charged to residents 
outside city limits 

Protection from the town 
zoning ordinance will also go 
into effect. McCain explained 
that the ordinance regulates the 
types of houses or businesses 
that may or may not be built 

“I think that it will be a close 
election, but I think that it will 
pass,"’ McCain said. ‘‘There are 
about 67 voters, and about 61 
parcels of land that would be 
affected by the annexation. If 
every person registered to vote 
does come out and vote, it will 
definitely pass.”’

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U.S., Soviet Whitewater Athletes Train Together In Russia 


Endicott Believes Soviets 
Will Participate In '89 Worlds

The summer of 1989 may 
mark the appearance of 
Russian athletes in Western 
Maryland for the World White- 
water Canoe and Kayak Cham- 
pionships.

Union between the Black and 
the Caspian seas 

After riding for six hours ona 
bus from Tbilisi to Shovi, the 
group arrived around midnight 
to find that the Russians had 
prepared a banquet for the 
athletes, and the 
Russian Delegation 

Nikolai Korotkov, the head of 
the Russian Delegation 
welcomed the American 
visitors, no stranger to 
Endicott 

“As it turned out, Korotkov 
had participated in the 1971 
World Championships. We had 
been in a C2 (a canoe for two 
people) together and he 
remembered me. I didn’t 
remember him, but I had also 
pulled him out of the water at 
one point during the training 
camp," Endicott said. ‘The 
speech he gave about the two of 
us working 1971 
started the camp off on a good, 
friendly basis

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Some Good Suggestions 


Maryland’s medical assistance budget, which 
provides Medicaid to the poor, continues to spiral 
out of sight, increasing at a rate of about 11 percent 
per year and operating at a deficit of $11 million per 
year. 

The cost of the program, which serves 342,000 
indigent patients annually, has reached $1.1 billion, 
or about one-tenth of the entire state budget. 

A special joint legislative committee has been 
working for six months to re-design the program to 
at least slow down this spiral and we like some of the 
committee’s initial suggestions. 

One of them is to establish what they referred to 
as a ‘managed care’ system, whereby indigent 
persons would go not to emergency rooms as they do 
now for routine, non-emergency care, but to a 
primary care physician, nurse, or health 
maintenance organization that is paid a fee to 
manage the patient’s overall health care. 
Emergency room care is expensive by nature, far 
more so than a managed care system which is 
basically the same as a regular visit to a doctor’s 
office. 

Another of the committee’s proposals we 
support is to limit the ability of financially able 
persons to divest themselves of their financial 
assets, usually by distributing money to their 
relatives, so they can become ‘‘poor’’ enough to 
receive Medicaid to pay their nursing home bills. 
While we don’t like to see a person’s entire life 
fortune exhausted to pay nursing home bills, it 
seems that the expenses should at least be shared 
and not covered solely by the taxpayers. 

Along those same lines, the committee suggests 
that well-to-do relatives should be responsible for 
the medical expenses of family members who are 
otherwise eligible for Medicaid. We would have 
some problems with this particular idea, depending 
upon whether they mean immediate relatives or 
third and fourth cousins as well. Also, while a 
financially well-off brother or sister would hopefully 
want to assist an impoverished sibling, we are not 
sure that government should have the power to force 
such a thing upon one, who really had no control over 
the indigent’s situation or very existence, for that 
matter. 

Whether or not the Maryland Legislature adopts 
this committee’s suggestions, there is no question 
that rather drastic measures are necessary, 
because the present program will simply become 
inaffordable. Indeed, it has already.

To the Editor 

Recent media stories have 
reported on the recommenda- 
tions of the General Assembly's 
Spending Affordability 
Committee and the Governor's 
position that he disagreed with 
the recommendations. The pur- 
pose of this letter is to provide 
the citizens of Maryland with a 
better understanding of the 
Committee's actions. 

The Spending Affordability 
Committee was created in 1982 
and makes recommendations 
annually to the Governor and 
the General Assembly. The 
Committee is comprised of the 
President of the Senate, 
Speaker of the House of Dele- 
gates, majority and minority 
leaders, chairmen of the fiscal 
committees and other legis- 
lators. There are four citizen 
members who serve in an 
advisory capacity 

The underlying purpose of the 
Spending Affordability 
Committee has been to keep the 
growth in the state’s ongoing 
operating budget in line with 
the growth in the state’s 
economy and thereby avoid the 
need to increase either of the 
state’s major tax revenues 
the income tax or the sales tax 
In general the Committee's 
recommendations have pro- 
vided for an increase of $400 to 
$500 million per year. 
Reflecting on the continuing 
strength of Maryland's 
economy, the Committee this 
year has recommended an 
increase of $619 million. The 
Governor has said this is in- 
sufficient and indicates he will 
submit a budget spending more 
money than the Committee's 
recommendation. Common 
sense dictates that a govern- 
ment cannot spend more each 
year than can be raised each 
year from the growth in 
existing taxes unless the 
government is willing to 
increase its taxes. The State of 
Maryland, unlike the federal 
government, cannot engage in 
deficit spending 

The Committee’s major con- 
cern was to expend the state’s 
large general fund surplus, 
projected to be in excess of $400 
million as of June 30, 1989, for 
nonrecurring items in order 
that the ongoing spending be 
kept in line with ongoing 
revenues. To accomplish this 
the Committee recommended 
the surplus be used as follows: 

* $100 million as the final pay- 
ment for state’s obligation to 
the savings and loan depositors. 

¢ $150 million for pay-as-you- 
go capital construction, includ- 
ing addilional monies for pub 
lic schools and universities and 
colleges. This action will lessen 
the amount of future bond 
issues. 

* $17 million to the “rainy day 
fund.” This fund provides a 
cushion to the state during an 


economic recession. 

* $12 million to make the final 
payment to the transportation 
fund for monies borrowed dur- 
ing the savings and loan crisis. 

¢ $12 million to eliminate a 
long-standing deficit in the 
“open space’’ program. This 
program is used by state and 
local governments for 
acquistion of park land and for 
park development. 

The balance of the surplus 
would be held as a _ hedge 
against uncertainties of the 
revenue estimates and for 
possible economic changes 
resulting from action of the 
President and Congress to 
control the federal deficit. 

The Committee’s 
recommendations are advisory 
only and do not impact the 
Governor's executive authority 
as set forth in the Constitution. 
Maryland’s Governor has the 
strongest budgetary role of all 
50 Governors. In Maryland the 
Governor submits the budget 
and the General Assembly may 
only reduce the requested 
amount of funds. In other states 
the legislatures may transfer 
funds from one appropriation to 
another and add to appropria- 
tions so long as the budget 
remains in balance. Every 
other Governor in the country 
would be delighted to possess 
Maryland’s strong executive 
budget system. 

In summary, the 
Committee's program provides 
for a significant increase in the 
level of ongoing state spending 

$619 million, provides for 
some tax relief targeted to 
selected groups — $40 million, 
and provides almost $300 
million in nonrecurring 
expenditures outlined above 
The program will enable state 
government to meet the needs 
of the citizens but does not 
commit the state to an ongoing 
level of spending that may 
cause a sales or income tax 
increase in 1990 or 1991. We 
believe the Spending Afford- 
ability Committee has acted 
prudently and in the best 
interest of the citizens of Mary- 
land

I understand by today’s news- 
papers that the State of Mary- 
land has a 420 million dollar tax 
surplus. Rather than lauding 
the perception that this is ‘good 
news,’’ I am staggered by the 
incompetence demonstrated by 
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the revenue predicting and 
gathering agencies of the Mary- 
land State government, that 
have allowed such an enormous 
over supply of taxpayers’ 
money to develop. As I am sure 
that it will not be returned as a 
rebate to the rightful owners 
(ie. the taxpayers), nor will it 
be used to reduce next year's 
tax bills, I feel that the tax- 
payers are owed an explanation 
both of how this extreme sur- 
plus occurred, and how it will be 
spent. 

I would like to make a sugges- 
tion as to where about two mil- 
lion of it is most needed. That 
two million should be spent to 
fully fund a most necessary 
renovation of Southern Garrett 
High School. The state school 
system is one of the few legiti- 
mate areas for tax support. 
There is no question of the need 
for this project, and the Garrett 
County School Board and 
County Commissioners seem to 
be at a loss as where to find the 
total revenues. May I point out 
that this needed amount is only 
42 of 1% of the total surplus. 

I am sure you will be solicited 
by special interest groups for 
such projects as a sports com- 
plex in Baltimore and a golf 
course at Rocky Gap. However, 
these are not areas where tax 
dollars belong; these are 
private sector projects, no 
matter what convoluted argu- 
ments their self-serving 
sponsors use. The state has no 
business interfering in the 
market place with tax dollars. 
The state’s interest should 
remain in its proper areas — 
public transportation, law and 
order, and most of all, edu- 
cation. 

Governor, what are you going 
to do; continue the Balti- 
more/Annapolis connection of 
pork barrel politics, or give a 
break to the kids at Southern, 
our most important resource?

To the Editor: 

It has recently come to my 
attention that the Environ- 
mental Protection Services is a 
company that has applied to 
establish a transformer in- 
cinerator facility in Mountain 
Lake Park. The purpose of this 
company is the salvage of metal 
from used transformers. 

It is my understanding that 
there are two types of trans- 
formers: those with mineral oil 
and those with a chemical 
called Polychlorinated Biphny! 
(PCB). There is the possibility 
that mineral oil transformers 
could be contaminated with 
PCB during the servicing 
process 

PCB is a federally regulated 
substance that’s use has been 
limited because it is potentially 
cancer-causing. Studies on 
animals suggest that PCB does 
cause cancer and increases the 
cancer-causing potential of 
other chemicals. PCB is not 
biodegradable and in fact 
accumulates, especially in the 
food chain 

I am concerned that a permit 
to allow incineration of used 
transformers may expose the 
population to PCB. The plant 
would be located near five 
schools and the largest popu- 
lation in Garrett County. I 
would like to know if future 
plans include the expansion of 
operation to include more 
highly contaminated trans- 
formers. 

The residents of Garrett 
County need to have a better 
understanding of the risks such 
a facility could pose, not only in 
the processing of the trans- 
formers, but also in transport- 
ing, handling and supervising 
all aspects of the operation. In 
order to request a public hear- 
ing on this subject, please write 
to: Leslie Sipes, Air Manage- 
ment Administration, 2500 
Broening Highway, Baltimore, 
MD 21224. 

It is also important that the 
Garrett County Commissioners 
realize the public concern about 


PCB. Present proposals and 
regulations will probably per- 
mit the Air Management 
Administration to approve the 
facility. If the permit is issued, 
then it is up to the County Com- 
missioners to act on the desires 
of the community. Please notify 
the Commissioners of your con- 
cerns.

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“The Messiah” 


The following column was released by the Garrett 
Choral Society, which will present Handel’s 
“Messiah” this weekend. 

One of the most famous oratorios performed in 
America today is “The Messiah’ by George 
Frideric Handel, the greatest composer in 
England’s history. 

Although born in Germany in 1685, Handel took 
London by storm in 1711 when he first arrived there 
at the age of 25 and proceeded to write and produce 
40 operas over the next 30 years. The popularity of 
opera took a nose dive during that time, however, 
and in 1741, bankrupt and disillusioned, Handel 
produced his final opera and turned his efforts 
entirely to oratorio. In his 74 years of life, he turned 
out a total of 32 oratorios, 46 operas, 71 cantatas, and 
a host of instrumental music. During the last six 
years of his life, Handel was completely blind, but 
continued to play the organ until his death in 1759. 

It was on August 22, 1741, that Handel closed 
himself in his room, having his meals brought to him 
by his manservant. On September 14, just 23 days 
later, he emerged from his room, having completed 
what would become his most famous oratorio, ‘‘The 
Messiah.”’ 

At one point during that 23-day span, after 
having written down the Hallelujah Chorus, Handel 
called to his manservant and with eyes filled with 
tears exclaimed, ‘‘I did think I did see all heaven 
before me, and the great God himself!”’ 

An oratorio is a narrative musical composition, 
usually on a sacred theme, for solo voices, chorus, 
and orchestra. Handel’s ‘‘Messiah”’ (a word which 
means deliverer or savior) is about the birth, death, 
and resurrection of Jesus Christ. Because it was 
written during the Baroque (elaborate/ornate) 
period in history, this oratorio has many notes and 
much color and shows off the talent of the soloists as 
well as that of the choral group and orchestra 
performing the work. 

When Handel was directing the first 
performance of ‘“‘The Messiah’’ in England and the 
choir was singing the Hallelujah Chorus, the King 
was so moved by the beauty and majesty of the 
music that he rose to his feet and remained standing 
until the conclusion of the number. That tradition 
has continued ever since that first performance and 
audiences always rise for that portion of the 
oratorio. 

Many composers have put scriptural passages 
to music, but few have achieved such success as has 
George Frideric Handel with ‘‘The Messiah.”’ 
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Hagerstown Men 


Sentenced In 
Circuit Court 


Two Hagerstown men who 
were found guilty of charges by 
a jury last August were 
sentenced by Chief Judge Fred 
A. Thayer last Friday during 
Garrett County Circuit Court 
proceedings. 

David Chalmer Timney, 29, 
was sentenced to 10 years in the 
Department of Corrections for 
conspiracy to aid escape. The 
judge ruled that the term will 
run consecutive to the 50-year 
sentence Timney is serving in 
the Maryland Correctional 
Institute, Hagerstown, for 
charges of solicitaion to murder 
and felony theft. 

David Alan Goggin, 27, was 
sentenced to 10 years each for 
charges of escape and 
conspiracy to aid escape 
Goggin is currently serving a 
10-year sentence in the Mary- 
land State Penitentiary, Jessup, 
for robbing a grocery store in 
Washington County. The judge 
ruled that the two sentences run 
concurrently, but consecutive 
with the sentence Goggin is 
currently serving. 

A pre-sentence investigation 
had been ordered for the men 
during the August 12 trial. 

The case was brought to Gar- 
rett County from Washington 
County Circuit Court by a 
change of venue. The two men 
were found not guilty of 
conspiracy to kidnap 

In a separate case, the judge 
ordered a pre-sentence in- 
vestigation for Richard Allen 
Kinzey, 20, Friendsville, after 
he pled guilty to charges of 
robbery and assault with intent 
to rape. Kinzey’s bail was 
revoked. 

Charges which will not be 
prosecuted include two counts 
of burglary, theft, two counts of 
assault and battery, first 
degree attempted rape, 
attempted second degree rape, 
attempted first degree sex 
offfense, and third degree sex 
offense 

The charges stemmed from a 
May 20, 1988, incident in the 
Friendsville area. Kinzey was 
represented by Thomas B 
Dabney Jr 

Judge Thayer found John C 
Williams, 37, Frostburg, to be 
guilty of a charge of violation of 
probation. Williams was 
serving a probation term for a 
misdemeanor thet charge. 

In the original trial in August, 
1987, Williams was sentenced to 
one year in the Garrett County 
Jail. The sentence was 
suspended, and he was placed 


probation 

Williams pled guilty to the 
violation charge. Judge Thayer 
ruled that the jail sentence be 
re-imposed to run consecutive 
with any sentence Williams is 
now serving or any sentence to 
be imposed 

The sentence was then 
suspended, and Williams was 
placed on two years supervised 
probation and ordered to pay a 
fine and court costs

and the legal aspects were 
found to meet the intent of the 
law, the State Department of 
Education and the Garrett 
County Board of Education 

Under nutrition, the commit- 
tee noted that the board was 
meeting with the intent of the 
law, but they were concerned 
that the food being served was 
not in the child’s best interest. 

One area of concern was that 
a la carte offerings should in- 
clude items with less sugar, 
such as fresh fruit, fruit juices, 
and higher fiber foods. It was 
noted that the a la carte sales 
kept regular menu sales afloat, 
making a $50,000 profit last 
year. 

The committee also studied 
the overall menu offerings, and 
a nutritional analysis was com- 
pleted over a six-month period 
Some menus were found to have 
a high fat content, and concern 
was also expressed that the 
meals met calorie re- 
quirements for various ages 

The committee distributed 
surveys last May to students, 
parents, and staff, rating the 
quality, quantity, variety, and 
nutritional value of the food, 
and the quality of the service 
provided. Overall, only the 
quality of the service uniformly 
received a positive response 

The committee is currently 
working to study the menus and 
propose changes that won't

Forestry Scientists 
Forest Changes Ot 


In honor of the centennial 
celebration of the West Virginia 
University College of Agri- 
culture and Forestry, and the 
enactment of the Hatch Act in 
1887, which established the 
nation’s system of state agri- 
cultural experiment stations, 
the college’s annual report gave 
many examples of the school’s 
growth and success. The follow- 
ing is one chapter of the report 
written by Kenneth L. Carvell 
entitled ‘Forest Management.” 


Hatch-funded research has 
produced some of the most 
significant findings and publi- 
cations from Division of 
Forestry scientists over the 
past forty years. Hatch Act 
funds permit scientists to study 
changes in forest areas over a 
period of many years, giving 
valid, longterm insights into 
forest ecosystems and eco- 
logical change not available 
from short-term studies. 

Some of the more significant 
of these projects and their 
general results are described 
here. 

Hatch 67, Factors Affecting 
Natural Regeneration in 
Upland Oak Types, has given an 
understanding of environ- 
mental and successional factors 
that determine whether present 
oak stands will be succeeded by 
oak, or revert to other forest 
types. E.H. Tryon and Kenneth 
L. Carvell initiated this re- 
search work in 1954, beginning 
with the observation that many 
of the best mature Appalachian 
oak stands, when harvested, 
are replaced by stands of less 
valuable species. 

Initially, they concentrated 
their research on acorn produc-

tion patterns of the major com- 
mercial oak species, and on the 
loss of acorns from insects, 
animals and birds. A decade of 
acorn collection and testing 
showed that mast production 
was adequate in all mature 
stands. The lack of an advanced 
understory of oak beneath 
mature oak stands could not be 
attributed to a shortage of 
viable seeds. Tryon and Carvell 
changed the direction of this re- 
search, studying the environ- 
mental conditions on the forest 
floor which fostered oak 
seedlings. 

Later studies indicated that 
oak regeneration in the under- 
story could be encouraged by 
regulating (increasing) the 
amount of light reaching the 
forest floor in the last two 
decades prior to harvest. On the 
best sites, heavy low thinnings 
proved most effective at allow- 
ing an adequate number of 
vigorous desirable oaks to per- 
sist, forming the nucleus of the 
new stand. 

As a result of these studies, 
scientists in the Division of

A revised total of antlered 
deer killed during this year's 
buck season in Garrett County 
reached 1,591, according to Al 
Bourgeois of the Department of 
Natural Resources. This was a 
record kill, surpassing the old 
record in 1986 when 1,455 bucks 
were harvested. 

The biggest deer killed in 
Garrett County are listed be- 


low, however, Bourgeois stated 
that because all check stations 
are not equipped with scales, 
some heavy deer may have 
been checked in without 
weights recorded. The biggest 
deer (by weight) recorded 
were: a 185-pound, eight-point 
buck killed in the Finzel area by 
Roger Burdock; a 175-pound, 
six-point buck killed in the 
Avilton area by Hub Gwyne; a 
174-pound, nine-point buck 
killed in the Hoyes area by Todd 
Doerr; a 173-pound, eight-point 
buck killed in Kempton by Ken 
Flanagan; a 167-pound, 12-point

‘We thought we were the last 
amateurs in the sport, but they

Endicott said. ‘In the Soviet 
Union, sports are state 
supported. However, if it is not 
an Olympic sport, there is no 
money provided for it, so white- 
water athletes are not bene- 
ficiaries to any support from 
the Soviet Union government. 

“They are natural paddlers 
and do it for the love of the 
sport. They have been kayaking 
and canoeing for years. They 
have 1500 racers compared to 
our 500 and 10 times as many 
coaches. They have had a whole 
administrative structure for 18 
years now, with no help from 
the government,’’ Endicott 
explained 

Endicott thinks the Russians 
will participate in the World 
Championships to be held on the 
Savage River in Garrett County 
next summer. He said that the 
Russians requested a ‘‘very de- 
tailed scenario”’ of next sum- 
mer’s events 

“We left them with ideas and 
things to work on. When we saw 
them in August, they had the 
ability to place in the top half. 
By next summer,’’ Endicott 
explained, ‘‘with the right 
equipment and the training they 
learned from us, they could do 
even better

‘The KGB asked our group to 
move to another hotel. At first

1 cup whole wheat flour 
1 cup all-purpose flour

2 teaspoons baking powder

HONEY GRANOLA BREAD 

5 to 5% cups all-purpose or unbleached flour 
1 cup granola cereal 
2 teaspoons salt 
2 pkgs. active dry yeast 
12 cups water 
1 cup plain yogurt 
% cup honey 
% cup oil or shortening 
2 eggs 
2 cups whole wheat flour 

Generously grease two 9x5 or 8x4-inch loaf pans. 
Lightly spoon flour into measuring cup, level off. In 
large bowl, combine 3 cups all purpose flour, 
granola, salt and yeast, blend well. In medium 
saucepan, heat water, yogurt, honey and oil until 
very warm (120 to 130°F ). Add warm liquid and eggs 
to flour mixture. Blend at low speed until moistened, 
beat 3 minutes at medium speed. By hand, stir in 1 
cup all purpose flour and the whole wheat flour to 
form a stiff dough. On floured surface, knead in 1 to 
142 cups all purpose flour until dough is smooth and 
elastic, about 10 minutes. Place dough in greased 
bowl, cover loosely with plastic wrap and cloth 
towel. Let rise in warm place (80 to 85°F ) until light 
and doubled in size, about 1 hour. Punch down dough 
several times to remove all air bubbles. Divide 
dough into 2 parts, shape into loaves. Place in 
prepared pans. Cover, let rise in warm place until 
light and doubled in size, about 30 to 45 minutes. 
Heat oven to 350°F. Bake 30 to 40 minutes or until 
loaves sound hollow when lightly tapped. 
Immediately remove from pans, cool on wire racks.

GUMDROP NUT WREATH 

1 1334-ounce package hot roll mix 
% cup snipped red and green gumdrops 
% cup chopped walnuts 
Glaze 
Gumdrop Holly 

Prepare hot roll mix according to package 
directions. Stir in snipped gumdrops and walnuts. 
Cover, let rise in warm place 30 to 45 minutes. Punch 
down, divide in half and shape each half into a ball. 
Cover, let rest 10 minutes. Roll each ball into a 
24-inch-long rope.

Christmas has become so many 
things to so many people—in 
creased sales, time off from work, 
parties, too much to eat and drink 
—that it is easy for us to quite for 
get that essentially Christmas is 
good news 

No matter how old the story 
may be, nor how many times 
we've heard and read it, Christ 
mas is always news and always 
good, even if what we make of it 
is not ‘‘good"’ and treat it like 
something ‘‘old.’’ Someone has 
said that ‘‘A classic is news that 
stays news."’ That makes Christ 
mas the ultra-classic. No amount 
of holiday hassle can diminish 
the meaning of Christmas, no 
matter how cheap, trite, commer 
cial and vulgar it may be present 
edin our society 


SAME OLD DRAMA 

The Christmas an 
world and its woes is just as fresh 
and untainted as it was two thou 
sand years ago when the angel 
proclaimed: ‘‘I bring you good 
news of a great joy which will 
come to all the people’’ (Luke 2 
10b). The world is no less in need 
of saving than it UT) 
night. The cast and the plot may 
seem quite different, but it is es- 
sentially still the same old drama 
that is playing on the world’s 
Stage 

There is still poverty, hunger, 
pestilence, war, prejudice, in- 
justice, oppression and tyranny 
Mary and Joseph were poor and 
humble people and today the 
plight of people like these is no 
better than it was then. There are 
still common people like the shep 
herds of Bethlehem who seem to 
be ‘‘out in left field’’ when the 


wer to the 


shar 
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pie is divided. Although I’m sure 
there was nothing romantic about 
the Bethlehem like- 
ly that some of the places where 
babies are born today would make 
that stable seem like a palace 


GOD'S V.LP.’S 

Yet, old as are the problems, 
that fresh is the solution that 
comes to us in the Incarnation 
The values and perspective of 
Christmas today are as much in 
conflict with society as when Je 
sus was born. The home into 
which the Messiah was born was 
a simple, humble family, the very 
antithesis of power, pomp and 
prestige. The announcement of 
Christ's birth was not made to the 
high and mighty, but to lowly 
shepherds. Of those who found 
their way to the manger in Beth- 
lehem, there wasn’t a Roman 
commander, a high priest from 
the Temple, a wealthy noble, ora 
government official. That doesn’t 
mean that God didn't reveal it to 
somebody important, but that the 
‘important people’’ of God are 
not the same as the ‘‘important 
people”’ of this world 

Another part of the good news 
is that this ‘‘great joy will come 
to all the people.’’ Please note 
that it is for the ‘‘bad guys” as 
well as the ‘‘good guys,”” for the 
Gentiles as well as the Jews, for 
the downtrodden as well as the 
up-and-coming, for the poor as 
well as the rich, for both liberals 
and conservatives, for all colors, 
all races, all sexes. There may 
have been for Mary ' and Joseph 
‘*no place in the inn,"* but the 
good news of their son Jesus was 
for the whole world 

So, if Christmas is good news, 
why are we not telling it? That's 
what it is all about—not buying, 
sell; ing « but 
sharing the good news The shep- 
herds, poor and illiterate as they 
were, understood that: ‘‘they 
made known the saying which 
had been told them concerning 
this child...And the shepherds 
returned, glorifying and prais- 
ing God for all they had heard and 
seen, as it had been told them”’

Besides, he notes, you must 
consume 3,500 extra calories to 
gain a pound, and the chances 
of accomplishing that at one 
meal are slim. The problem 
arises when dieters decide that 
since they've ‘‘blown’”’ their diet 
by eating more than they should

“you should say, ‘okay, I 
splurged.

As meats go, it's 
relatively low in fat and 
calories, with the white meat 
containing fewer calories than 
the dark,”’ he says. ‘But you 
should remove the skin and go 
easy on the gravy. Don’t add 
any more than you need to 
enhance the flavor of the 
meat."

For 
example, put out a plate of fresh

Hints For A Happy Holiday At Home 


Home for the holidays. For 
some people, the thought brings 
a sense of anticipation, thoughts 
of good food and good times to 
come. In others, it instills 
anxiety and fears of conflict 

“Some conflict is almost 
inevitable when groups of 
people are together in one place 
for an extended period of time 
— even in families that have 
strong and supportive relation- 
ships,"’ says Dr. Billie H 
Frazier, a human development 
specialist with The University 
of Maryland Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service 

“Such conflict tends to occur 
over issues involving power and 
control, values and attitudes, 
respect, gratitude, lifestyles 
and money. And it can affect 
anyone from teen-agers 
home from college, to adult 
children visiting from afar, to 
parents playing host to several 
generations.” 

Although there is no such 
thing as a perfect visit, there 
are ways to defuse family ten- 
sions and increase the prob- 
ability of a pleasant visit. They 
involve planning ahead and 
willingness to change (at least 
temporarily) old behavior pat- 
terns that cause strife among 
family members 

Dr. Frazier recommends the 
following guidelines, which she 
adapted from research appear 
ing in the November 1988 issue 
of ‘Psychology Today:”’ 


1. Talk about 
expectations for the visit ahead 
of time so there will be no sur- 
prises 

2. Plan your visit for the 
optimal length of time — not too 
long and not too short.

1990's. The number of hospitals 
in the next decade will be 
essentially the same, he said, 
although there will be changes 
in the design of hospitals. In the 
future as hospitals renovate and 
there will be a shift 
important units 
toward outpatient facilities 
Also, there will be continued 
emphasis on the maintenance of 
the hospitals’ physical plants 

In terms of hospital services 
in the next decade, Monius said 
there will not be any startlingly 
new services; rather there will 
be new applications of existing 
services or improvement in 
existing technology 

Monius stated that all pro- 
jections and demographics 
indicate that the elderly popu- 
lation will increase 
dramatically between now and 
the year 2000 and beyond, a 
phenomenon which will cer 
tainly have an impact on acute 
care hospitals and other health 
care facilities. In the future 
there will be programs to keep 
patients out of the hospital and 
to find alternative settings for 
health care. Also, the issue of 
the elderly, increased utiliza- 
tion, and increased cost may 
raise the spectre of rationing 

Regarding health manpower, 
Monius said this is a pressing

Monius also spoke about the 
cost containment effort 
initiated by the State in 1985 
which sought to reduce 
hospitals and hospital beds. The 
State has been successful in 
reducing Maryland's inventory 
by about 2,400 beds. This 
exercise was successful in get- 
ting hospitals to work together, 
he said. Maryland's reimburse- 
ment system, known as the 
Medicare waiver or the all- 
payor system, will probably 
continue into the next decade, 
but there will be adjustments to 
it 

In predicting what will 
happen nationally, Monius 
stated that there will be a shift 
back to regulation and 
increased emphasis on quality 
of care. Several ago, 
Maryland created a Quality 
Council. This Council received a 
grant from the Robert Wood 
Johnson Foundation to develop 
quality indicators as a means of 
comparing institutions with 
each other. Two hundred and 
fifty hospitals the 
country are involved in this 
project. This information is not 
public yet; however, hospital 
trustees are presently using 
these quality indicators to 
measure and assure the quality 
of their institutions. The Mary- 
land Hospital Association's goal 
now is to develop and refine this 
information. He concluded say- 
ing that there may be in the 
1990's the use of these indicators 
in Maryland or the 
nation as public measures of 
quality

proprietary schools. The rest of 
the 94,000 students who received 
some form of financial 
assistance attended Morgan 
State University (2,387 
students) or St. Mary’s College 
(899 students). 

Of the more than 220 million 
dollars provided in financial 
assistance to college students in 
Maryland in the 1986-1987 year, 
more than $67 million was in 
grants — non-repayable gifts to 
students. Another $33 million 
was in the form of scholarships, 
including numerous State 
scholarship funds, that 
similarly do not require repay- 
ment. More than $27 million 
was paid through student 
employment programs in which 
students earned an income 
while they studied. Student 
employment funds, likewise, do 
not require repayment. More 
than $94 million was also pro- 
vided in repayable loans, 
through Federal, institutional, 
and private sources. 

The average amount of 
financial assistance from all 
sources was $2,383. The average 
amount of assistance ranged 
from $1,014 to those students 
attending a community college 
to $4,462 to students attending 
one of the State’s independent 
colleges or universities. 

Maryland financial aid 
officers, the Maryland Higher 
Education Loan Corporation, 
and the Maryland State 
Scholarship Administration of 
the Maryland Higher Education 
Commission have organized 
numerous financial aid infor- 
mation sessions throughout the 
State under a program entitled 
“You Can Afford College '89."’

If you're like most Mary- 
landers, in fact 64 percent, 

u'd probably pick up a 
Scotch pine as your Yuletide 
Ssymvol. These trees 
generally seven to eight feet 
tall, Gouin said. About 10 per- 
cent of Marylanders choose a 
white pine, with the remainder 
selecting Douglas firs, Virginia 
pines or other varieties 

You can expect to spend any- 
where from $12-$28 for your 
tree, with a possible savings if 
you go to one of Maryland's 
“choose and cut” Christmas 
tree farms. For more infor- 
mation on these farms, consult 
the Maryland Department of 
Agriculture's ‘‘Maryland 
Choose and Cut Christmas Tree 
Directory."’ This helpful guide 
is available al county libraries 
or University of Maryland 
Cooperative Extension Service 
offices. 

If you're going to buy a pre- 
cut tree, go early in the season 
and look for the ‘Maryland 
Grown Christmas Tree” sign. 
“This indicates freshness 
none of these trees ave cut 
before November,’’ Gouin said 
Go to a Christmas tree lot 
during the day, when there is 
ample light to properly inspect 
the trees. Then follow these 
simple guidelines 

* Check the tree’s color; a 
grey-green or yellow shade 
indicates a dry tree 

* Bend and pull the pine 
needles; if they snap or pull off 
easily, the tree is sure to drop 
its needles once it hits your 
house’s warm interior 

* Finally, bang the base of 
your prospective purchase on 
concrete. If the exterior, new- 
growth needles plummet, the 
tree is a potential tinderbox 

OK, so you've picked the per- 
fect tree and brought your prize 
home. Gouin recommends

Farm Program 
Signup Begins 
December 19 


The Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service will 
open signup for the 1989 Wheat 
Feed Grain and Upland Cotton 
programs on December 19 
according to William F. DeWitt, 
chairperson of the Garrett 
County ASCS Committee 

To be eligible for price sup- 
port loans and deficiency pay- 
ments, farm program partici- 
pants will be required to reduce 
their acreage bases in 1989 by 10 
percent for wheat, corn, 
sorghum and barley, and five 
percent for oats 

At signup, farmers may re- 
quest 40 percent of their wheat 
and feed grain estimated de- 
ficiency payments, according to 
DeWitt. ‘The 
ments will be all in cash, 
will be limited to the 
intended program acreage.” 

From December 19 through 
February 3, DeWitt 
farmers may designate from 10 
to 25 percent

flowers and still protect their

Farmng Costs 


Seed, feed and interest costs 
aren't the only higher costs 
farmers are likely to face next 
year, warns Carl Zulauf, Ohio 
State University economist 
Fertilizer, chemical, 
machinery and other costs are 
also likely to rise 

Zulauf explains in ‘‘Success- 
ful Farming’ magazine, ‘‘Agri- 
business went through a gut- 
wrenching process in the ‘80s, 
merging, liquidating and slash- 
ing capacity."’ Now, these 
manufauturers don't have the 
capacity for a major run-up in 
demand for inputs, as farmers 
are likely to see next year, with 
lowered set-asides and stronger 
prices 

“I’m not saying we'll have 
shortages, just a tightness of 
supply. And when you have 
tight supplies and high demand, 
you generally also get higher 
prices,"’ Zulauf adds 

He says chemicals and fertil- 
izer, as well as machinery, are 
high on the list for this tight 
supply situation 

Another added expense next 
year may be crop insurance, as 
farmers wish to protect them- 
selves or as lenders encourage 
insurance 

Zulauf, predicts farm input 
costs will rise more than the 
general rate of inflation, which 
most forecasters place at 4 to 6 
percent next year

LIVABILITY CODE 

ORDINANCE NO. 1988-1 

The Town of Kitzmiller has 
recently adopted a ‘‘Minimum 
Livability Code” ordinance as 
required by State Law.

The Town of Grantsville has 
recently adopted a Minimum 
Livability Code’’ ordinance as 
required by State Law.

According to 
a spokesman for the West Vir- 
ginia State Police at Keyser, he 
suffered severe head injuries in 
the accident. 

The boy reportedly entered 
Bosley Road from a driveway 
and was struck by a vehicle 
driven by Charles S. Lyons, 77, 
of Elk Garden. Lyons was 
treated for chest pains 
following the accident. Police 
said Lyons will not be charged 
because the accident could not 
be avoided. 

Born February 11, 1979, 
Derek Martin was the son of 
Bruce A. and Mary K. (Mayles) 
Martin. 

He was a fourth grade student 
at Elk Garden Elementary 
School and a member of Cub 
Pack 40, Elk Garden.

Oakland Sewer 
Operations Rates 
Are Established 


The Town of Oakland has 
established rates for the opera- 
tion and maintenance of its new 
sewer system. The Town 
recently constructed a new 
collector system, and has built 
a sewage treatment facility 

These projects were financed 
with grant from the 
federal government and State 
of Maryland. The federal 
government paid 67*2 percent, 
and the State paid 122 percent. 
The remaining 12*2 percent is 
paid by the Town of Oakland. 

Council President Terry R 
Helbig announced that the 
Mayor and Town Council will 
hold a public hearing on the 
proposed rates for the operation 
and maintenance (O & M) of the 
system on Wednesday, January 
4, at 7 p.m. in Town Hall. The 
purpose of the hearing will be to 
receive public questions and 
comment on the necessity and 
advisability of the proposed 
rates 

Helbig explained that O & M 
rates represent only the cost of 
operating and maintaining the 
sewage facilities. Later, when 
the final costs of constructing 
the project have been deter- 
mined, the Mayor and Town 
Council will set rates for paying 
the cost of construction. These 
capital costs will be paid for by 
the users of the system either 
by an annual assessment, or an 
up-front charge, or a combina- 
tion of the two 

Helbig announced that the 
rate for sewage users connected 
to a water meter will be based 
upon water usage. The rate will 
be $5.00 per 1,000 gallons of 
water used. Those persons not 
connected to a water meter will 
be billed based on the average

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$1 Million Loan 
Is Approved For 
Enterprise Zones 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer has announced Board 
of Public Works approval of a $1 
million loan to the Maryland 
Economic Development 
Corporation (MEDCO) for a 
pilot project that will assist 
business in Enterprise Zones in 
Garrett, Allegany and Washing- 
ton counties 

Chaired by the governor, the 
Board of Public Works also is 
comprised of Comptroller Louis 
S. Goldstein and Treasurer 
Lucille Maurer. The Board is 
authorized by the General 
Assembly to approve major 
construction and consultant 
contracts, equipment pur- 
chases, property transactions 
and other procurement actions. 

“This pilot project is part of 
our economic initiative to assist 
business in Western Maryland 
Our plan is to make this 
financial help available for all 
the 13 enterprise zones in Mary- 
land,’’ Governor Schaefer said. 

‘I want to state to do what- 
ever it can to promote a 
partnership with business for 
the good of our citizens in 
localities, and for Maryland as 
a whole,”’ the governor added 

The $1 million will be used for 
low interest loans in five enter- 
prise zones, two each in Wash- 
ington and Allegany counties 
and one in Garrett County 
Local governments will make a 
smaller contribution for each 
loan on a nine to one ratio. Each 
loan of state funds will have a 
ceiling of $250,000 and be issued 
for a maximum term of five 
years at a fixed rate 

The $1 million will be made 
available by MEDCO through a 
new program called the 
Regional Enterprise Assistance 
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Commissioners Negate Proposed 
Transformer Incinerating Plant 


Because of concerns express- 
ed by numerous local citizens, 
the Garrett County Commis- 
sioners have informed a 
company intending to establish 
a plant at the Southern Garrett 
Industrial Park that they are 
not interested in accommo- 
dating them. 

The proposed plant was a 
transformer incinerator facility 
that would salvage metal from 
used transformers. The 
concerns involved polychlori- 
nated biphenyls (PCBs), a toxic 
substance found in some trans- 
formers that accumulates in the 
food chain and resists bio 
degradation. 

According to Commissioner 
Ernest J. Gregg Jr., the 
proposed company would 
collect discarded transformers 
incinerate them at extremely 
high temperatures, recycle the 
components, and ship them out 
for reuse. 

The commissioners noted 
that they had originally planned 
to have a public hearing on the 
proposed plant, but since the 
proposal has already met with 
considerable opposition from 
the public, they felt the hearing 
was unnecessary. 

The plant proposed about 50 
moderate-salary jobs, and the 
commissioners noted that they 
saw this as a plus for the 
county. However, upon further 
scrutiny, they began to question 
whether the area would benefit 
from the plant. 

Commissioner Elwood L 
Groves II said, ‘‘I am convinced 
that there was a certain amount 
of environmental risk involved, 
and that it was wise and 
prudent of us to look 
elsewhere.” 

Commissioner John G 
Braskey said, ‘‘I don’t feel this 
is the kind of industry we need

in Garrett County. I’m not 
convinced that it’s totally safe, 
and I’m not convinced of the 50 
jobs." 

Commissioner Gregg said, ‘‘I 
feel it is a safe industry, and 
that it serves a public need 
nationwide. The process has the 
approval of the Maryland 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. However, there was 
concern expressed by the 
public, and it is not our wish to 
force-feed the residents of 
Garrett County.’

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CSX Asked To Permit Use Of 
Mainline Track For Excursion Train 


CSX Transportation Corpora- 
tion was asked to permit the 
use of a CSX active mainline 
track for weekend and holiday 
excursion train trips between 
Oakland and Hagerstown at a 
meeting Monday of the Western 
Maryland Convention and 
Visitors’ Bureau of Hagers- 
town. 

Bureau Chairman Del 
Casper R. Taylor Jr. said the 
success of rail excursions was 
demonstrated last summer in 
connection with the whitewater 
invitational races which were 
held as a prelude to the 1989 
World Whitewater Champion- 
ships at the Savage River in 
Garrett County. 

Alvin J. Arnett, CSX's 
regional vice president-state 
relations, said the rail carrier 
will consider the request and he 
understands how a regional 
scenic railroad could pump 
tourist dollars into Garrett, 
Allegany and Washington coun- 
ties. He added, however, that 
$25 million in liability insurance 
probably would be required if 
CSX agreed to limited use of its 
mainline track. 

CSX, in conjunction with the 
state of Maryland, operated the 
special excursion trains for the 
Whitewater Championships last 
summer, and has also offered 
rail rides for Congressional 
field trips, Arnett said. He 
reported that neither are 
money-making propositions 
and CSX is now reducing its 
operating track and rail 
employees and selling its 
corporate headquarters at 
Baltimore. He also added that 
the company believes passen- 
ger and freight service in not 
compatible.

Taylor said the bureau will 
ask the state to pay for a 
market feasibility study to 
predict the economic impact of 
the excursion trains on Alle- 
gany, Garrett and Washington 
counties and to take a look at 
the numerous rail-related 
tourist attractions. Taylor be- 
lieves the State Railroad 
Administration has the staff 
and expertise to economically 
prepare the necessary market- 
ing analysis and he believes the 
Schaefer administration, 
through the Railroad Adminis- 
tration, will be able to pay for 
that study 

At the request of bureau 
members and Chairman 
Taylor, Arnett identified CSX 
vice presidents who are aware 
of individual development proj- 
ects involving the Oakland sta- 
tion, Hagerstown roundhouse 
and potential development at 
Hancock 

Arnett suggested that the 
bureau talk with Tucker 
County, W.Va., planners who 
have been attempting to estab- 
lish a ski excursion train to 
Canaan Valley as well as scenic 
rail operations at Gettysburg 
and Strasburg, Pa.

New Supply Of 
Flu Vaccine 
Now Available 


The Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 
(DHMH) Division of Immuni- 
zation announced that 20,000 
doses of the influenza vaccine 
have been made available at no 
cost to the state from the 
federal Centers for Disease 
Control (CDC) 

DHMH began distributing the 
vaccine to all local health 
departments in Maryland, 
beginning December 21. The 
vaccine is also available upon 
request to all health providers 
in the state including hospitals, 
private physicians, health 
maintenance organizations, 
clinics, nursing homes and 
senior citizen centers. The 
vaccine will be administered 
free of charge to those 
individuals considered at high 
risk for influenza. 

The additional doses of vac- 
cine were left over from a 
demonstration program being 
conducted by the CDC and the 
federal Health Care Financing 
Administration (HCFA). 

It is recommended that the 
following persons receive the 
influenza vaccine: 

1. Persons with chronic dis- 
order of the pulmonary or car- 
diovascular system; 

2. Residents of nursing homes 
and chronic care facilities; 

3. Otherwise healthy persons 
65 years of age or older; 

4. Any person, regardless of 
age or medical condition, may 
receive the influenza vaccine. 

For further information, 
citizens and health providers 
are advised to contact their 
local health department.

regular MICRF application is 
already available on the enter- 
prise zone application. This 
program is designed to help 
eliminate repetition in the loan 
approval process thus making 
Maryland enterprise zones

To qualify for a loan, the 
Western Maryland Enterprise 
Zone employer must create or 
retain at least one job and must 
use the loan for the purchase of 
real estate, machinery and 
equipment, furnishings and fix- 
tures, and/or building construc- 
tion.

Continued from Page A-1 
marvelous."’ 

“When we meet, which is 
once a semester, the entire 
group is so congenial and I’m 
especially delighted to work 
with Dr. Pantaleo,”’ said Dr. 
Mitchell. 

“Overall, the entire articula- 
tion agreement is a satisfying, 
professional interchange,’’ said 
GCC President Dr. Stephen 
Herman, who after meeting 
with FSU since the fall of 1987, 
was ready to embark on per- 
haps the most innovative effort 
of the agreement — a new 
hotel/resort management 
academic program. 

As it is being discussed, the 
new program, a natural for 
Western Maryland’s booming 
tourism industry and what 
Pantaleo calls ‘‘a really tight 
articulation,’’ both schools 
would each offer two years of 
the program. Students would 
start at GCC and finish the 
upper two years at FSU. The 
new academic major would 
probably be additional to but 
not replace GCC's existing 
certificate program’ in 
hotel/restaurant management. 

Both schools also agreed to 
share library facilities, an idea 
that sprung from a kind of ‘‘sab- 
batical/administrative loan’’ 
from FSU to GCC last spring 
semester in which an FSU 
librarian, on sabbatical from 
FSU, served as interim library 
director for GCC, while the 
college conducted a search for a 
permanent director. ‘‘That 
arrangement helped one of our 
librarians gain additional ad- 
ministrative skills,’’ 
commented David Gillespie. 
FSU library director, ‘‘while at 
the same time providing GCC 
with — at the time — much 
needed help.” 

Besides sharing libraries, 
both institutions also envision 
close ties in the performing 
arts. FSU and GCC hope to 
share theatre productions, for 
example, including FSU taking 
its Children’s Theatre to GCC 
during the spring 1989 semester 
while GCC, in turn, has opened 
up a unique credit or non-credit 
course in bagpipes, which could 
lead to a joint FSU-GCC pipe 
and drum corps. 

FSU Dean of Arts and 
Humanities Philip Allen will 
also deliver a lecture to GCC 
during the spring semester on 
“Theatre without Frontiers,” 
and will continue to work with 
GCC in a variety of on-going 
theatre workshops and 
include GCC students in 
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several FSU performing arts 
ensembles. “Last spring, for 
example,”’ noted Dr. Mitchell, 
“a Garrett student had a role in 
FSU's production of ‘Cabaret.’”’ 

Already implemented and 
expected to continue between 
the two institutions will be the 
policy of allowing GCC 
students, faculty and staff the 
same admissions privileges to 
FSU cultural events that are 
accorded FSU personnel, and, 
likewise, FSU students and 
personnel being admitted to the 
Garrett Lakes Arts Festival 
summer productions. Both 
campuses also permit equal 
admissions exchange with all 
Student Government Associa- 
tion sponsored events. 

A new event, with Garrett 
Community College serving as 
the host school, will be a winter 
ski night for students of both 
schools at the Wisp Ski Resort, 
located within minutes of the 
GCC campus in McHenry 

Other articulation efforts 
include the already imple- 
mented transferring of any 
community college fine arts 
course to FSU visual arts’ 
curriculum and soon-to-be 
“easily transferred" credits of 
GCC’s wildlife courses to FSU’s 
highly-touted wildlife/fisheries 
program. Such academic 
cooperation, especially in the 
wildlife management field, 
should attract more attention to 
both schools, located in the 
mountains of Western Mary- 
land and within short drives of 
numerous state parks, peat 
bogs, marshes and forests — 
“outdoor classrooms” of which 
both schools regularly take 
advantage 

Even the little extras — the 
items that aren't formally 
articulated — have been easily 
accomplished between FSU and 
GCC. ‘We're even picking up 
furniture orders together,”’ 
quipped Dr. Mitchell. On a 
recent trip downstate, an FSU 
truck, picking up an order of its 
own, added some pieces of a 
Garrett furniture order and 
dropped them off at the 
McHenry campus. Again, no 
one asked. It was just the 
efficient and mutually bene- 
ficial way the two schools work 
together

Rocco J has 
announced that arson in the 
State of Maryland remained 
virtually unchanged for the first 
nine months of 1988

The statistical data compiled 
by the Maryland Uniform 
Crime Reporting Program is 
based on information from law 
enforcement agencies through- 
out the state. The data indicates 
that there were 2,214 arson 
offenses for the first nine 
months of 1988 as compared 
with 2,216 arsons from January 
through September, 1987 

According to the Fire 
Marshal's Office, the Southern 
Maryland region of the state,

Montgomery County showed 
a significant drop in arson with 
412 offenses reported for the 
first nine months of 1987 as 
compared to 369 such incidents 
for this same period in 1988.

Swamp-pink, a beautiful and 
distinctive lily of forested wet- 
lands, occurs from New Jersey 
to North Carolina. The only 
known Maryland populations 
are in Cecil and Anne Arundel 
counties. Major threats to the 
Swamp-pink are destructions or 
degradation of its wetland 
habitat. The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Transportation's State 
Aviation Administration is 
working cooperatively with 
DNR to protect the single 
Swamp-pink habitat area that is 
publicly owned. During the 
summer of 1988, biologists 
located several previously un- 
known populations of this wild- 
flower; the active search con- 
tinues 

There are now five Maryland 
plant species on the federal 
endangered species list. The 
other two are the Small 
Whorled Pogonia, an orchid 
now considered extirpated 
(gone) from Maryland, and 
Canby’s Dropwort, a relative of 
the Harperella, found only in 
one very small population on 
the Eastern Shore. According to 
the Department of Natural 
Resources, the survival of these 
native wildflowers, invaluable 
symbols of a clean environ- 
ment, will depend on Maryland 
citizens and government for 
protection.. The Natural 
Heritage Program, of DNR’'s 
Forest, Park & Wildlife Service, 
is leading efforts to protect 
these and other endangered 
species in the state from

West Virginia U. 
Offers 


Removal Training 


As bestos 


West Virginia University is 
spearheading an effort to rid 
the state of cancer-causing 
asbestos. 

A training program 
developed by university faculty 
and staff is part of the nation- 
wide goal to remove asbestos 
from public and private schools 
by the year 2000. Asbestos, a 
fire-retardant insulator, once 
was used widely throughout the 
United States. 

WVU’s Center for Extension 
and Continuing Education 
designed the program, which 
trains asbestos inspectors and 
management planners. The 
two-course curriculum meets 
the requirements of legislation 
signed into law by President 
Reagan in October 1986. 

The new law, the Asbestos 
Hazard Emergency Response 
Act (AHERA), dictates the 
inspection and removal of 
asbestos from all school build- 
ings in the United States. 

In January 1988, the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
issued asbestos removal regula- 
tions. Shortly thereafter, Dr. R 
Rudy Filek, WVU dean and 
director of summer sessions, 
was asked by the West Virginia 
Department of Education to 
develop the training program 
for proper detection, removal 
and disposal of asbestos 

Acting on the state’s request 
and armed with a $31,000 grant, 
Filek formed a_ six-member 
team of university faculty and 
staff, which then was trained

for statewide instruction by the 
Alice Hamilton Center for 
Health and Safety 

WVU’s training team leaders 
are: Filek, Dr. Tom Bean, 
extension safety specialist and 
professor; Paul Becker, exten- 
sion associate professor; Dr 
Terry Stobbe, professor of 
engineering; Roger Pugh, 
director of WVU Environ- 
mental Health and Safety; and 
Kathy Powell, health and safety 
officer. Also involved are safety

“The Extension Service, 
through Bean and Becker, has 
really taken off on this and done 
most of the training,’ Filek 
said. 

According to the EPA, all 
inspectors and management 
planners must be certified 
annually by federal authorities. 
In addition, all asbestos 
removal plans must be sub- 
mitted to the EPA for approval 

Training sessions began in 
April 1988. Although the initial 
program was first offered in 
Morgantown, the team soon 
was traveling to other regions 
of the state, including Ripley, 
Charleston, Wheeling and 
Beckley 

Inspector training costs $395 
and is completed within three 
days. Prospective asbestos 
management planners must 
pass the inspector course before 
paying an additional $200 to 
take the two-day managers’ 
course 

Although public schools were 
the primary focus of the edu- 
cation department request, 
Filek and his team have offered 
the course to private schools 
and private contractors, as 
well. 

In October the Department of 
Education returned to Filek 
with another request: workers 
and supervisors. A $15,000 grant

from the department quickly 
followed. During the first week 
of the training, 32 workers and 
14 supervisors were certified 

“Most buildings erected in 
the 1950s, 60s and early 70s 
contain asbestos,’’ Filek said 

Asbestos, which looks similar 
to fiberglass, was used in these 
buildings because of its 
resistance to flame. It was 
included in state and federal 
building codes for many years. 
In the 1970s, the EPA declared 
asbestos a hazardous material 
and banned its use 

“When it gets old it becomes 
friable and flakes off,’’ Filek 
stated. ‘Then the particles may 
get into the lungs and cause 
cancer.” 

Removing asbestos from 
buildings is no small under- 
taking, Filek stated. ‘The room 
where the removal will take 
place must be completely 
encapsulated. It's like a 
quarantine. 

“The people involved must 
wear fully contained suits that 
make them look like they're 
from outer space,"’ he added. 
“Once removal is complete, the 
asbestos is taken away for 
disposal. Workers must then 
remove their suits and other 
clothes and shower to ensure 
that no asbestos has con- 
taminated their bodies." 

Asbestos is buried after being 
clearly marked as a hazardous 
material 

In December, all hospitals 
and other public buildings in the 
state began the asbestos 
removal process, Filek said. 
Although there are no regula- 
tions published for this 
removal, Filek said health 
department and hospital 
associations have requested 
asbestos removal training. 

Also on the horizon for the 
WVU team are requests by the

‘Proper removal of asbestos 
can reach well into the 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in some_ school 
systems,”’ Filek said. ‘‘The cost 
depends upon the amount of 
asbestos involved and the lay- 
out of the contaminated build- 
ing.”’ 

Although costs can be 
exorbitant for actual removal, 
training those who remove 
asbestos also is expensive. 
There are eight asbestos train- 
ing centers in the United States 
which receive grant money 
from the EPA, Filek explained. 
However, WVU is not a training 
center and must be fully self- 
supportive. 

WVU's involvement in 
asbestos removal will intensify, 
because of EPA target dates. 
July 1, 1989, is the deadline for 
beginning asbestos removal 
from all public school buildings. 
Heavy fines await school 
systems which fail to meet this 
date.

be able to state the use of the 
structure, as well as where, in 
relation to the property, the 
structure will be 


The Planning and Zomng 
Office then determines what is 
permitted on the property and 
where it will be permitted to be 
constructed on the property, 
Jamison explained. 

The fee schedule which will 
go into effect January 1 is as 
follows: For new residential use 
the cost will be $25 per dwelling 
unit (per single family 
residence and per condominium 
or townhouse unit). For 
residential additions and 
accessory uses (garages, 
storage sheds, etc.), the fee will 
be $10 per unit. For new 
commercial use (retail store, 
restaurant, etc.), the fee will be 
$50 per each use. The charge for 
expansion of commercial use 
will be a $25 fee and signs will 
be $10. For residential and 
accessory uses requiring a 
public hearing the charge will 
be $50. For commercial uses 
requiring public hearings $50 
will be charged. 

Zoning Board hearings for a 
natural resources permit (such 
as a strip-mining application) 
will be reimbursed at the rate 
for which actual advertising 
costs are incurred provided that 
a minimum fee of $50 will be 
charged

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WVU Pediatrician Discusses 


Children And Television 


MORGANTOWN, W.Va 
The average first-grader will 
spend 14,000 hours in the class- 
room before he or she 
graduates from high school 
and more than 18,000 hours in 
front of a television 

Yet the average pediatrician 
receives little or no training on 
the impact of television viewing 
on child health and develop- 
ment, according to a West Vir- 
ginia University physician who 
specializes in child develop- 
ment 

“There was concern among 
the scholastic community as 
early as 1951 about the effects of 
television on learning and 
behavior,” said Richard Smith, 
director of the William G 
Klingberg Center for Child 
Development at WVU 

“More than 30 years later, the 
concern has not fully made the 
transition to pediatrics. In my 
opinion, anything that occupies 


more than 20 percent of a 
child’s waking hours cannot be 
ignored." 

In 1986, Dr. Smith directed an 
Ambulatory Pediatric Associa- 
tion survey of North American 
pediatric training programs 

“Of the 120 programs we 
examined, 83 percent said they 
offer no training on the effects 
of television on children and do 
no encourage their staff and 
students to discuss the issue 
with parents,”’ Smith said. 

He said that hundreds of 
child/television studies have 
been completed since the fifties, 
including the Surgeon General's 
Report on Television and Social 
Behavior in 1970 that concluded 
viewing violent programming 
increases the likelihood of 
aggressive behavior 

More recently, the American 
Academy of Pediatrics (AAP) 
criticized rock music videos for 
their negative effects on teen-

agers. 

The AAP’s November policy 
statement asserted that too 
many music videos promote 
“sexism, violence, substance 
abuse, suicides and sexual 
behavior.” 

“The majority of available 
evidence suggests that regular 
television viewing adversely 
influences children’s attitudes 
and behaviors on such diverse 
issues as violence, academic 
achievement, and gender and 
age stereotypes,”’ Smith said. 

‘Although it is not possibile to 
isolate each factor that can 
influence these specific 
attitudes and behaviors in 
children, television must be 
considered a contributing 
source.” 

Smith believes that pediatric 
counseling would encourage 
parents to monitor their 
children’s television habits 
more carefully. 

“It has been demonstrated 
that pediatric counseling signi- 
ficantly increases parental 
compliance with the use of auto- 
mobile restraint systems and 
other safety measures. The 
same should apply to 
television,’’ Smith said. 

‘I recommend to our staff that 
discussions of children’s tele- 
vision habits be included in all 
well-child visits beginning at 
three years and end at no 
earlier than nine years.” 

Smith talks with parents 
about the amount of time their 
children watch television, the 
violence and sexual content of 
the programs being viewed, the 
relationship of the depicted 
stories to real-life events and 
the inability of young children 
to accurately interpret what 
they are viewing. 

Smith admits that pediatri- 
cians, however, cannot offer 
concrete guidelines. 

“I can't say that a child 
should spend ‘x’ number of 
hours in front of a television per 
day and that this program is 
‘bad’ and this one is ‘good.’ 















“Different types of program- 
ming effect different children in 
different ways. At the very 
least, parents should be aware 
of the types of programming 
their children are watching.” 

Smith believes that many 
children view inappropriate 
programming because their 
parents do not understand how 
they perceive television con- 
tent. 

“Children up to eight years 
cannot follow an entire story- 
line, they tend to perceive 
isolated incidents out of 
context. If that isolated incident 
is portrayed in a violent or 
mature nature, parents should 
discuss the event with their 
children or not allow them to 
view it.”’ 

Although Smith welcomes the 
recent return of more family- 
oriented programming, he said 
television violence is a major 
problem that has not yet been 
resolved 

“Violence is part of life and 
therefore part of entertain- 
ment. Much of the violence 
depicted on television, however, 
is very sanitized. Characters 
are blasted away and then 
quietly die or run away 
Producers tend to downplay the 
suffering process. 

“And what about the conse- 
quences of violent behavior? 
Someone who is mentally or 
physically injured must con- 
tinue to live with that 
experience. The TV bad guys 
are toted away just like the 
bully who is sent to the 
principal's office but who's 
right back on the playground 
after lunch.”

Nursing Students 


West Virginia residents who 
apply to attend Maryland 
schools of nursing now 
eligible for a tuition break if 
they agree to practice in a 
Maryland hospital or health- 
related facility after gradua- 
tion, according to an announce- 
ment from Garrett 
Memorial Hospital 

Under a new state law now 
being implemented, non- 
resident students can enroll in 
community college or univer- 
sity-based schools of nursing 
and pay the same tuition as 
state residents. On average, 
Maryland officials say, the 
difference can mean a 25 per- 
cent savings to the student each 
year. 

The statute was enacted dur- 
ing the 1988 session of the Mary- 
land General Assembly with the 
strong support of the Maryland 
Hospital Association and its 
Center for Nursing. The

Quality Of Life 
For Military In 
Europe Examined 


A delegation from the House 
Armed Services Committee, 
composed of members of the 
Personnel and Compensation 
Subcommittee, is visiting 
military bases in Spain, Italy, 
and West Germany for a first- 
hand assessment of the 
problems faced overseas by 
American forces and their 
families 

“With the continued decline 
in the value of the dollar, it’s 
becoming increasingly difficult 
for young families, especially 
those that must live on the local 
economy, to survive,’ said Rep. 
Beverly B. Byron (D-MD), the 
leader of the delegation and 
chairman of the subcommittee 
“Even though they receive 
frequent adjustments in their 
overseas housing and cost of 
living allowances that reflect 
the fluctuations in the value of 
the dollar, I'm afraid some 
families are in truly dire 
straits,"’ she added 

During the 100th Congress, 
the Subcommittee on Military 
Personnel and Compensation 
held extensive hearings on the 
quality of life for military per- 
sonnel, with particular focus on 
access to the military medical 
care system, parental input into 
the Department of Defense 
Dependents’ Schools System 
(DODDS), and the quality and 
availability of military child 
care 

The delegation, which left 
Washington December 7, is 
visiting military hospitals and 
clinics, DODDS schools, and 
child care centers, and is hold- 
ing meetings with military per- 
sonnel and their families, as 
well as teachers, school ad- 
ministrators, students, and 
military doctors and other 
medical personnel 

‘Medical care has clearly 
been the subcommittee’s 
primary focus during the 100th 
Congress."’ Byron said, ‘But 
we've also gotten the ball roll- 
ing on DODDS and child care, 
and I expect the subcommittee 
to devote considerable time and 
attention to both these areas 
during the 10lst Congress,” 
which convenes in January.

Home Health Services Of County 


Health Department Highlighted 


Garrett County Health Department’s home health staff is 
part of a coordinated network called, ‘‘Home Care Services,’’ that 
has been organized within the health department to provide care 
to people who need medical treatment at home. Home Care 
Services is part of an even greater network of programs and 
services available to local residents, called the ‘Inter-Agency 
Council,”’ set up for people who need acute or chronic care and 
supporting help, like housekeeping, in their homes and who need 
to be informed of all of their options for services. 

Home Care Services provides the following programs: Home 
Health Services, Maintenance Program, Geriatric Evaluation 
Services, Personal Care Program, Hospice of Garrett County, 
and In-Home Adult Day Care. 


Home Health Services 

Patients are provided adequate professional staff to 
administer skilled nursing care, home health aide services, 
physical therapy, speech therapy, and a licensed certified 
medical social worker in their home. A few examples of patient's 
conditions requiring professional services may include assessing, 
monitoring, and teaching both patient and family in regard to 
cardiac problems, pacemaker care, diabetic care, high blood 
pressure, post-fracture care, post-operative care, including daily 
wound management, and hi-tech care, i.e., Hickman catheter, 
IV's, infusaports, etc. A physician's referral is required for a 
patient to be eligible for skilled care. Persons having Medicare, 
Medical Assistance, private insurances or private payment are 
accepted; however, care is provided regardless of a patient's 
ability to pay. A nursing visit will be made and an assessment of 
the patient will be done to determine if the patient should continue 
to receive home health care or be referred to another service. 


Maintenance Program 
Those chronically ill patients not eligible for the above acute 
care services may qualify under the Maintenance Program and 
would be charged according to the state's ability-to-pay scale. 
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Geriatric Evaluation Services 

A licensed certified social worker and a registered nurse are 
available to help patients and their families plan appropriate care 
and service helping to resolve financial worries, 
nursing ment problems, and support services to 
maintain patients in their own homes. Referrals are welcome 
from family, patient, community agencies or physicians. There is 
no charge for GES services. The team assists with any questions 
regarding Medicare, Medical Assistance, Maryland Pharmacy 
Program or insurances

Personal Care Program 
available state-wide under the Medical Care 
Administration, helping qualified disabled, 
chronically ill, and elderly persons remain in their homes by 
providing assistance with simple activities of daily living. 

A registered nurse case manager supervises the plan of care 
under the direction of private physicians. Services are provided 
by approved providers, who are reimbursed through the 
Maryland Medical Care Program. Eligible clients must possess a 
valid Maryland Medical Assistance card

Hospice of Garrett County 

This program provided skilled professional and volunteer 
services to people who are terminally ill and their families. 
Services include patient and family assessment, out-patient care 
(home health), in-patient care (hospital or nursing home) and 
bereavement counseling to the families following the death of a 
loved one. Referrals are county-wide and are under the direction 
of the private medical doctor 


In-Home Adult Day Care 

These services are offered in a home-like setting to people 
who cannot be served by existing medical day care centers due to 
the lack of availability and access problems. Also, the individual 
needs of the participant may be better met in a home-like setting 
with 2-3 participants in each home

merequality is the integration 
of two ideals: the rewards for 
meritorious performance and 
the equality of treatment for all 
employees in the application of 
personnel policies and pro- 
cedures. 

Herman said that the Board 
feels that GCC’s salary 
structure is ‘way too low.” 
Since GCC is a small, rural 
college and cannot expect to 
compete with the highest 
paying Maryland community 
colleges, the Board is 
attempting to improve its wage 
scale, in such a way that the 
college will be free of any 
“historical biases.”’ 

The Board of Trustees voted 
to approve the new merequality 
and organization and salary 
structure unanimously 

Lowell Bender, Director of 
Continuing Education, reported 
on the programs currently 
being offered by the Center for 
Community and Continuing 
Education. 

Bender explained that even 
though the Center has recently 
relocated back to the McHenry 
Campus of GCC, this has not 
caused a lessening of off- 
campus activities. 

The non-credit course 
schedule for Continuing 
Education for spring of 1989 is 
now available. Bender said that 
this is the college's ‘‘most 
ambitious schedule’ yet, as 
they are now offering 27 courses 
that may be taken as credit or 
non-credit. 

Bender said that non-credit 
students enrolled in credit 
courses have different fee and 
completion requirements, such 
as not having to take the exams. 
Business and health course 
offerings have been upgraded 
and expanded. 

The Small Business Develop- 
ment Center (SBDC) now has 29 
clients. The SBDC is able to 
assist those interested in 
starting a new business with 
identifying the potential for the 
business, as well as the basics 
for getting the business started. 

The Job Placement Center is 
now open, and has established a 
job bank, an employer bank, 
and a pool of job applicants. The 
staff at the center matches the 
education, skills and experience 
of students with the specific 
needs of employers. 

Dr. Lillian Mitchell, Dean of 
Instruction and Student Ser- 
vices, gave the updated 
academic report. 

Academic advising has 
announced that the FTE (full- 
time equivalency) enrollment 
for the spring is 112.67. Mitchell 
said that 50 applications have 
been received so far for enroll- 
ment and placement testing for 
the spring semester. 

Mitchell explained that GCC’s 
qualitative assessment for the 
State Board for Community 
Colleges has been completed. 

The assessment for the 
Department of General Studies 
has been very successful. 
Mitchell explained that the 
State Board required all com- 
munity colleges to assess the 
General Studies Department. 
She said that GCC’s General

Studies Program meets the 
needs of the students, in that it 
provides an area for students 
who don’t yet know what they 
wish to study; for students who 
are going to GCC for one or two 
years before they go to a college 
that has the program they wish 
to major in; and for students 
who are attending the college 
for self-enrichment. 

The State Board required an 
assessment of the business 
management program, because 
of the small number of 
graduates from that program, 
Mitchell explained. Business 
management is a two-year 
career advancement program. 
Mitchell explained that the 
small number of graduates is 
due to the fact that many in the 
program switch to business 
administration, a four-year 
program.

Maryland's economy is 
expected to outperform the 
nation during the next 18 
months,”’ the board reported. 
However, the panel noted that 
rising interest rates mean that 
housing starts, existing home 
sales and new car registrations 
would perform poorly. Employ- 
ment and personal income in 
Maryland are expected to grow 
during 1989 and 1990; however, 
the board projects only modest 
pected to growth in personal income over 
1989, the next 18 months 
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Goldstein noted that the pri- 
mary changes made by the 
Board of Revenue Estimates 
were for increased individual 
income tax, sales tax, death 
tax, insurance and financial 
institution tax revenue and in- 
come from interest on invest- 
ments. The board lowered its 
projections of lottery revenue 
and income from state hospital 
patient recoveries. 

In its analysis, the board pro- 
vided projections for specific 
state revenues, based on eco- 
nomic trends and changes in 
state law. 


Income Tax 


The board increased its 
earlier estimate of net individ- 
ual income tax revenue for 
fiscal year 1989 by $99.9 million 
to $2,619,823,000. The primary 
reason for the increase was a 
change in the estimates of 
Maryland personal income 
made by the U.S. Department 
of Commerce, Bureau of Eco- 
nomic Analysis. ‘‘These 
changes in the underlying data 
mean substantial changes in 
our revenue estimates are 
necessary,”’ Goldstein said. The 
report projects fiscal year 1990 
net revenue of $2,813,965,000. 
These estimates are for the 
state income tax, exclusive of 
the local “‘piggyback”’ income 
tax revenue. 

Corporation income taxes are 
expected to produce $143,470,000 
in net revenue for the general 
fund in fiscal year 1989, about 
$561,000 less than earlier pro- 
jected. Corporation income 
taxes are influenced by corpo- 
rate profits which are expected 
to be squeezed by rising labor 
costs and interest expenses

Sales Tax 


The board stated that Mary- 
land sales taxes have grown 
faster than personal income 
during the past five fiscal 
years. However, it cautioned 
the growth in sales tax revenue 
is slowing to more closely re- 
flect the growth in personal 
income. 

Overaii retail sales and use 
tax collections should total 
$1,516,561,000 during fiscal year 
1989, a $15 million increase over 


previous projections, and 
should total $1,631,463,000 for 
fiscal year 1990. 


State Lottery 

The Board of Revenue Esti- 
mates lowered its earlier pro- 
jection of state lottery revenue 
for fiscal year 1989 by $22 mil- 
lion, to $320,626,000 reflecting 
reduced daily ‘‘Numbers 
Game” revenue and changes in 
the structure and starting date 
of the new “‘Super Lotio”’ game 
Lottery revenues may also be 
affected by the new Virginia 
state lottery. Maryland lottery 
revenues are expected to gener- 
ate $338,431,000 for fiscal year 
1990. 


Franchises, Excises and Fees 
The other major category of 


revenue estimates revised by 
the board included franchises, 
excises and fees. The Board of 
Revenue Estimates increased 
its earlier projections for these 
revenues by slightly more than 
$81 million. ‘Interest on Invest- 
ments, Business Franchise 
Taxes, Death Taxes, Insurance 
Premiums Taxes, Property 
Transfer Taxes, and District 
Codurts fines and costs are ex- 
pected to rise above original 
estimates,”’ the board reported 
Transportation 

Aside from general fund 
revenues, the Board of Revenue 
Estimates also projects trans- 
portation revenues each year. 
Legislation changed the vehicle 
emissions testing program, 
decal fees for motor carriers 
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and motor vehicle titling 
requirements. As a result of 
these and other factors, the 
board projects transportation 
revenues to total $982.2 million 
for fiscal year 1989 and $1.002 
billion for fiscal year 1990

Jobless Rates 
Up In October 


An increase in the statewide 
labor force caused Maryland's 
estimated unemployment rate 
to climb from 4.2 percent in 
September to 4.6 percent in Oc- 
tober, according to statistics re- 
leased by the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Economic and Employ- 
ment Development. 

Garrett County's jobless rate 
also climbed from 7.8 percent in 
September to 8.3 percent in Oc- 
tober. The October 1987 jobless 
rate for Garrett County was 6.7 
percent. 

“October's labor force in 
crease is due to an influx of 
workers returning from va- 
cation to work in educational 
institutions and related in- 
dustries, as well as pre-holiday 
job seekers joining the labor 
force,"’ explained J. Randall 
Evans, Maryland Secretary of 
Economic and Employment 
Development. “As the labor 
force increased, however, there 
was also an increase in the 
numbers of jobs created 
throughout the state during Oc- 
tober which reflects the 
strengthening of Maryland’s 
business employment — similar 
to the national economy," 
Evans said. 

This labor force increase, 
while typical for this time of 
year, is greater than last year’s 
estimate. Last year, an in- 
crease in employment and a de- 
crease in unemployment 
resulted in a slight drop in Oc- 
tober’s jobless rate from 3.9 to 
3.8 percent. 

The national unemployment 
rate in October decreased 
slightly from 5.2 to 5.0 percent. 

Specifically, employment in 
Maryland climbed to 2,364,230 
in October, an increase of 5,441 
from September's estimate and 
up by 43,074 persons from a 
year ago. However, this 
employment increase could not 
offset the labor force increase 
of some 17,000 persons. There- 
fore, the estimated number of 
persons unemployed in Mary- 
land rose from 103, 098 to 114,969 
persons in October. 

In Garrett County, the labor 
force grew from 12,135 in Sep- 
tember to 12,265 in October, but 
the number of unemployed per- 
sons also increased, from 946 in 
September to 1,014 in October. 

The state saw an increase of 
11,600 jobs in October, despite 
the employment declines in eat- 
ing and drinking places, hotels, 
amusement and agricultural 
services. Those job losses were 
cushioned by pre-holiday hiring 
in general merchandise stores, 
increased hiring in construction 
and continued recalls by edu- 
cational institutions. Food 
stores, furniture stores and per- 
sonal, business and health ser- 
vices were hiring also. 

In the Baltimore metro- 
politan area, the unemployment 
rate rose from 4.6 percent in 
September to 5.2 percent in Oc- 
tober. All of the metropolitan 
area's local jurisdictions 
experienced increased jobless- 
ness except Queen Anne’s 
County where unemployment 
held steady at 3 percent. The 
metropolitan area's job gain oc- 
curred in general merchan- 
dise/apparel stores, edu- 
cational institutions and in- 
dustries related to education, 
such as transportation and edu- 
cational services. 


In the Maryland suburbs of 
the Washington, D.C. metro- 
politan area the estimated 
unemployment rate increased 
by 0.2 percent, to 3.4 percent in 
October. Noteworthy hiring oc- 
curred in trucking, general 
merchandise/apparel stores, 
special trade contractors, busi- 
ness services and state and 
local educational institutions. 


In Western Maryland, manu- 
facturing layoffs scattered 
throughout the area caused an 
estimated 250 workers to lose 
their jobs. The unemployment 
rate there rose to 7 percent in 
October, up from 6.8 percent in 
September. The services in- 
dustry also experienced de- 
clines in business activity in 
Western Maryland, along with 
apparel, textile and leather 
products manufacturing, 
resulting in work force reduc- 
tions. However, educational 
institutions and construction 
activity added about 100 jobs to

The unemployment rate for 
the balance of the state was 5.9 
percent in October, up from 5 
percent in September. In- 
dustrial payrolls declined by an 
estimated 1.200 jobs, with losses 
particularly in vacation and 
tourism related industries. 
Unemployment rates escalated 


in all counties in the area with 
the exception of Cecil and Kent 
counties. The most significant 
seasonal job losses there ap- 
peared in Somerset County 
where the unemployment rate 
increased from 6.6 percent to 
8.1 percent and Worcester 
County where the unemploy- 
ment rose from 3.6 to 7.7 per- 
cent in October 

Local estimated unemploy- 
ment rates for October ranged 
from a low of 2.8 percent in Car- 
roll County to a high of 8.6 per- 
cent in Allegany County.

DNR Encourages 
Marylanders To 
Feed The Birds 


This winter, wildlife bio- 
logists with the Department of 
Natural Resources’ Forest, 
Park & Wildlife Service 
(FPWS) are recommending a 
healthy holiday habit — feed the 
birds 

In Maryland, 20 different 
species will visit seed feeders 
chickadees, titmice, nut- 
hatches, sparrows, finches, 
cardinals, blue jays, grosbeaks 

while woodpeckers will 
appear at suet feeders. Back- 
yard food supplements the 
nutrition of many commonplace 
birds. 

Bird food and feeders can be 
bought in feed, farm, hardware 
and grocery stores, as well as 
specialty wild bird stores 
Scientists have learned a lot 
about bird food preferences in 
recent years. Much national 
research, in fact, started in 
Maryland, according to the 
DNR. Knowledge of feeder con- 
struction and placement has 
grown, along with urban wild-

1. Start simple. As your 
interest and enjoyment grow, 
learn more from an expert 
about feeding birds 


2. Different kinds of birds eat 
different kinds of food 
Commercial mixes aren't 
always the best choice. Seek 
reliable advice when buying 
bird food to attract particular 
kinds of birds to your feeder 


3. Some birds (cardinals, 
doves and sparrows) prefer 
open-type feeders; others 
(finches) prefer tube feeders 
Platform box feeders will 
attract the greatest variety of 
birds. 

4. The height of your feeder 
will also attract different kinds 
of birds. Some are ground- 
feeders; others eat only at four 
feet or higher; others will feed 
anywhere

5. Remember bird safety

Service Station 
Divorcement Law 


Yields Benefit 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein reiterated 
his support for the state’s Retail 
Service Station Divorcement 
Law, which prohibits oil 
refiners from operating retail 
service stations in Maryland 
saying that consumers as well 
as retail dealers have 
benefitted 

‘Maryland's law, which was 
enacted in 1974, was designed to 
stabilize the retail service 
station market in Maryland and 
to promote the availability of 
service to consumers,” Gold- 
stein said. ‘At the time the oil 
companies were taking the ‘ser- 
vice’ out of service stations and 
were exercising favoritism in 
supplying gasoline to different 
stations. The law ensures an 
equitable allocation of gasoline 
supply throughout the state.”’ 

The comptroller said a recent 
review of studies on the effect of 
divorcement legislation offered 


but it 
agreed that divorcement had 
stablized the Maryland market 
while stating that it is probably 


no new information 


not possible to give a definite 
impact of the law on the price of 


gasoline 

Goldstein credited the 
Divorcement legislation with 
making Maryland's market

of the nation because there is no 
incentive for oil companies to 
kick retail dealers out of 
stations and close them or con- 
vert them to company operated 
stations. This also means fewer

Her family doctor 
arranged for a test, 
which would indicate a heart 
problem, at Garrett County 
Memorial Hospital. The test

result was positive. Mrs 
family doctor 
advised her to see a cardiologist 
in Morgantown, who performed 
a catheterization in mid-April 

The catheterization pro- 
cedure revealed that two of 
Mrs. Janssen's major arteries 
were 100 percent blocked with 
plaque and one was 60 percent 
blocked. There was also 
evidence that she had had a 
‘silent’ heart attack that had 
damaged the mitral valve in 
her heart. Mrs. Janssen was 
placed on the ‘high priority” 
list for a triple bypass surgery 
and mitral valve replacement 
at the Cleveland Clinic in Ohio. 

One month later, in late May, 
the triple bypass operation was 
done and the surgeon told her 
family that Mrs. Janssen was 
“extremely fortunate’ to have 
had her operation as soon as she 
did. In addition, Mrs. Janssen 
had a procedure done at GCMH 
that indicated that 90 percent of 
her carotid artery was blocked,

Mrs. Janssen signed up for 
WT's AHA Culinary Hearts 
Kitchen class when she first 
came for the blood chemistry 
screening and was able to 
attend two classes before her 
triple bypass surgery. Ann 
Carroll Sherrard, the registered 
dietitian who teaches the class, 
sent Mrs. Janssen the rest of the 
materials from the class while 
she was recuperating 

“I’m feeling healthier now 
than I have in 20 years,”’ says 
Mrs. Janssen. ‘I walk three 
miles a day, have resumed 
windsurfing and cross-country 
skiing. My cholesterol level has 
been going down with change in 
my diet and a great increase in 
my aerobic exercise. I also 
don't have high blood pressure 
anymore. I asked all of my 
family to have their blood 
cholesterol checked, and my 
younger daughter did. Her 
cholesterol level was high.” 

Mrs. Janssen, who has been 
retired for several years after 
having worked with develop-

Retirement And 
Pension Systems 
In “Great Shape” 


A higher than expected 
increase in the value of assets 
and slower than anticipated rise 
in liabilities spell good news for 
the Maryland Retirement and 
Pension Systems, according to 
State Comptroller Louis L 
Goldstein, chairman of the 
board of the combined systems 

“The systems’ unfunded 
liability dropped from $7 billion 
on June 30, 1987, to $5.2 billion 
for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1988,’’ Goldstein said, 
adding, ‘“‘We expected the 
systems’ financial condition to 
improve after the stock-bond 
swap of September, 1987, and 
we were correct.” 

In September, 1987, shortly 
before the dramatic October 
stock market plunge, the board 
of trustees sold $2.3 billion 
worth of common stocks, a 
move that reduced the systems’ 
equity exposure from 62 percent 
to just over 30 percent of total 
invested assets. At the same 
time, the board used proceeds 
from the stock sale to establish 
a $3.9 billion dedicated bond 
fund to ensure that funds would 
be availablefor all future bene- 
fits payable to past retirees and 
beneficiaries. 

“Even before the extra- 
ordinary gain made during the 
stock sale, the combined 
systems had an excess of 
revenue over expenses of $922.2 
million,’’ Goldstein said. 

As of June 30, 1988, the com- 
bined systems had total assets, 
at market value, of $8.9 billion, 
making the systems one of 
Maryland's largest enterprises. 
Maryland's retirement and pen- 
sion systems cover 222,467 
members and beneficiaries, 
including state employees, 
state and local teachers, county

As 1988 comes to an end, it 
marks a year of crop shortages 
and higher prices, because of 
the summer drought which hit 
Maryland and pockets of farm- 
land all United 
States. The drought conditions 
this past year could not have 
been predicted. Weather has a 
way of making the most care 
fully calculated predictions 
turn out wrong. Undaunted by 
the possibility of that happening 
again, a number of ag special- 
ists at The University of Mary- 
land agreed to look into their 
crystal ball and share some 
predictions for 1989 with 
Maryland farmers

James Hanson, Farm Manage- 
ment specialist with the Univer- 
Department of Agri- 
cultural Economics. Hanson 
said that Maryland farmers 
‘have an incredible capacity to 
produce.’’ Hanson is not wor- 
ried so much about surplusses, 
but because of an anticipated 
short-run rise in interest rates, 
he sees the strong possibility of 
a severe recession next year 

‘We're currently in the long- 
est peace-time expansion in 
recent history (since World War 
II). The U.S. economy has its 
ups and downs, called business 
We're due for a reces- 
the economy just can’t 
continue upward 

Next year, because of the 
large federal deficit, the 
government will be dependent 
on foreign funds, causing inter- 
est rates to increase and push 
us into that recession, which is 
due,’’ Hanson explained 

As a result, given the general 
economic conditions and 
increasing interest rates, 
Hanson would advise farmers 
not to expand in 1989, but work 
to pay off their debts

prices. Grain prices, he says, 
are not as receptive to reces- 
sion, but adds that the market is 
very nervous about shortages 
and that next spring, a drought 
scare would drive prices up. 
However, given a normal grow- 
ing season, Hanson predicts 
prices to be back down next fall, 
down significantly from this 
fall, but not down to 1985 lows. 
Fruits and Vegetables 

Fruit and vegetable special- 
ist, Dr. Jarvis Kain, says that 
changes are predicted for 
Maryland’s orchards. He says 
that although there are some 
new orchards in the state, most 
of Maryland's orchards are 
‘pretty old,’’ planted after 
World War II, and are produc- 
ing the standard, traditional 
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varieties — Red Delicious and 
York — in excess. 

“The industry is going 
through some generation 
changes, too. Some retiring 
orchardists are not being 
replaced. For new orchardists, 
the returns are not as great, and 
it’s a questionable investment,”’ 
said Kain. 

Kain said the biggest bumper 
crop of apples, nationally, was 
produced two years ago. 
Locally, half a crop was 
produced last year and half a 
crop the year before. He adds 
that the outlook is not the great- 
est for the coming year. It will 
be ‘‘sort of average,”’ he says. 
He feels that the 1986 supply 
may finally be getting worked 
out, and the market might begin 
to show some strength. 

The peach crop in Maryland 
has been poor, says Kain. 
“There were zero peaches three 
years ago, and half a crop every 
year since. We're over-treed to 
the south and north of us. And 
we've had two years of drought 
on top of the large crop supply 
coming in from outside the 
state.’’ Because of this year’s 
drought, much of the peach 
crop was small and went to the 
processors. 

Kain touched on the future of 
‘“‘pick-your-own"’ operations in 
Maryland, and said they are 
“not growing.” All strawberry 
operations in the state are pick- 
your-own, he said, and there 
have been short seasons the last 
couple of years because of 
drought. Irrigation is very 
important to an operation such 
as strawberries, and that, along 
with labor costs, can be very 
expensive. 
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“People just have no time 
these days to pick their own 
fruits and vegetables. We used 


to have time on our hands, but 
that’s a thing that’s kind of 
going out,’’ Kain stated, and 
added that urban pressure on 
farmland has also contributed 
to the lack of growth in the pick- 
your-own business 

According to Kain, vegetable 
processing plants are just about 
gone in Maryland, with the 
exception of some on the East- 
ern Shore and two plants in 
Harford County. ‘‘Twenty years 
ago you would stumble on many 
processing plants as you 
crossed the state, but they’re all 
gone, with a few exceptions.” 

Kain says that the fresh vege- 
table market is the growing 
part of the vegetable industry, 
with a little bit of moderate 
growth (less than five percent) 
expected in 1989. He otherwise 
forecasts a normal year for 
vegetable growers — depending 
on the weather 

He adds that sweet corn acre- 
age has gone down quite a bit, 
but watermelons and 
cantaloupes are holding their 
own well. Corn, tomatoes, 
melons and a little bit of every- 
thing else that can be grown 
locally is what makes up the 
fresh market. Kain said that 
1988 was not a good year, 
supply-wise, and whether that 
trend continues depends again 
on the weather. “If the growers 
produce a normal crop, nobody 
makes much money. If it’s a big 
crop, nobody makes any 
money. But if the crop is short, 
prices go up.’’ Kain also added 
that irrigation has become a 
necessity in the vegetable 
business, too. 

“T think 1989 is going to be an

Dairy 

Livestock and Dairy Special- 
ist John Wysong says that milk 
production has rebounded after 
the drought, but it is entirely 
from better production per cow. 
Wysong reports that since the 
mid 1950s, when the average 
farm had 37 cows, herd num- 
bers have grown to 80 cows per 
farm in 1988, producing an aver- 
age of 14,000 pounds of milk per 
cow last year. Wysong sees that 


production going higher in 1989 
Of the 145 billion pounds of milk 
produced nationally 
pounds (1.2 percent) is pro 
duced in Maryland 

In September 1988, cows in 
Pennsylvania and Maryland 
consumed 15% pounds of 
concentrate daily. Wysong say 
that value per 100 pounds fer 
was $8.30 (U.S.) and $8.35 ir 
Maryland. This amount was up 
from $6.70 in September 198 

Wysong thinks there 
be better feed production next 
year, both nationally 
Maryland, and feed prices will 
get lower.

Hogs 

Wysong feels that efficiency 
will be very important in the 
hog industry next year, as hog 
prices have been down and the 
cost of grain has been up. He 
expects to see some recovery in 
the spring, but another dropoff 
in the fall. 

Poultry 

Probably the most optimistic 
predictions for 1989 came from 
William Satterfield, executive 
assistant of the Delmarva 
Poultry Industry, Inc. In 
review, he said that 1988 was 
projected to be a break-even 
year at best, but prices began to 
rise in the spring, improved in 
the summer, leveled off in the 
fall, and are still about 10 cents 
per pound over production 
costs, according to the USDA 

It’s been a good year,’ he 
said 

‘Next year is projected to 
also have good prices and be a 
profitable year for the poultry 
industry. Even though grain 
prices are higher, they are 
being offset by higher selling 
prices 

There has been a resurgence 
of speculation and promotion by 
fast-food restaurants which has 
helped prices the last few 
months. The poultry industry is 
very much dependent on the 
fast-food industry.” 

Satterfield says production is 
expected to be four percent 
higher next year nationwide, 
and will probably be the same 
on Delmarva. There is no over- 
supply as in 1987, he said, and 
with supply and demand 
balanced, the industry will do 
well 

He says he expects that

ORDINANCE NO. 1988-1

Describes the conditions under 
which the Town may grant 
waivers from the Code 

103.2 Department: Provides 
for the Department of Housing 
and Community Development 
to decide questions of interpre

Waiver: Describes the condi 
tions under which the Depart 
ment may grant waivers 

Section 103.4 Displacement: 
Persons may not be displaced 
by enforcement of the Code un 
less alternate housing is avail 
able

and Waiver: Shall not super 
sede state fire laws, elevator 
laws or boiler laws 

Section 104.0 Duties and 
Powers of Code Official: Em 
powers the Code official desig 
nated by the Town to enforce 
the ordinance and authorizes 
the Code official to interpret the 
ordinance.

When the Code official enters 
an Order that results in the dis 
placement of a tenant, the 
owner is required to make a 
good faith effort to locate 
alternative housing.

exterior walls, roofs and drain 
age, decorative features, signs

repairs required by the ordi 
nance. A property owner 
tenant or operator who inter 
feres with or obstructs entry 
will be subject to a cease and 
desist order from a court of 
competent jurisdiction.

Any person affected by 
this Code may request a hear 
ing in a manner prescribed by

The Garrett County Board of

This notification follows one 
full year of self-study by the 
high school staffs and a three 
day on-site visitation and obser- 
vation by a Middle States com- 
mittee 

Accreditation by the associa- 
tion officially certifies that the 
schools have met prescribed 
and qualitative standards of 
performance and operation. 
Credits earned by students in 
accredited schools will be ac- 
cepted nationwide by other 
schools and colleges. Therefore, 
inclusion of the schools names 
on the Accredited Membership 
list indicates significant 
achievement for both schools 

The committee reports, con- 
taining both commendations 
and recommendations, have 
been reviewed by the schools 
and shared with the Board of 
Education. Edward G. Green, 
NHS principal; and Arthur 
Refosco, SHS principal, have 
each developed short and long 
range plans based on the Middle 
States Evaluations. These plans 
will be used as a basis from 
which further progress can be 
made 

The committee visiting NHS 
commended the school for the 
general good feeling which 
permeated the building, reflec- 
ting the mutual respect 
displayed between students and 
staff and the demeanor of the 
student body in general 

NHS also accepted recom- 
mendations that teachers con- 
tinue to be given the oppor- 
tunities and to be encouraged to 
participate in in-service pro- 
grams and professional con- 
ferences.

First Federal 


Among Nation’s 
Safest S & L’s 


First Federal Savings Bank 
of Western Maryland, which 
houses its main offices in the 
Downtown Cumberland Mall, 
and has a branch office in Oak- 
land, has been named among 
the nation’s financially safest 
savings and loans 

The bank was included on the 
recently published Safest Thrift 
List, which was compiled for 
the first time by Bauer Com- 
munications, Inc., Coral 
Gables, Fla. Bauer generated 
the list of 991 safest savings and 
loans in the United States from 
financial data for the quarter 
which ended June 30. 

The financial information 
was compiled by the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board 
(FHLBB), the governing body 
for the savings and loan in- 
dustry. Bauer arrived at its list 
after examining FHLBB data 
from 3,113 federally 
thrifts 

First Federal listed a total of 
$322 million in assets by June 30 
with assets now totaling $330 
million. That amount ranks 
second out of 49 Maryland 
thrifts included on the list, with 
the Hyattsville-based Maryland 
Federal Savings and Loan 
Association placing first with a 
$602 million asset total for the 
quarter 

First Federal had a tangible 
net worth of $21,410 million dur- 
ing the quarter, which ranks in 
the top 10 percent of the nation’s 
thrifts. The bank also main- 
tained a 6.658-percent capital 
ratio, where net worth is ad- 
justed to generally accepted 
accounting principles. Only 
thrifts with a six percent capital 
ratio or more were named to the 
list, which excluded many 
larger institutions.

Right To Life 


Effort Continued

Despite the fact that the Gar- 
rett County Chapter of Right to 
Life announced last week that it 
was disbanding, one Oakland 
resident has made the Right to 
Life Movement his own per- 
sonal crusade and has compos- 
ed a resolution that he hopes 
will be signed by local and state 
elected officials 

Jerome Walter Cox will meet 
with the Garrett County Com- 
missioners on February 7 and 
present to them his Right to Life 
Resolution and request that 
they schedule public hearings 
on the issue of abortion 

The resolution points out that 
over one million abortions are 
performed each year in the 
United States and maintains 
that “‘life begins at conception 
and deserves protection from 
that point, that abortion is con- 
trary to the inalienable right to 
life set forth in the Declaration 
of Independence wherein it is 
declared that all men have 
unalienable rights, among 
which are ‘life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness’."’ 

The resolution describes 
abortion as an “intolerable 
tragedy"’ and resolves that all 
elected officials, from local to 
state to national, ‘do 
everything in their power to 
promote and enact the Human 
Life Amendment to the United 
States Constitution to protect 
unborn human life and outlaw 
abortion.” 

Cox, who is an attorney, 
stated that the purpose of the 
public hearings will be to pre- 
sent both sides of the abortion 
issue and allow the general 
public to become informed and 
ask questions about the issue 
He predicts that, once the hear- 
ings are completed (if the com- 
missioners agree to call them), 
all three of the commissioners 
will vote in favor of the resolu- 
tion 

Cox, who moved to Oakland 
several months ago. has been 
actively involved in the Right to 
Life Movement for nearly 20 
years

Why Take The Risk? 


A number of years ago there was a plan to haul 
sludge from other states and deposit it in Garrett 
County. While it may have benefitted the county 
economically, there was great concern that the 
sludge contained substances that would have a 
severely negative impact on the environment and, 
consequently, our health. The proposal was dashed 
because of a major uproar by the public and local 
elected officials. 

A similar proposal just recently has met with 
the same fate. It seems that a company wanted to 
locate a plant in the Southern Industrial Park just 
east of Mtn. Lake Park. The proposed plant would 
incinerate used transformers and allow the metal 
components to be recycled. The environmental 
concern had to do with the fact that many of these 
transformers contain polychlorinated biphenyls, 
better known as PCBs, a toxic substance that can 
accumulate in the food chain and resists 
biodegradation. 

Initially, the only public information that this 
plant was considering locating here was a legal 
advertisement in this newspaper that had to do with 
the company’s application to the state to obtain 
proper licensure and EPA clearance. The legal 
notice was read by a number of citizens who 
immediately became concerned and attempted to 
further investigate the company and its proposal. 
Among those spearheading the effort were members 
of the Garrett County League of Women Voters, who 
began writing letters and voicing their concern to 
the Garrett County Commissioners. Last week the 
commissioners announced that they had notified the 
company officials informing them the county was no 
ionger interested in accommodating them. 

Commissioner Ernie Gregg believed that the 
industry was a safe one and would have benefitted 
ihe county’s economy since it offered some 50 new 
jobs. However, he responded to concern voiced by 
his constituency and said that the commissioners did 
not want to ‘‘force-feed’’ the proposal to county 
residents. 

We are pleased with this action by the 
commissioners. While the industry may indeed be a 
safe one, why take the risk? The Southern Industrial 
Park sits just up the hill from the Little 
Youghiogheny River, which feeds the Youghiogheny 
River. One little mistake, one slip-up, just might 
result in the contamination of these waterways by 
cancer-causing PCBs. There are far more industrial 
options out there for us to pursue. 

We are also once again proud of our citizens, 
who are keeping a close watch on our county borders 
and making it clear that we are not only concerned, 
but informed, as to what types of business and 
industry are welcome in Garrett County. 
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“No, I'm not from next door — I'm from the 
university. Your party just hit 7.4 
on our Richter Scale.”

BALTIMORE—Fear of the fu- 
ture. That's what has legislators so 
worried in their budget dealings 
with Gov. William Donald Schaef- 
er. Top lawmakers fret that if the 
governor spends the state's entire 
surplus of nearly half a billion dol- 
lars in the next fiscal year, he could 
be setting the stage for a massive 
deficit in later years--and major tax 
increases. 

In budget technocratese, the 
concer is over “outyear expendi- 
tures." The state has big transporta- 
tion and education bills coming due 
in the 1990s. Should Mr. Schaefer 
tack on new initiatives with hefty 
long-range price tags, Maryland's fi- 
nancial fortunes could sour. 

Legislators complain that Mr. 
Schaefer refuses to take a long-term 
view of the state's financial picture. 
They're right. The governor is a 
short-term innovator who often 
fails to consider the future cost of 
his grandiose projects. But he's not 
alone in that regard 

Governors would make lousy 
corporate executives. They are not 
strategic thinkers. Each year, the 
governor turns to his cabinet offi- 

nd demande new ideas for nro 
grams. That's about the extent of 
the long-range planning. No one 
ever says, "why don't we set objec- 
tives for each agency to achieve by

1992?" 

Despite their current concerns, 
legislators haven't been much better 
in viewing the big picture. In the 
name of budget austerity, they fool- 
ishly penny-pinch government 
agencies on computers, typewriters 
and support services. They refuse to 
even consider a two-year budget cy- 
cle because that would mean relin- 
quishing their enormous power over 
the bureaucracy. 

Why, then, this sudden worry 
with outyear spending? It stems 
from the bad blood flowing between 
the governor and certain legislators. 
Lawmakers don't feel they can trust 
Mr. Schaefer to rein-in his spending 
impulses. They feel the governor's 
top aides come before their commit- 
tees unprepared, without detailed 
spending plans. And they feel that 
in past years, the governor's staff 
has purposely misled them. 

On the governor's side, he feels 
top lawmakers have gone out of 
their way to sling mud in his face; 
he does not forgive a slight quickly. 
He also doesn't feel he can trust 
lawmakers to remain solidly behind 
his legislative programs. And he is 
unset that legislators are trying to 
dictate how much money he should 
put in his budget for each category.

A New Kind Of National Service 


by Senator Barbara Mikulski 

We need a new kind of national service. In deciding what that 
should be, we need to think in terms of a new social invention 
rather than another social program. 

We face critical questions. How will young people pay for 
education? How will they get the down payment for their first 
home? How will we reinstill the ‘‘habits of the heart’’ that made 
our country great? The answer lies in enabling young people to 
make an investment through their own sweat equity in them- 
selves and their communities 

National service used to be for the idealistic rich kids who 
could afford to take two years off and ‘‘do good.’’ At the same 
time, military service attracted mostly the poor who had no place 
else to go for jobs or education. 

My proposal is for a new national service program for all 
Americans, It was developed with the help of Dr. Arthur Napar- 
stek, president of the Premier Industrial Foundation, and 
includes as basic components: 

¢ A six-year all-voluntary commitment. 

¢ A schedule under which volunteers would work two week- 
ends a month, plus two weeks in the summer, like in the National 
Guard. 

¢ A credit of $3,000 for each year served, to be used toward 
outstanding federally backed education loans or home down 
payments. 

* Eligibility open to people of all ages — anyone fit for duty. 

¢ Administrative governors on the National Guard model, 
with volunteers organized in community-based platoons. 

¢ Work that would supplement, not compete with, existing 
public or private services. 

The people in this progam would not be cogs in a great 
national project. They would be local citizens who banded 
together in small, community-based groups to solve local 
problems. Working on weekends, they would serve as volunteer 
firefighters, deliver meals on wheels, tutor the illiterate and help 
in recycling programs. 

The work would be hands-on. Problems must be tackled 
person to person if we are truly to affect those who choose this 
service. To hide business graduates in accounting departments or 
confine architects to drafting tables serves no purpose. We must 
take them beyond their narrow worlds into the streets and 
neighborhoods of America, to meet people, to nourish them, care 
for them, teach them and learn from them. 

The basic unit of service for this new proposal would be 
a platoon or a team; a small group of men and women, multi- 
ethnic, from diverse economic backgrounds, working together 
toward a common goal. The individual loyalty that would grow 
out of these small groups would be the loyalty on which we first 
built our country. By reawakening this loyalty, we could recreate 
a spirit that is all too sadly lacking right now. 

This would not be a difficult or expensive program to create. 
We already know how to use volunteers in public service and com- 
munity projects ranging from the Boy Scouts to hospitals. 

This proposal would solve two problems: 

1) Access in this country to higher education is slipping away 
from many young people because they simply cannot afford the 
skyrocketing costs. Under this proposal, a major benefit for per- 
forming national service is earning a public benefit to reduce 
student indebtedness 

2) The same demographic changes that are shrinking our 
work force are also shrinking the pool of available volunteers. 
There just are not as many young people in this country as there 
used to be, and all too often, they are too busy paying off their 
student loans or their mortgage to volunteer for service. 

We were always very good in the past at creating new social 
inventions to provide access to education. We created night 
schools to teach immigrants English. We created the GI Bill for 
returning veterans, and we invented community colleges to bring 
higher education close to home at modest cost. Now, we need to 
solve a new social problem with a new mechanism. 

Other national service programs, such as the Peace Corps or 
Vista, have involved taking people away from their homes for two 
years or more. This has been costly and has limited the number of 
people able to participate. 

Under the Mikulski model, people would live in their 
communities, hold their regular jobs and also volunteer in their 
communities. Their volunteer work would be an investment, not 
only in their own future but in their communities as well. The 
volunteers would do real things to help real people with a tangible 
payoff that provided real benefits that met their own needs. 

I worked for many years as a social worker and community 
organizer in Baltimore. I learned from that experience more than 
I have ever learned from memos and briefings in Washington. I 
am a better senator because of what I learned from the people 
and the communities I worked with every day. The people who 
participated in this new national service program would also 
learn from their experience and be changed by it. 

Community-based national service offers a framework we 
can use to approach both the crisis of indebtedness and the need to 
put our people back in touch with the fundamental American 
values and obligations. The members of these platoons would 
remember the experience of successful service, and later on in 
their lives, many of them could put that knowledge to work for 
America in ways we can only now dimly foresee.

¢ Initiated a major foster care 
and adoptive parent recruit- 
ment campaign with celebrity 
spokespersons Tim and Daphne 
Reid formerly of television's 
“Frank's Place;"’ 

¢ Developed a_ successful 
interagency grant proposal to 
the Annie E. Casey Foundation 
for reform of services to 
children and families in Mary- 
land, including a pilot service 
delivery system in Prince 
George's County;

PROTECTING MARYLAND'S CITIZENS FROM FIRE 
by Governor William Donald Schaefer 

It is an irony that the holiday season which brings us such 
happy times also brings with it the increased threat of tragedy 
and danger. The onset of cold weather and holiday celebrations 
mark the beginning of the most dangerous time of the year for 
fires 

I am particularly concerned about this problem. Fire deaths 
are increasing in the State of Maryland. One hundred and ten 
people died in Maryland from fire-related injuries during the first 
11 months of 1988. Many of these were children, overcome by 
smoke and unable to escape from a burning room or building 

Like most of you, I read about fires in the newspapers and 
think that they can only happen to someone else. The truth is that 
fires happen everywhere. They do not respect age, location, or 
income. Everyone is vulnerable. State Fire Marshal Rocco 
Gabriele estimates that there will be 1,000 residential fires in 
Maryiand during the month of December alone 

Even more disturbing to me is the fact that most fires can be 
prevented. The number one cause of fires in Maryland is 
carelessness. By far the majority of fires are caused by 





carelessly discarded cigarettes and other smoking materials or 
the careless use of heating appliances such as kerosene heaters or 
wood stoves. 

The Maryland State Fire Marshal's office has been a leader 
in promoting fire prevention and fire safety. For example, Rocco 
Gabriele and his staff have been working very closely with 
officials and residents in Ocean City in the wake of the tragic fire 
last June when two young girls died in an early morning motel 
fire. They have conducted more than 300 fire safety inspections in 
Ocean Cith and have helped Mayor Powell and his staff upgrade 
fire standars in the resort area. 

They have also taken the lead in testing and developing a 
smoke detector for the hearing impaired. The Soroptimist Club 
International of Frederick County and Underwriters 
Laboratories have been partners in this exciting new project 
which will help protect the nearly 300,000 hearing-impaired 
citizens who live in our state. 

I want to encourage each of you again to think about fire 
safety during the weeks and months ahead. Chief Gabriele has 
several suggestions to help you protect your home and your 
business from fire. 

«Install a smoke detector. This is extremely important. Smoke 
detectors save hundreds of lives each year in the United States 
The newest models are inexpensive and easy to install 

*Test your smoke detector regularly. Be sure that all batteries 
are operating. Replace batteries on a regular schedule 

*Discard all smoking materials carefully. Use 
ashtrays. Never fall asleep with a lighted cigarette 

Keep matches and smoking materials away from children. 

*Plan and practice fire escapes from the home. Investing an 
hour in planning can save a life in an emergency 

«Install and use heating appliances correctly. The improper use 
of space heaters is a leading cause of residential fires in 
Waal y beaiiu,

WVU Prof. Says karly Intervention 


Key To Successful Physical Therapy 


MORGANTOWN, W.Va 
Beach balls, squeaky toys and 
little swings aren't the usual 
apparatus found in physical 
therapy clinics 

But in the new pediatric 
physical therapy room at West 
y nia University Hospitals 
they are a common sight 

Mary Beth Harris, associate 
professor of physical therapy at 
WVU, explained that early 
intervention is the key to 
successful physical therapy 

“The earlier we're able to 
start physical therapy treat- 
ment, the better a baby’s 
chances are of leading a normal 
life,’’ said Harris 

She added that the depart- 
ment is currently researching 
and collecting data on infants to 
find predictors to identify 
babies who mas nave trouble 
later in life to ensure the 
necessury early care to 
enhance development 

ould be nice to find a 
coupic of red flags to use as 
absolule predictors to point to 
which babies we should be 
treating with physical 
therapy,”’ Harris said

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fessor in the Department of 
Pediatrics; and Harris have 
been studying the kinds of 
vehaviors that are exhibited in 
abies who turn out well and in 
those who have problems 

Barbara Burkart, physical 
therapist pediatric specialist 
and Kim Vorholt, senior staff 
physical therapist, are pro- 
viding assistance for the study 

Dr. Martha Mullett, associate 
professor of pediatrics who 
directs the neonatal intensive 
care unit, said the therapists 
are conducting an in-depth 
research project that begins 
monitoring the infant's develop- 
ment at birth and continues to 
watch the baby's progress 
through the follow-up, out- 
patient clinic. 

The study, now in its second 
year, will be complete in three 
to four years 

In treating developmentally 
troubled children, the 
therapists incorporate several 
exercise techniques devised in 
the 1950s and 1960s into an 
eclectic program based on 
developmental theory. 

Beach balls are used to teach 
hand and eye coordination and 
balance to babies, as well as to 
develop head and neck 
strength 

Therapists also use a 
specially designed swing to 
stimulate motion receptors in 
the body ror a cmid who 
doesn't move well, this is a way 
to gently introduce that 
experience,’’ Harris said. 

‘Although all of these tools 
are helpful, 90 percent of what 
we do is done with our hands.”’ 

Therapy begins on infants 
after they leave the acute care 
unit and enter the neonatal step- 
down nursery, where they are 
considered medically stable but 
still need to grow before being 
released 

Most of the infants treated in 
the program are born pre- 
maturely and have a low birth 
weight. Harris explained that a 
large portion of the physical 
therapy in that stage centers on 
feeding—teaching the infant to 
eat from a bottle rather than be 
tube fed 

“There’s usually a routine 
transition from tube-feeding to 
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bottle-feeding which many 
infants do with no difficulty,” 
Harris said. “But with some 
babies, it has to be a learned 
experience.” 

The two main causes for lack 
of eating are drowsiness or 
weakness and irritability 

With the drowsy babies, the 
therapists use pressure on the 
mouth area to build strength 
and do other mouth exercises 

Burkart explained that many 
small babies are more irritable 
because of the probing they 
have been subjected to all of 
their lives 

‘To introduce them to touch, 
we apply sustained pressure on 
the mouth and tongue to get 
therm desensitized and oriented 
to the fact that feeding can be 
very pleasurable,’’ Burkart 
said 

Other infants receiving 
pediatric physical therapy 
include full-term babies who 
sustained birth trauma or who 
have a known congenital 
problem, such as Down's 
Syndrome 

Harris said the babies need to 
be evaluated and their 
problems identified before 
treatment begins. 

Motor skills and behavioral 
treatments, such as floor 
exercises, are taught to the 
more advanced babies. 

Once the baby is sent home, 
Burkart said, it is up to the 
parents to continue treatment. 

“The physical therapy 
programs are taught to the 


parents, and the parents 
become the primary trainer, 
said Burkart. 


“In addition to furthering the 
treatment, this helps to make 
the parents feel better because 
they know they’re doing some- 
thing to help their baby.”’ 

Harris added that parents 

play another key role in 
handling the baby and con- 
tinuing its development. 
‘Parents are usually afraid of 
the baby. They think it’s frail 
and weak and tend to want to do 
work for the baby, but that’s the 
worst thing they can do,”’ said 
Harris 

‘We try to show parents that 
the baby now needs to be 
treated as normally as possible, 
taking into consideration 
special needs."’

1 cup (4 ounces) shredded natural Colby cheese 
Toast points 

Cook bacon until transparent (not crisp); drain 
and set aside. Clean mushrooms with damp paper 
towels. Remove mushroom stems, and reserve for 
use in another recipe. Place mushroom caps in a 
12x8x2-inch baking dish. Combine butter, 
Worcestershire sauce, and hot sauce; stir well, and 
drizzle over mushroom caps.

So Jesus quickly brought them 
down to ‘Truly I say to 
you, no prophet is acceptable in 
country’’ (4:24). Jesus 
saw himself as a prophet, not a 
celebrity, and the purpose of a 
prophet is to evoke humility, 
even repentance, not pride. If 
you like what you hear a prophet 
saying, you probably didn’t 
understand his or her message! 

Nobody in the Nazareth syna- 
gogue liked what they heard Jesus 
ay. Citing two incidents from 
their scriptures—1 Kings 17:1- 
16 and 2 Kings §:1-14—Jesus 
reminded them that God's grace 
did not belong to the people of 
Israel. God sometimes gave his 
help to foreigners and not the 
people of Israel. So, in a time of 
great drought, God sent the 
prophet Elijah to aid a single 
Syrophoenician woman and 
later, when there were many lepers 
throughout the land, Elijah healed 
only Naaman, the Syrian general, 
of leprosy. What really infuriated 
the people of Nazareth was the 
reminder that God had helped 
strangers and failed to bring relief 
to Hebrews with the same com- 
plaint 


WHO BELONGS TO WHOM? 

The people of Nazareth liked 
the idea of the kingdom of God, 
but the kingdom they looked for 
was too small. Their kingdom was 
not big enough for outsiders 
They thought that being God's 
chosen people meant that they 
had the right to expect preferential 
treatment. If God was going to 
help or heal anyone, let it be one 
ofthem! 

We can understand how they 
felt, can’t we? Aren't most of us 
tempted to think that same way? 
Wouldn't it bother us if God were 
to send us a prophet who was to 
spend much of his time and efforts 
outside the church? After all, he 
belongs to us, doesn’t he? We're 
the ones who are trying to do his 
work on earth. We're the ones 
who go to church on Sundays. If 
Christ is going to appear any- 
where on earth, it ought to be in 
a Christian church—preferably 
ours, of course! 

But no, we've got it all wrong 
he doesn’t belong to us, we belong 
to him. It is his kingdom that 
matters. Not ours, for they are 
never big enough

Child Support 
To Be Collected 
Via Credit Cards 


The Child Support Enforce- 
ment Administration and Mary- 
land Bank, N.A. have jointly 
developed a Credit Card Pro- 
gram that will allow the use of 
Visa and Mastercard in paying 
child support obligations and 
arrearages. The program 
begins on January 2, making 
Maryland the first state to 
implement the use of credit 
cards to pay child support on a 
statewide basis 

“The program was developed 
to enhance our ability to 
effectively collect regular sup- 
port payments and decrease 
arrearages, while providing the 
public with a convenient alter- 
native in making support pay- 
ments," said Ann C. Helton, 
executive director of the Child 
Support Enforcement Ad- 
ministration. “Based on the 
experience of other states who 
use similar means to collect 
child support on a smaller 
scale, we estimate that two per- 
cent of our paid obligations will 
be made by credit cards.” 

Charges will be taken in per- 
son or by telephone at local 
child support enforcement 
agencies statewide. The Child 
Support Enforcement Ad- 
ministration has also developed 
a pre-authorization agreement 
which will allow individuals to 
direct a child support agency to 
charge their account for 
support payments auto- 
matically each month. Once the 
agreement has been signed, the 
individual is not required to 
contact the child support 
agency each time a payment is 
due. 

“This project is just one of 
many ways the Child Support 
Enforcement Administration is 
striving to assure that Mary- 
land’s children receive the 
support that is due them,”’ said 
Helton.

The Maryland State Teacher 
Association is set to broadcast 
a new radio advertising cam- 
paign that focuses on two major 
issues facing education, accord- 
ing to Beverly L. Corelle, presi- 
dent of MSTA. The spots will be 
aired in January, to coincide 
with the opening of the General 
Assembly. 

The MSTA radio messages 
address the state’s teacher 
shortage and how low salaries 
and excluding teachers from 
making professional judg- 
ments have combined to 
exacerbate that crisis. 

“These commercials deal 
with the state’s future,”’ says 
Corelle. ‘‘We’re failing to deal 
with teachers’ pay adequately, 
and boards of education are 
attempting to remove teachers 
from making decisions about 
professional matters. Both 
these issues need to be ad- 
dressed if we are to have a more 


secure future.”’ 

MSTA is now working to en- 
hance teachers’ involvement in 
decisions about education. The 
Association is also seeking fair 
levels of teacher compensation 
that will encourage good stu- 
dents to become teachers and 
keep good teachers teaching 
the new MSTA radio spots di-

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Taxpayer Rights Summary Highlights 


’'88 Maryland Tax Packet Changes 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein said state 
income taxpayers will soon be 
receiving their 1988 Maryland 
tax packets, as the 1,937,396 
packets went in the mail 
December 27. The four-day 
mailing is presorted to postal 
carrier routes, which will save 
taxpayers nearly $1.5 million in 
postage costs. Goldstein said 
the packets have two new 
features important to taxpayers 
this year 

“The Maryland income tax 
forms remain very similar to 
last year, which should make 
the task of filling out the forms 
even easier this year,’’ Gold- 
stein said. ‘“‘One important 
addition to the packet informs 
taxpayers of their rights under 
Maryland law and the policies I 
have established as state 
comptroller 


“The second new item is an 
explanation of the opportunity 
to donate to the Chesapeake 
Bay and Endangered Species 
Fund. Taxpayers may indicate 
on line 63 of the Maryland long 
or short form that they wish to 
donate to this fund," Goldstein 
said. ‘‘Any amount you donate 
will be subtracted from your 
refund or added to any addi- 
tional tax you owe with your 
return.” 

The comptroller noted that 
other provisions in the tax 
forms are substantially the 
same as last year, but said that 
new federal and state filing 
requirements mean that 
individuals will be able to earn 
more before they are required 
to file a tax return. ‘The new 
filing requirements are listed 
on the first page of instructions 
in the Maryland tax packet. 


Check them to see if you need to 
file a tax return,” he said. 

Other important changes 
affect taxpayers who are 
receiving pensions because of 
age or disability and dependent 
taxpayers (those who are 
claimed as dependents on 
another person’s federal tax 
return). These individuals 
should read the instructions 
carefully. 

Maryland's tax packets con- 
tain both long and short forms, 
as well as a label for taxpayers 
to place on their tax returns, if 
the information is correct. 
Using the label speeds up a 
refund check by about one 
week. 

The first-time publication of 
taxpayer rights in the income 
tax packet is being supplement- 
ed by a brochure that gives 
details of the rights of those who 
remit income taxes, sales and 
use taxes, admissions taxes, 
motor fuel taxes and alcohol 
and tobacco taxes to the state 
comptroller’s office.

“This brochure, which is 
available free to individuals 
and businesses, explains rights 
to appeal and to refund of over- 
paid taxes as well as general 
items that apply if your tax 
return is audited or if you need 
a copy of a previously filed 
return,” Goldstein said. 

The issue of taxpayer rights is 
gaining prominence across 
America. 

“I felt it was important to 
make this information avail- 
able to taxpayers so that every 
Marylander is aware of how the 
taxes our office collects affect 
them,” the comptroller said. 

Copies of the taxpayer rights 
brochure are available free at 
any office of the state 
comptroller or by calling (301) 
225-1985. Citizens may also 
obtain a copy by writing Tax- 
payer Rights, Room 121, 
Treasury Building, Annapolis, 
Md. 21401.

IRS Mails 2.3 
Million Federal 
Tax Packages 


More than 2.3 million federal 
tax packages are on their way 
to taxpayers in Maryland and 
the District of Columbia. This 
year, taxpayers will find the 
new individual tax forms are 
very similar to last year’s. Phil 
Brand, IRS District Director for 
Maryland and D.C., said that 
some taxpayers who filed the 
long Form 1040 last year will 
receive the Form 1040A/1040EZ 
shorter package based on an 
IRS analysis of 1967 returns. He 
urged taxpayers to allow two 
weeks to receive their tax book- 
lets. “If your tax package does 
not arrive by then, or you still 
need the long forms, call 
1-800-424-3676 to order any 
forms needed,” he said. 

Brand indicated many more 
taxpayers will not have to 


itemize deductions this year 
due to an increased standard 
deduction and new limits on 
deductions. “Approximately 70 
percent of all taxpayers will be 
due refunds this year, 
averaging approximately 
$800.00,”" he said. 

The IRS is ready to help with 
toll-free phone lines, available 
weekdays, 8:30 a.m. to 4:45 
p.m. The toll-free telephone 
number is 1-800-424-1040. 

Taxpayers who prefer to walk 
into an IRS office will find that 
again this year all 12 of the 
Baltimore/Washington, D.C. 
area offices will be open to 
assist taxpayers five days a 
week. Brand urged all taxpay- 
ers to begin looking over the 
forms and instructions right 
away, so they may start gather- 
ing the information to fill out 
their returns accurately and file 
them early. ‘It’s the best way 
to make taxes less taxing,”’ he 
said.

But 
Addams’ greatest fame came 
from a 1960s television ser- 
ies based on some of his 
eccentric creations— The 
Addams Family 

The Addams _ Family 
premiered in 1964—the 
same season its competitor, 
The Munsters, debuted 
Whereas the Munsters really 
were monsters (vampires, 
werewolves and such), The 
Addams clan relied less on 
horrific makeup, and more 
on eccentricity 

John Astin, who originally 
auditioned for the role of 
Lurch, the family’s mam- 
moth butler, was cast as 
Gomez Addams, a wealthy 
lawyer whose primary pas- 
sions were the stock market 
and his wife, Morticia. Mor-

CBS kicks off the New 
Year with two dramatic 
specials : one fact, the other 
fiction, but one common 
thread runs between them 

The similarity is that both 
feature the acting talents of 
Mitchell Anderson, a young 
performer whose acting car- 
eer has edged out an intend- 
ed career in music 

In the first drama, Mitchell 
combines those talents to 
portray instrumentalist Ri- 
chard Carpenter in The 
Karen Carpenter Story, a 
dramatic portrayal of the 
brother and sister pop music 
team of the 1970s. The 
biography, airing Sunday, 
Jan. 1, traces the life of 
singer Karen Carpenter from 
the time she was 13 to her 
shocking death from anorex- 
ia nervosa in 1983 

Anderson plays brother 
Richard, whose perfection- 
ism was the guiding force 
behind the duo’s continued 
success. Anderson, who has 
studied various types of 
music throughout his life- 
time, believes that back- 
ground most definitely 
helped him in this role 

“Just having a familiarity 
with music and being able to 
read notes helps when you 
have to sit at the piano and 
hear over the playback, 
where it's going on the 
keyboard and try and match 
that with your hands,” he 
said, adding that Carpenter 
was on hand to actually play 
the music. In fact, Carpenter 
composed and conducted 
the background music for 
the film, as well as reworked 
some of the Carpenters’ hits 
for the soundtrack 

Ironically, Anderson's love 
for music plays a part in the 
second film in which he is 
The Comeback.

Meet With Farm 
Bureau Directors 


Members of the Garrett 
County Farm Bureau Board of 
Directors met last week with 
Garrett County Commissioners 
for a pre-legislative discussion 
One topic receiving much atten- 
tion was the gypsy moth spray 
program. The Farm Bureau di 
rectors said they are concerned 
that the county is putting money 
into the state program, but has 
no control over what areas get 
sprayed. The commissioners 
agreed, saying that there is a 
problem, since so far, over 
90-percent of the land sprayed 
has been state forestland 

The concern is that tracts of 
land owned by individuals in the 
lumber industry, 
nomic force in the county, are

not being sprayed. Other areas 


not being sprayed include 
individually owned maple 
groves, which produce syrup 


and sugar, and privately owned 
forestland which the owners 
hope to preserve. In all of these 
cases, if spraying is to occur, it 
is up to the owner to pay a 
private contractor to spray the 
property 

Attending with the Farm 
Bureau directors was Cooper 
ative Extension Agent Jim 
Simms, who reported that in 
this area, because of the Deep 
Creek Lake 
biological insecticide, 
thuringiensis (Bt) 
used in place of dimilin, an 
insect growth regulator. Simms 
says it takes three to four appli- 
cations of Bt to do the job, and 
the plans must be made and 
contracts arranged with aerial 
sprayers by the end of Febru- 
ary.

The commissioners said that 
the gypsy moth issue was on 
their list of topics they will be 
bringing up during their up- 
coming meeting with Senator 
John Bambacus and Delegate 
George Edwards. They agreed 
that the problem, so far, has not 
been properly addressed. ‘If 
the county’s forestlands are 
only being spot treated, we're 
wasting our money,"’ stated 
Commissioner Ernest Gregg. 

In a phone conversation this 
week with County Adminis- 
trator Robert Fousek, it was 
confirmed that letters con- 
cerning the Gypsy Moth Sup- 
Program and its 
effectiveness (or lack of) in 
Garrett County have been 
mailed to the Maryland Depart-

Md. Ag Pesticide 
Conference Set At 
Two Locations 


January traditionally is the 
time for persons associated 
with the agricultural pesticide 
business to receive refresher 
training and up-to-date infor- 
mation during the annual Mary- 
land Agricultural Pesticides 
Conference. 

As in other recent years, next 
month’s 35th annual event is 
being held at separate locations 
east and west of the Chesapeake 
Bay. It is again being sponsored 
by the University of Maryland’s 
Cooperative Extension Service 

This year’s Eastern Shore 
meeting is scheduled January 
19 at the Caroline County 4-H 
Park near Williston. 

The western Maryland meet- 
ing will be held, as usual, in 
Frederick. This year, it is 
scheduled January 12 at the 
Sheraton Inn — located south of 
Frederick, adjacent to the 
Francis Scott Key Mall, near 
the intersection of highways 85 
and 1-270. If traveling on the 
latter highway, take Exit 31A. 

Both meetings are all-day 
events, with registration confir- 
mation beginning at 9 a.m. The 
program will get underway at 
9:30. Topics will include a regu- 
latory update, new information 
and herbicides and insecticides, 
and an explanation of responsi- 
bilities regarding hazardous 
materials transportation. 

A $15 registration fee includes 
lunch and educational 
materials. Pre-registration by 
January 4 is required. Tele- 
phone registration may be 
made by calling Nancy Breisch, 
the conference assistant, be- 
tween 8 a.m. and noon on week- 
days after January 2, at the 
University of Maryland in Col- 
lege Park.

The Maryland Agricultural

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Initial Report Is In On Genetically 


Engineered Bioinsecticide Trials 


Crop Genetics International 
(CROP), a biotechnology firm 
developing alternatives to 
chemical pesticides, has 
announced results from the first 
outdoor field trials in Maryland 
of its InCide ‘vaccine’ to 
protect corn. 

The 1988 field trial results 
proved the safety of the tech- 
nology. The InCide recom- 
binant microorganism did not 
survive outside plants — it died 
out quickly in soil, plant debris 
and water. In addition, the 
recombinant microorganism 
did not spread from plant to 
plant by any natural 
phenomena, by insects or by 
normal agricultural practices. 

“The scientific data from our 
field trials in Maryland con- 
firms the environmental safety 
of our bioinsecticide,”’ said 
company co-founder and Chief 
Scientist Peter S. Carlson. 

CROP also announced today 
that it is filing permit applica- 
tions with the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) and 
the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture (USDA) to conduct field 
trials in 1989 at five sites in the 
Midwest (in cooperation with 
four seed companies) and at 
three Maryland sites. 

“Our 1988 field trials were 
designed to satisfy the principal 
regulatory issue — the environ- 
mental safety of our endophyte 
technology; the 1989 field trials 
will focus on our incolation tech- 
nology which inserts the InCide 
product into the corn seed,” 
said company co-founder and 
CEO John B. Henry. 

The InCide corn borer 
‘“‘vaccine’’ consists of an 
endophyte (Cxc), a naturally- 
occurring microorganism 
which can live only inside a 
plant’s vascular system, that is 
genetically engineered to 
include a gene from a proven 
biopesticide (Bt). Bt is lethal to 
the borer but harmless to 
humans, animals, birds and 
non-target insects. The InCide 
product (Cxc/Bt) is inserted in 
corn seed, which then enables 
corn plants to grow their own 
biopesticide against the borer. 

The 1988 Maryland field trials 
were conducted at CROP’s 
research farm on the Eastern 
Shore and at the USDA’s Belts- 
ville research center (in 
cooperation with the federal 
agency). 

No Survival In 
The Environment 

The 1988 field trials con- 
firmed that the genetically 
altered endophyte (Cxc/Bt) 
does not multiply or survive 
outside its host plant. Cxc/Bt 
died out quickly in soil, plant 
debris and water. In deliberate- 
ly-inoculated soil, Cxc/Bt 
declined precipitously in the 
first week and was not detect- 
able after five weeks. In addi- 
tion, Cxc/Bt could not be detect- 
ed from soil surrounding 
inoculated plants. The 
engineered microorganism was 
undetectable in plant debris 
from colonized plants 6-10 
weeks after harvest, and 68 
weeks after green debris was 
buried in the soil. 

No water sample collected 
from the inoculated corn field 
contained Cxc/Bt. Even when 
colonized plant debris was 
chopped and incorporated into 
soil, no runoff water sample 
contained Cxc/Bt. 

The tests proved that Cxc/Bt 
is not seed transmitted, demon- 
strating that the recombinant 
microorganism does not carry 
over in the kernel to the next 
generation of plants. 

No Spread In 
The Environment 

The 1988 field trials showed 
that there was no spread of the 
recombinant microorganism 
(Cxe/Bt) from inoculated corn 
to adjacent non-inoculated corn 
plants or weeds, or to ‘‘trap”’ 
plants on the perimeter of the 
test sites. Cxc/Bt was not 
naturally dispersed from ino- 
culated corn and, under normal 
agricultural practices, the re- 
combinant microorganism is 
not spread mechanically. Even 
running a rotary tiller through 
the field (not a normal farming 
practice) caused no spread of 


the recombinant micro- 
organism to weeds or non-ino- 
culated corn plants. In an effort 
to induce artificial trans- 
mission, colonized corn was cut 
with shears until wet with sap, 
and the shears were then used 
to trim uncolonized weeds. Only 
in this artificial circumstance 
was any mechanical trans- 
mission observed, and even 
then the frequency was very 
low and highly localized 

“Under normal and even 
unusual cultivation practices, 
there was no spread to non-ino- 
culated plants,” said Dr. Carl- 
son. 

The InCide product is not 
transmitted from plant to plant 
by insects. Despite the presence 
of large numbers of insects in 
the field trials, no spread of 
Cxc/Bt from colonized to un- 
treated plants was observed. Of 
the 774 insects of various 
species tested, only a few of 
many corn flea beetles tested 
showed Cxc/Bt in their guts 
Flea beetle transmission 
studies demonstrated no spread 
from beetle to plant. 

No spread was found, but 
even if it were to occur, Cxc/Bt 
is harmless to humans, wildlife, 
birds and non-target insects. It 
only affects certain caterpillar 
pests which have alkaline 
stomachs, unlike all other 
animals, which have acid or 
neutral stomachs The 
recombinant microorganism 
cannot survive the winter or 
grow into the next plant genera- 
tion. CROP’s 1988 experiments 
also proved that Cxc/Bt would 


revert in nature to the parental 
wild-type Cxe which 
aggressively out-competes the 
genetically engineered micro- 
organism 

Although the purpose of the 
1988 field trials was to assess 
safety, preliminary research on 
corn yields was conducted on 
both Cxe and Cxc/Bt colonized 
corn plants. Minimal yield 
reduction (less than four per 
cent) observed in the 
small-scale field trials. Higher 
variability in yield occurred in 
a few experiments, including 
one Cxc/Bt trial in which a 
micronutrient deficiency was 
observed. Both yield and the 
role of micronutrients will be 
researched in 1989. 

Significant net yield 
increases should result from 
effective borer control with the 
final InCide product. American 
farmers currently lose $500 
million worth of corn to the 
borer every year despite 
expenditures of $50 million 
annually on chemical 
insecticide sprays. Future field 
trials will demonstrate the net 
yield benefit of CROP’s final 
corn borer product to farmers. 

CROP is applying to EPA and 
USDA for 1989 permits to 
expand field trials, using 
inoculated corn seed for the 
first time, at five Midwestern 
sites and three Maryland sites 
In the Midwest, CROP will be 
working with its seed company 
development partners.

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Governor Schaefer Announces Joint 
Research Project With Saskatchewan 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer and the Honorable 
Grant Devine, premier of Sas- 
katchewan Province, Canada, 
have announced a joint 
research project of Maryland 
and Saskatchewan. 

The project is the first of a 
larger undertaking initiated by 
Governor Schaefer and 
Premier Devine during a meet- 
ing last August. Agreement ona 
research study into the subject 
of crop insurance was finalized. 

Governor Schaefer said, “I 
am very impressed with 
Premier Devine. He is a leading 
spokesman and advocate for 
the free trade agreement, and I 
am confident that the province 
of Saskatchewan and the state 
of Maryland will share any 
number of beneficial trade, 
technical, and tourism oppor- 
tunities in the next few years.” 

“The University of Saskatch- 
ewan and the University of 
Maryland are both primary 
centers for agricultural 
research, and if these institu- 
tions can co-operate, farmers in 
both countries will benefit from 
the results, particularly in light 
of droughts which affected both 
Maryland and Saskatchewan 
recently,’’ Devine said. 


In announcing the agreement 
between the University of Sas- 
katchewan and the University 
of Maryland, Premier Devine 
and Governor Schaefer said 
that two 18month studies are 
proposed. The University of 
Saskatchewan will study how 
crop insurance affects farm 
management decisions such as 
crop rotation, crop selection, 
and the use of marginal land. 
The University of Maryland 
study will concentrate on the 
effects of various policy options 
on farmer-participation 
decisions. 

The announcement follows 
closely a visit to Saskatchewan 
by Wayne Cawley, secretary of 
Agriculture, who led a 
delegation of Marylanders to 
Canada last week. 

Initial contact between Mary- 
land and Saskatchewan was 
established in March at Gover- 
nor Schaefer’s Maryland — 
Canada Day celebration in 
Baltimore when Secretary 
Cawley met with Michael 
Cohen, the Saskatchewan 
government’s New York repre- 
sentative, to explore areas of 
mutual interest.

Treat For Lice New Year’s Day 

Now you know there is no good reason for necessarily treating 
beef cattle for lice on New Year’s Day except-that you -will 
remember to do it if you keep in mind that it ought to be done 
about that time of the year. Lice costs us more than any other 
cattle parasite without question. If you have used Ivomec inthe 
fall or have used a systemic grubicide pour-on or spot-on, don’t 
rely on this fact to eliminate the lice problem all winter and into 
early spring. If they have not been treated with anything in the 
fall, it is a solid bet you should treat without failure around the 
end of December or first of January. There are two good lice 
control pour-ons available — Dursban 44 and Lysoff. If cattle 
have been treated with Ivomec or a grubicide pour-on in the fall, a 
half dose of one of the systemic pour-ons or spot-ons will get a 
good job done with lice too. 

Soil Testing Will Pay Off This Year 

The drought we had this summer may have one beneficial 
side effect — the crop did not utilize all of the nutrients you 
applied last year. I have had the chance to compare some of last 
year’s soil analyses and fertilizer applied to recent soil tests. In 
most cases a lot of the phosphorus and potash was left in the soil. 
If it is there why waste money on excessive fertilizer? Now it may 
be a different story with nitrogen since it is more easily lost out of 
the soil. If you are going to sample for nitrogen availability I 
would suggest deep soil sampling. Another word of Caution is that 
a lot of the herbicide residue could possible still be in the soil. 

Urea Prices Are Going Up 

You should be looking closely at your plans for applying 
nitrogen this year. Overseas demand for nitrogen has caused a 
dramatic price increase in Urea in recent weeks and has been 
aided by the declining dollar. For the first time in many areas of 
the country, Urea which contains 46% nitrogen, carries a higher 
per-ton price than Anhydrous Ammonia which contains 82% 
nitrogen. I would suggest that you check with your fertilizer 
supplier before making a buying decision.
